A  point  in  the  law  of  payment  by  cheque  sent  by  post  is 
reported  on  p.  72:  also  two  High  Court  decisions. under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

A  course  of  lectures  in  advanced  pharmacy  for  Major  men 
having  been  suggested  by  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy, Mr.  S.  W.  Fairchild  is  providing  the  necessary  funds 
(pp. '89-90). 

A  facsimile  of  a  letter  written  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington

The  seventieth  anniversary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society

A  tariff 
of  charges  for  dispensing  would  be  beneficial,  so  we  give 
full  particulars  of  the  German  tariff  (p.  77),  and  discuss  the 
whole  matter  on  pp.  80-1. 

Old  Portsmouth  pharmacies  are  illustrated  and  described 
on  po.  86-87  in  connection  with  the  forthcoming  visit  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  the  town.  We 
also  give  particulars  of  the  meeting  from  the  "  Pink 
Circular"  (p.  88).  The  1912  meeting  is  expected  to  be  in 
Edinburgh,  and  the  jubilee  meeting  (1913)  in  London.

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
'The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
;.afe  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
marked  "  Corner  for  Students  "  on  the  top  left-hand  corner) 
will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  May  23.  and  the  samples 
will  lie  posted  on  the  following  day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday. 
June  3.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses 
will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are 
preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  ,acc 
must  be  attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain 
specimens  of  the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will 
be  separately  adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as 
hors  coneours.  Correspondents  who  do  not  state  that  they 
are  preparing  for  a  qualifying  examination  will  be  included 
in  the  latter  list.

Brevities. 

The  principal  chemists  in  Winchester  are  closing  on 
Thursdays  at  1  p.m.  from  May  11. 

.  Sfr.  E.  T.  Rich,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  30  High  Street. 
Swansea,  is  having  his  premise.-,  altered  and  improved. 

The  Winchester  Guardians  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Mrs.  W.  1).  Gibb.  Winchester,  for  chemist's  goods  for  a 
year. 

Reports. from  the  Woking  district  state  that  some  95  per 
cent,  of  the  bees  have  have  been  wiped  out  as  a  result  of 
the  Isle  of  Wight  bee-disease. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Gibson,  Pyeford.  Surrey,  who  has  been 
appointed  at  the  age  of  seventeen  an  inspector  under  the 
American  Gooseberry  Mildew  Order  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council,  is  the  youngest  official  of  his  kind  in  the'  country. 

Mr.  T.  Wardle,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  the  Market 
Place.  Ashbourne,  was  very  highly  commended  for  his 
display  in  the  "  What  to  Use"  section  of  the  local  shop- 
ping week  held  recently. 

The  pharmacy  of  Mr.  J.  Righton,  chemist  and  druggist, 
515.  Lord  Street,  Southport,  was  broken  into  during  the 
night  of  May  10,  but  nothing  of  value  was  stolen,  although 
goods  and  money  were  missing  at  two  adjoining  shops. 

Mr.  Ernest  Castle,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hull,  dis- 
penser to  the  Friendly  Societies'  Medical  Institute.  Hull, 
has  just  heen  appointed  dispenser  and  photographer  to  the 
London  County  Council's  Long  Grove  Asylum  at  Epsom. 

The  death  by  drowning  of  Mr.  Arthur  Oldham,  chemist, 
.■of,  Towcester,  reported  in  our  last  issue,  is  yet  another 
tragedy  in  a  sad  sequence  connected  with  the  Oldham 
.family.  The  late  Mr.  Thomas  Oldham's  father  was  killed 
by'lightning,  his  wife's  father  was  the  victim  of  a  murder 
in  1374.  and' 'on  Tuefday  last  week — two  days  after  the 
finding  of  Mr.   Arthur  Oldham's  body—Mrs.  Elizabeth 


Oldham,  sister-indaw  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Oldham,  was 
discovered  dead  in  bed  at  Kettering. 

Manx  Spirit-duty. 

Both  branches  of  the  Manx  Legislature,  on  May  12, 
united  in  Tynwald  for  the  Budget.  A  motion  was  adopted 
to  renew  the  3«.  9d.  duty  on  spirits  in  order  to  bring  the 
island's  spirit  duties  within  6d.  of  those  of  England. 

Hoyal  Institution. 

The  Friday  evening  discourse  on  May  12  was  by  Pro- 
fessor William  Stirling  on  "  Biology  and  the  Cinemato- 
graph." It  consisted  in  the  main  of  an  exhibition  of 
a  series  of  cinematograph  films  of  biological  subjects.  There 
were,  for  instance,  films  showing  a  starfish  burying  itself  in 
the  sand  and  righting  itself  after  being  placed  on  its  back, 
the  flight  of  a  dragon  fly  and  bluebottle,  the  movements 
of  the  lungs  of  a  rabbit,  the  response  of  a  frog  to  a  chemical 
and  mechanical  stimulus,  and  the  action  of  chloroform  and 
adrenalin  on  the  heart  of  a  rabbit. 

Spectacle-makers'  Company. 

Lord  Hill,  L.C.C..  Sir  John  Rolleston,  M.P.,  Colonel 
G.  J.  Scott,  D.S.O.,  Major  Oscar  Boulton,  Captain  Harry 
Weisberg,  and  Messrs.  T.  H.  C.  Blackie,  H.  K.  Bamber, 
M.V.O..  H.  E.  Boulton,  B.  H.  Henderson,  P.  M.  Faraday, 
F.  D.  Green,  and  A.  G.  Cusins,  freemen  and  liverymen,  all 
of  whom  have  been  recently  introduced  to  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  by  Mr.  F.  R.  Knollys  (Lieutenant  1st  City 
of  London  Yeomanry),  are  subscribing  for  and  purchasing 
a  specially-made  loving-cup  of  Messrs.  Elkington,  which 
it  has  been  arranged  shall  be  formally  handed  to  the 
Master,  Colonel  the  Hon.  Harry  Lawson,  M.P.,  at  the 
next  Court  dinner,  to  be  held  at  De  Keyser's  Royal  Hotel 
on  May  25,  as  an  addition  to  the  Company's  plate. 

The  Idris  Strike. 

In  a  letter  received  from  the  Board  of  Trade  by  Messrs. 
Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  on.  May'  13,  Mr.  Askwith  states  that 
Mr.  J.  Burnett  concludes  his  inquiry  into  the  recent  dis- 
pute with  the  work-girls  (C.  <£•  D.,  April  29,  index 
folio  596)  as  follows  :  "  The  conclusion  I  have  come  to  is 
that,  while  the  circumstances  of  Mrs.  Lowin's  discharge 
by  Messrs.  Idris  may  have  been  such  as  to  lead  her  fellow- 
workers  to  suspect  that  she  had  been  specially  singled 
out  for  punishment,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  firm  were 
acting  in  perfect  good  faith,  and  were  not  actuated  against 
her  by  reason  of  her  position  in  the  Federation  of  Women 
Woikers." 

Photographic  Exhibition. 

The  Royal  Horticultural  Hall,  Westminster,  S.W.,  is  this 
week  the  scene  of  the  Photographic  Arts  and  Crafts 
Exhibition.  The  exhibition  was  opened  on  May  12  and 
remains  open  until  May  20.  There  are  about  fifty  exhibi- 
tors who  are  appealing  to  professional  and  amateur  photo- 
graphers as  well  as  to  dealers.  One  or  two  stands  are 
especially  arranged  for  professionals,  and  in  an  upper  room 
has  been  arranged  a  display  of  the  work  turned  out  by 
professional  photographers.  There  are  a  few  exhibits  of 
retailers  such  as  Boots.  Ltd.,  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores, 
and  A.  W.  Gamage,  Ltd.  Messr,?.  Burroughs  Wellcome '& 
Co.  have  an  artistically  arranged  stand  where  are  shown 
specimens  of  the  work  that  can  be  produced  by  the  use  of 
tabloid  photographic  products.  Rytol  developer  is  a  leading 
line.  Mr.  J.  E.  Lockyer  exhibits  the  numerous  developers 
and  photographic  adjuncts  with  which  his  name  is  so  well 
known.  Visitors  appear  to  be  particularly  interested  'in 
the  photo-tints.  Messrs.  A.  &  M.  Zimmermann.  agents 
for  Schering,  show  a  large  assortment  of  photographic 
chemicals,  the  proprietary  products  being  now  hyphened 
with  the  trade-name  "  Satrap."  Messrs.  Houghtons,  Ltd.. 
have  two  displays,  one  of  their  cameras  (including  the 
folding  reflex  and  Sanderson's  latest  models),  and  the  other 
a  corner  especially  appealing  to  professionals.  Messrs. 
W.  Butcher  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  added  several  new  cameras 
to  their  productions,  one  very  interesting  new  arrival  being 
the  "Dandycam,"  an  automatic  camera  which  develops 
and  fixes  each  plate  after  exposure.  Among  other  exhibi- 
tors are  the  Paget  Prize  Plate  Co.  (with  a  new  backed  plate 
of  considerable  merit),  Marion  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Messrs.  R.  &  J. 
Beck.  Ltd.,  J.  Lancaster  &  Son.  Ltd.,  Wellington  &  Ward. 
Ltd     )  .1  Griffin  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  ar.d  J.  H.  Oallmeyer,  Ltd. 
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Several  systems  of  artificial  lighting  for  studios  are  being 
shown. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  spread  of  ambulance  work  in  Birmingham  is  in- 
creasing the  sale  of  simple  surgical  appliances. 
■  The  opening  of  the  Cathedral  garden  has'  brought  a 
considerable  crowd  daily  to  this  central  spot,  and  it  is 
probable  that  this  will  bring  increased  business  to  at  least 
two  chemists'  shops  hard  by. 

A  palm-house  having  been  erected  at  Cannon  Hill  Park, 
enhanced  value  will  be  attached  to  this  spot  as  a  resort 
for  botanical  students,  who  have  already  at  their  disposal 
a  well-arranged  garden  of  medicinal  plants,  first  inaugur- 
ated by  the  late  Professor  Wm.  Hillhouse  and  Mr.  Oliver. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Southampton  County  Analyst  returned  one  .-.ample 
each  of  arrowroot  and  milk  of  sulphur  as  genuine. 

The  Kent  county  analyst  (Dr.  Adams)  states  in  his 
quarterly  report  that  of  the  fourteen  drugs  submitted 
only  one — a  penny  box  of  mercury  ointment,  69  per  cent, 
deficient  in  mercury — was  not  up  to  the  required  standard. 

At  Islington  during  the  first  quarter  of  1911  five  .samples 
each  of  Blaud's  pills,  turpentine,  and  Gregory's  powder 
were  taken.  Of  these  two  of  Gregory's  powder  were 
adulterated,  one  consisting  of  powdered  rhubarb  and  the 
other  containing  69  per  cent,  of  carbonate  of  magnesia. 
The  vendor  of  the  former  was  ordered  to  pay  12*.  6</. 
costs,  while  the  latter  retailer  was  fined  1/.  and  32s.  6d. 
>_-osts. 

The  Southport  medical  officer  (Dr.  J.  Weaver)  in  his 
report  for  1910  gives  particulars  of  two  samples  each  of 
castor  and  olive  oils,  and  one  each  of  cod-liver  oil,  cam- 
phorated oil,  glycerin,  ground  ginger,  liquorice,  all  of 
which  were  genuine.  Two  samples  of  butter  contained  re- 
spectively 33  grains  and  6.9  grains  of  boric  acid  per  lb. 
Three  samples  of  cheese  were  genuine,  and  one  sample  con- 
tained barium  sulphate  in  the  rind.  Of  two  samples  of 
peas,  one  contained  0.54  grain  of  copper  per  lb.  and  the 
other  0.38  grain.  Three  of  shredded  beef  suet;  all  con- 
tained rice  flour,  varying  in  amount  from  16.3  per  cent,  to 
28.88  per  cent.  A  sample  of  blackberry  jam  contained 
salicylic  acid  0.87  grain  per  lb.,  and  was  coloured  with 
harmless  red  dye.  One  of  pickled  shrimps  contained  49 
grains  of  boric  acid  per  lb. 

The  Birmingham  analyst  (Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C., 
Ph.C),  states  in  his  quarterly  report  that  three  formal 
samples  of  white  precipitate  ointment  were  adulterated, 
containing  only  6,  7.1,  and  8.7  per  cent,  of  ammoniated 
mercury.  A  borax  sample  contained  twenty  parts  of 
arsenic  per  million,  and  another  seventy  parts.  Three 
syphons  of  carbonated  water  contained  notable  amounts 
of  lead  and  traces  of  copper ;  ten  samples  of  soda-water 
were  condemned  because  of  the  presence  of  lead  in  appre- 
ciable quantities,  while  one  sample  contained  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  zinc.  Six  samples  contained  minute 
traces  of  copper,  and  nine  other  samples  rather  larger 
quantities  of  this  metal.  In  most  cases  the  water  was 
free  from  organic  matter.  Bacteriological  analysis  showed 
three  samples  were  made  either  with  impure  water  or  the 
syphons  were  not  properly  cleaned  before  use.  Represen- 
tatives of  the  mineral-water  trade  were  interviewed  and 
-warned  that  legal  action  would  have  to  be  taken  unless 
there  was  a  distinct  improvement.  (''.  <6  D.,  April  1. 
index  folio  459.) 

Poison -licences. 

Mr.  Wm.  Ackland,  of  Hele,  Cullompton,  has  applied 
to  the  Devon  County  Council  for  a  poison-licence. 

Mr.  Henry  Downer,  nurseryman,  220  High  Street,  Mar- 
gate, has  been  granted  a  poison-licence  by  the  local  Town 
Council. 

The  Harrogate  Town  Council  have  renewed  the  follow- 
ing poison-licences  :  Mr.  Alva  J.  Hall,  Mr.  W.  Bonsall. 
and  E.  J.  Bachelor  &  Sons. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Saffron  Walden  on  May  9,  Wm.  Perkins;  farmer, 
Ashdon,  was  fined  3/.,  including  costs,  for  laying  poisoned 
meal. 

In  the  case,  of  Williamson  and  another  v.  Head  (C.  <L-  D.. 


May  13,  index  folio  689)  the  defendant  agreed  to  pay  the 
plaintiffs'  costs  as  between  solicitor  and  client. 

At  the  inquest  held  at  Sutton-in-Ashfield  on  Elizabeth 
Ann  King  (16),  hosiery  factory-hand,  who  drowned  her- 
self, it  was  stated' that  deceased  had  attempted  to  obtain 
some  poison  from  a  chemist  but  the  latter  refused  to. 
supply  it. 

At  Epsom  on  May  8,  James  Henry  Budd  was  bound 
over  for  six  months  for  breaking  a  plate-glass  window 
and  a  number  of  glass  jars  (value.  3/. 1  15.?. )  at  the  local 
branch  of  Boots  Ltd.  Defendant  broke  the  window- 
pane  because  he  could  get  no  work.  A  gentleman  inter- 
ested in  the  case  undertook  to  pay  the  damage. 

At  Merthvr  Tdvfil  on  May  9.  Mis.  Richards,  of  Moun- 
tain Ash.  Mr.  T."  J.  Lloyd,  of  the  Central  Drug-stores, 
Bargoed,  and  his  wife  were  summoned  for  9/.  15*.,.  due  for 
rates  in  respect  of  the  drug-stores.  It  appeared  that  after 
Mr.  Lloyd  became  bankrupt  the  stock-in-trade  was  pur- 
chased by  Mrs.  Richard,?,  his  mother-in-law,  for  whem  he 
now  acted  in  the  business.  The  Bench  held  that  Mr. 
Lloyd  was  responsible  for  the  rate.;  up  to  December  31.  and 
Mi  s.  Richards  up  to  the  end  of  March,  and  orders  were 
made  accordingly. 

The  Lambeth  Coroner,  reading  the  label  on  a  bottle  pro- 
duced at  an  inquest  on  May  11.  said.  "  It  is  supposed  to- 
cure  coughs,  consumption,  and,  I  suppose,  everything, 
broken  legs  included."  (Laughter.)  The  Coroner  added 
that  the  public  did  not  seem  to  understand  that  as  long 
as  a  man  paid  for  the  Government  stamp  he  could  bottle 
dirty  water  if  he  liked,  and  sell  it  as  a  patent  medicine., 
claiming  for  it  all  sorts  of  virtues.  If  the  public,  however, 
were  such  fools  as  to  purchase  these  medicines,  it  was 
entirely  their  fault. 

In  the  Lambeth  Coroner's  Court  on  May  16.  Mr.  Trout- 
be.k  opened  an  inquiry  with  reference  to  the  death  of 
Henry  Albeit  Walker  (40),  who  was  employed  by  a  firm 
of  name-plate  makers  in  the  City.  It  appeared  that  Walker- 
inhaled  fume.3  while  treating  a  zinc  plate  with  a  liquid 
composed  of  spirit  of  salt,  iron  scales,  and  arsenic.  Dr. 
Geoffrev  Hoffmann  said  the  case  was  diagnosed  as  one  of 
metallic  poisoning,  but  at  the  jw,-t-mortem  examination, 
nothing  was  found  beyond  acute  inflammation  of  the  kid- 
neys. ''Witness  thought  the  man  died  from  metallic  poison- 
ing. He  had  been  unable  to  find  a  similar  caae  recorded 
i  n't  he  text-books.  The  inquiry  was  adjourned  m  order 
that  an  analysis  might  be  made. 

The  Battersea  Coroner  on  May  10  inquired  int..  tin- 
death  of  the  four  year-old  son  of  a  Battersea  labourer 
named  Henry  Norris.    The  father  deposed  that  the  child 
had  been  given  some  lung-tonic.    The  Coroner  :  Why  do- 
you  think  lung-tonic  is  good  for  a  cold '.'—Witness  :  Be- 
cause it  seems  to  do  the  children  good.— The  Coroner  : 
Is  it  because  of  the  advertisement  ?— No.      We  always- 
used  lung-tonic  for  the  other  children,  who  had  been  sub- 
ject to  convulsive  fits.    The  mother  said  .she  obtained  the 
lung-tonic  from  a  chemist  in  Falcon  Road  for  6rf.    It  con- 
tained linseed  and  other  things,  and  she  used  to  give  to 
the  childien  at  the  rate  of  a  teaspoonf ul  four  times  a  day- 
She  did  not  know  whether  there  were  any  poison.-,  m  the- 
lung-tonic,  such  as  laudanum.      The  prescription  was  oni 
the°bottle.    Dr.  F.  C.  Kempster,  divisional  surgeon,  said 
death  was  due  to  pneumonia  and  pleurisy.      He  aw  the 
lung-tonic,  but  could  not  say  what  it  contained,  as  he  did 
not  notice  the  formula  on  the  bottle.— The  Coroner  :  Is 
lung-tonic  as  a  phrase  medical  nonsense  ?— Witness  :  The 
actual  label  said  lung  and  chest  mixture.— The  Coroner 
said  it-  was  obvious  that  the  parents  did  not  realise  what 
the  illness  was.    They  thought  it  was  a  cough,  and  as 
they  had  given  their  children  lung-tonic   before,  they 
bought  it  on  this  occasion.    There  was  always  a  difficulty 
about  these  patent  medicines.    The  parents  thought  they 
were  doing  some  good  for  the  child,  but  as  a  matter  of 
fact  no  good  whatever  was  being  done.      There  was  a 
great  responsibility  upon  those  who  ,sold  these  mixtures  r 
certainly  in  the  cases  of  patent  medicines,  because  they 
were  accompanied  by  turgid  advertisements  which  were 
ail  nonsense.    There  war-  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  sug- 
gest that  the  parents  did  not  do  their  best  for  deceased. 
 I  he  jury  found  a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes. 
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Cricket.

Their  opponents 
were  dismissed  for  57  runs,  H.  Chawner  taking  four 
wickets  for  15,  Peberdy  three  for  11,  Fry  two  for  15, 
and  Chill  one  for  12.  The  chemists'  innings  closed  for  62, 
of  which  F.  Fry  made  36  and  Chamberlain  10,  the  phar- 
macy club  thus  gaining  a  win,  if  a  narrow  victory,  by  three 
runs. 

On  May  11  the  Cricket  Club  played  Two  Staples  C.C.  at 
Wigston.  The  pharmacists  began  well  by  taking  the  first 
two  wickets  of  the  opposing  team  for  five  runs,  but  there- 
after, however,  runs  came  with  monotonous  regularity, 
the  total  eventually  reaching  106.

Brevities. 

In  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Belfast  Corporation,  the 
city  analyst  comments  on  the  considerable  increase  in 
the  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  during  the  quarter 
as  compared  with  the  previous  quarter.  All  the  samples 
of  drugs  analysed  were  correct. 

Mr.  L.  H.  Grubb,  Ph.C,  Waterford,  has  been  elected 
Treasurer  of  the  Irish  Anti-Vaccination  League,  and  pre- 
sided at  the  annual  conference  of  the  League,  when  a 
resolution  was  passed  calling  on  Irish  Boards  of  Guardians 
to  refuse  to  enforce  the  vaccination  law. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Belfast  and  North  of 
Ireland  Grocers'  Association  last  week,  Mr.  Wm.  Haslett, 
*x-President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of 
Ireland,  was  appointed  a-  vice-president,  as  was  also  Mr. 
W.  C.  Dobbin,  wha  holds  a  similar  office  in  the  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Society.  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  J. P., 
another  ex-President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Society,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. 

The  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin  enjoys  the  right  of  presenting 
in  person  petitions  to  Parliament.  On  May  12  the  Lord 
Mayor,  Alderman  J.  C.  McWalter,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of 
Dublin  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the  Hou.-e  of  Commons.  In 
reply  to  the  question  of  the  Speaker,  "What  have  you 
there,  my  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin?  "  the  reply  came,  "A 
petition  from  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen, 
and  Burgesses  of  Dublin."  The  Speaker  then  said,  "  Let  it 
be  read,"  and  the  Town  Clerk  read  the  petition,  which  was 
one  referring  to  the  Woman's  Enfranchisement  Bill. 
Guardians'  Affairs. 

The  Wexford  Guardians  have  appointed  Mr.  Walter 
Thorpe  analyst  at  a  salary  of  211.  per  annum. 

The  Local  Givernmont  Board  have  written  to  the  Trim 
Guardians  intimating  that  unless  Messrs.  Boileau  & 
Boyd  will  accent  the  contract  at  the  terms  offered  in  their 
tender — viz.,  33^  per  cent,  discount — the  Board  consider 
that  the  Guardians  should  assign  it  to  Messrs.  Sumner. 
It  was  decided  to  ask  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd  to  accept 
the  33^  pe~  cent. 

Mr.  R.  Walsh,  liquidator  of  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co., 
has  written  to  the  Kilmallock  Guardians  (who  had  asked 
him  to  continue  supplying  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
at  the  contract-price,  provided  he  entered  into  a  bond), 
regretting  that  he  is  unable  to  supply  the  articles  and 
returning  the  requisitions.  "As  you  are  aware,"  he  adds, 
"  the  above  company  is  in  liquidation,  and  if  a  reconstruc- 
tion takes  place  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  carry  on  and 


execute  the  orders  as  usual.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
possible  that  the  affairs  of  the  company  may  be  wound 
up,  and  in  that  case  supplies  could  not  be  continued.  The 
Local  Government  Board  have  advised  me  to  the  effect 
that  they  will  be  willing  to  allow  me  to  continue  the 
supplies,  provided  I  sign  the  bond  as  prescribed  ;  but  as 
this  would  cover  a  period  of  twelve  months,  and  in  view 
of  the  foregoing  facts  regarding  the  termination  of  the 
company's  business,  you  will  see  at  once  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  execute  this  bond."  It  was  decided  to 
re-advertise  for  tenders. 

An  application  to  Banbridge  Guardians  by  Dr.  Martin, 
pointing  out  the  great  necessity  for  appointing  in  the 
dispensary  district  a  dispenser,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to 
compound  and  dispense  all  medicines,  gave  rise  to  a  lively 
discussion  at  last  week's  meeting.  Dr.  Martin  addressed 
the  Board  in  support  of  his  application.  Mr.  W.  Logan 
proposed  that  the  matter  be  referred  for  consideration  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board.  Mr.  G.  Walker  moved  as 
an  amendment  that  they  take  no  further  notice  of  the 
application.  The  ultimate  result  would  be  that  they 
would  have  to  appoint  a  compounder  for  every  dispensary 
district  in  the  union.  On  the  amendment  being  put  to 
the  meeting  a  tie  resulted,  eleven  voting  for  and  eleven 
against.  A  heated  discussion  ensued,  and  when  the 
motion  was  put,  and  a  tie  again  resulted,  the.  Chairman 
6aid  no  action  could  be  taken,  and  it  was  suggested  that 
the  doctor  should  renew  his  application  at  the  next  meet- 
ing.

Brevities. 

New  pharmacies  are  to  be  opened  shortly  at  Kinlochleven 
and  at  Kyles  of  Lochalsh. 

In  Dunfermline  Sheriff  Court  on  May  12,  Sheriff  Morison 
gave  judgment  in  the  appeals  in  the  cross  actions  for 
slander  by  Edward  Gordon,  chemist  and  druggist,  Kelty, 
and  Dr.  D.  F.  Sanjana,  Kelty.  He  has  reversed  Sheriff-Sub- 
stitute Umpherston's  judgment,  awarding  Mr.  Gordon 
Z01.  damages,  and  as  to  Sanjana's  action,  finds  that  the 
doctor  is  not  liable  in  expenses,  nor  is  either  party  liable  in 
expenses  in  either  case. 

Adulterated  Drugs. 

Reporting  on  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  in  Scotland  during  1910.  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  Scotland  -say  that  187  samples  of  drugs 
were  submitted  by  the  local  authorities  for  analysis,  of 
which  ten  were  reported  upon  as  adulterated  or  not  up 
to  standard.  The  drugs  examined  included  :  Cream  of 
tartar,  91  samples  examined  and  6  reported  against ;  cam- 
phorated oil,  26  samples  examined  and  2  adulterated,  one 
of  which  was  reported  as  "of  doubtful  purity";  tartaric 
acid,  20  samples  examined  and  one  adulterated  ;  ground 
liquorice,  one  sample  examined,  which  was  adulterated.

Bloodlessness.  —  "  Adolescent."'  —  Hydrochloride  of 
strychnine,  £  drachm;  iron  chloride,  2  drachms;  and  water 
to  6  oz.  Take  a  tablespoonful  thrice  daily.  Get  fresh 
air  and  exercise,  and  diet  according  to  "  Health  Without 
Medicine." 

The  above  paragraph  by  the  "  People's  Doctor "  has 
appeared  recently  in  a  weekly  paper,  and  it  has  been 
suggested  that  the  prescriber  should  be  asked  to  take  a 
bottlef ul  of  his  own  physic.

It  was  stated  that  the  Executive 
Committee  considered  Mr.  Macdougald's  terms  prohibitive 
(this  being  17.?.  6</.  per  sample  against  10.?.  by  Mr. 
Cameron).  An  amendment  of  disapproval  of  the  Com- 
mittee's action  was  lost  by  a  large  majority.  The  reply  to 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  was  remitted  to  a  Sub-committee 
■of  the  Executive  Committee.

'  evening  was  spent,  with  Mr.  Ennscn  presiding. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Mr.  T.  Macmaster,  chemist,  Partick,  is  shortly  opening 
■another  branch  at  Broomhill,  Crow  Road. 

Dr.  Ellis,  lecturer  in  botany  and  bacteriology  in  the 
Technical  College,  has  commenced  a  series  of  popular 
lectures  for  citizens  on  plants  and  trees. 

Late  on  Monday  night  fire  broke  out  in  the  premises 
■of  the  North  British  Bottle  Company,  Shettleston,  and 
•serious  damage  resulted  before  the  fire  was  got  under. 

Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  London,  have  an  excellent  col- 
lection of  their  products  in  a  case  at  the  Scottish  Historical 
Exhibition.  The  exhibit  contains  some  fine  specimens  of 
opium  alkaloids  and  their  salts,  as  well  as  salicin,  aloin,  and 
tfche  like. 

A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Suttie, 
chemist,  108  Main  Street,  Cambuslang,  wa.3  held  on  May  9, 
•when  the  statement  of  affairs,  as  on  March  21,  showed 
preferential  creditors  65/.  7s.  5d.  :  liabilities.  703/.  Is.  11'/.  ; 
and  af,sets,  after  deducting  preferential  claims,  574/.  8s.  4rf. 
Mrs.  Suttie  claims  articles  valued  at  20/.  10.?.  included  in 
"the  above  assets.  An  apparent  dividend  was  shown  of 
16?.  4(/.  in  the  pound  subject  to  expenses  cf  realisation. 

At  a  meeting  of  Troqueer  Parish  Council  held  last  week 
a  member  complained  that  the  parish  paid  too  much  for 


medicines — more  than  Dumfries  parish,  and  suggested  that 
estimates  should  be  got.  Another  member  replied  that 
estimates  had  been  obtained  for  two  years,  but  after  that 
the  chemists  would  not  estimate.  If  chemists  were  asked 
to  estimate  they  would  supply  the  cheapest  stuff  on  the 
market.  The  inspector  was  asked  if  he  could  give  some 
idea  of  how  much  was  spent  on  proprietary  medicines,  and 
he  replied  that  it  would  be  a  long  job  to  find  that  out.  It 
was  agreed  to  let  the  matter  stand  for  another  year. 

There  is  considerable  anxiety  expressed  with  regard  to 
the  Arran  poison  mystery.  About  fifty  persons  have  been 
seized  with  sudden  illness,  and  one  child  has  died.  It 
is  now  confirmed  that  the  cause  of  illness  is  arsenical 
poisoning,  and  that  the  arsenic  has  by  some  means  as  yet 
unknown  been  put  into  the  bread.  The  authorities  are 
making  thorough  investigation,  and  chemists  in  Arran  have 
been  asked  to  furnish  particulars  of  poison  sales  within  the 
past  few  months.  On  Monday  police  officials  acting  on 
authority  called  on  several  Glasgow  chemists  and  requested 
to  be  shown  the  poison  registers.  It  is  understood  that  a 
clue  has  now  been  found,  and  important  developments  are 
expected. 

A  correspondent  writing  in  regard  to  the  late  Mr.  Cairn- 
cross,  whose  tragic  death  was  reported  last  wesk,  says  : 
"He  had  been  with  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Moyes  for  many 
years,  and  was  of  a  genial  and  cheery  disposition,  being 
highly  esteemed  by  the  members  of  the  drug-trade.  He 
was  a  close  personal  friend  of  Mr.  James  Moir,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Crosshill,  in  whose  shop  he  was  for  some  time 
on  the  evening  before  his  death.  A  keen  bowler,  he  was 
for  twenty  years  a  member  of  the  Queen's  Park  Club,  of 
which  he  was  recently  made  a  life  member.  Mr.  Cairn- 
cross  has  left  a  widow,  three  sons,  and  four  daughters. 
One  of  the  sons  is  a  doctor,  another  is  an  actor,  and  the 
third  is  a  banker,  and  holds  an  important  appointment 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro." 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


Saccharin  Bannsd.— The  Federal  Pure  Food  Board  has 
decided  that  saccharin  cannot  be  used  in  foodstuffs  sold  m 
the  United  States  after  July  1  next.  This  order  is  regarded 
by  Government  authorities  as  one  of  the  most  important  and 
far-reaching  issued  since  the  Pure  Food  Act  was  passed  The 
Government's  action  affects  more  than  thirty  classes  of  foods 
in  which  saccharin  is  used.  It  included  jellies  and  jams, 
sweet  pickles,  canned  goods  of  several  kinds,  of  soft  drinks, 
and  even  beer  of  the  darker  varieties. 

Much  Surprise  was  recently  caused  by  the  announcement 
that  an  alumnus  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy 
now  living  in  England  had  given  the  college  an  endowment 
of  a  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  buildings  on 
a  new  grand  boulevard  soon  to  be  built  in  Philadelphia  by 
the  city.  It  was  thought  that  this  alumnus  could  bo 
none  other  than  Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome,  since  Mr.  Wellcome 
is  a  man  of  wealth  and  has  on  more  than  one  occasion  ex- 
hibited generosity  toward  his  Alma  Mater.  Mr.  Wellcome's 
firm,  however,  has  cabled  a  denial  of  the  rumour,  so  far  at 
least  as  Mr.  Wellcome  is  concerned,  and,  indeed,  the  story 
seems  too  good  to  be  true.  Pharmaceutical  schools  in  this 
country  have  not  been  embarrassed  with  million-dollar  endow- 
ments very  frequently  ! 

Adrenalin  Patents.—  In  a  final  hearing  on  the  validity 
and  alleged  infringement  of  the  Takamine  patents  on 
glandular  extractive  products  in  the  action  brought  by 
Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  of  Detroit,  against  the  H.  K. 
Mulford  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  Justice  Hand,  of  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Southern  District  of  New  York, 
has  in  a  voluminous  and  comprehensive  opinion  found  for 
the  complainants  on  nine  of  the  sixteen  claims  in  the  patent 
specifications  in  question,  in  one  cause  of  action,  and  on  four 
of  the  eight  claims  in  the  other  cause.  Not  all  of  the  clainis 
of  cither  patent  were  in  issue.  The  case  has  to  do  with 
adrenalin  and  adrin,  products  of  the  complainants  and  de- 
fendants respectively.  The  powder  or  dry  form  of  the  supra- 
renal active  principle  together  with  the  commercial  solutions 
of  the  borate  of  the  principle  with  preservatives  were  both' 
in  question,  and  the  Court  ruled  that  with  record  to  both 
forms  there  was  an  infringement.    An  appeal  will  bo  taken.

Simultaneous  Filling.— M.  Dumesnil  has  presented  to 
the  Society  of  Pharmacy  a  large  bottle,  constructed  on 
the  principle  of  Mariotte's  vase,  by  means  of  which  six 
bottles  can  be  simultaneously  filled  in 'equal  proportions. 

Against  an  Exhibition  in  1920.— The  Seine  Phar- 
macists' Syndicate  was  among  the  numerous  trade  associa- 
tions consulted  as  to  the  desirability  of  holding  an  Inter- 
national Exhibition  at  Paris  in  1920,'  and  the  Council, 
replied  in  the  negative. 

Toulouse  Notes. — When  at  Toulouse  a  few  uaysago  I 
found  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  still  stands, 
a  gutted  shell,  the  relic  of  the  great  fire  there.  But  there 
is  no  doubt  the  re-building  will  be  on  an  improved  and 
modern  scale,  for  the  site  in  the  most  pleasant  quarter  of 
this  city  is  near  a  clearance  which  is  making  way  for  a 
handsome  new  thoroughfare,  to  be  completed  before  the 
autumn.  Toulouse  has  long  enjoyed  the  reputation  of 
being  a  pleasant  and  cheap  place  in  which  to  live  and  study. 

Pori'V-HEADs  Poisonous. — By  a  recent  official  decree 
poppy-head  capsules  are  henceforth  to  be  classed  among 
poisonous  substances  in  France.  The  decree  reads  as 
follows  : 

Article  1. — Papcivrr  somniferum,  Lin.  (capsules),  is  added 
to  the  list  of  poisonous  substances  of  which  the  list  is  annexed 
to  the  decree  of  July  8.  1850. 

Article  2. — The  President  of  the  Council,  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  is  charged  with  the  carrying  out  of  'this  decree, 
which  will  be  published  in  the  "  Journal  Officiel  "  and  in- 
serted in  the  "Bulletin  des  Lois." 

Village  Medicine-chests. — The  question  of  the  legality 
<>f  forming  permanent  medicine-chests  in  the  town  halls  of 
villages  not  possessing  either  a  doctor  or  pharmacist  has 
been  brought  up  by  the  Pharmacists'  Association  of  the 
Marne  Department  and  laid  before  the  central  Parisian 
body.  There  is  a  tendency  in  certain  districts  for  the 
authorities  to  bid  for  popularity  by  thus  placing  an 
exaggerated  choice  of  medicaments  in  the  custody  of  a 
peasant  mayor  or  ignorant  gai'de-champetre,  and  grave 
doubts  exist  as  to  whether  such  action  is  permitted  by  the 
law. 

Early  Closing. — "  Le  Temps,"  the  leading  Paris  news- 
paper, published  a  few  days  ago  a  rather  bitter  comment 
on  the  effect  of  the  early-closing  movement.  It  related 
to  a  motor-accident  and  the  difficulty  which  was  experi- 
enced in  finding  open  a  pharmacy  as  it  was  after  9  p.m. 
The  article  has  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention,  and 
seems  to  reflect  faithfully  the  feelings  of  the  average  man- 
in-the-street  who  finds  he  cannot  obtain  what  he  wants  at 
any  hour.  The  real  fact  or  rather  intention  of  the  Paris 
Pharmacists'  Syndicate  is  that  one  pharmacy  in  every 
quarter  should  remain  "  on  duly,"  but  it  seems  that  the 
public  have  not  yet  got  used  to  this. 

An  Assistant's  Amenity. — A  short  time  ago  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Commission  for  the  inspection  of  Paris 
Pharmacies  received  the  following  letter,  signed  by  M.  L. 
de  Forster,  a  pharmacist's  assistant  : 

"I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  pharmacy  of 
M.  Latham,  Boulevard  Pereire,  Paris,  where  for  a  long  time 
past  salts  of  morphine  and  cocaine  are  delivered  to  wealthy 
customers  of  the  quarter  without  a  doctor's  prescription. 
In  this  way  about  20  grams  a  month  of  diacetyl  morphine 
hydrochloride  haa  been  supplied  to  M.  S.  without  the  sale 
appearing  on  the  books.  Mine.  X.,  of  the  Theatre  Francais. 
has  also  been  supplied  every  two  days  with  two  bottles  of 
a  solution  of  cocaine  hydrochloride.  M.  Latham  also  frequently 
sends  morphin©  salts  by  post.  I  was  employed  by  the  phar- 
macist in  question  for  five  months  in  1910,  and  my  reason  for 
writing  this  letter  is  that  I  have  to  complain  seriously  of 
his  treatment  of  me." 

An  inspection  of  the  pharmacy  was  made  in  consequence 
of  this  denunciation,  with  the  result  that  M.  Latham  was 
prosecuted  and  fined  500f.  (20/.). 

Madrid  Notes. — The  note  as  to  the  "  Drugging  of 
Horses  "  in  a  recent  number  of  the  C.  ct-  D.  occurred  to  me 
■when  I  visited  recently  the  Royal  stables  at  Madrid. 
These  are  one  of  the  local  "sights,"  and  tickets  to  view 
are  readily  obtainable  by  applying  to  the  proper  authority. 
The  stables  form  a  town  in  themselves.    There  are  among 


the  inhabitants  a  hundred  children,  mostly  born  and  alL 
brought  up  inside  the  stable  precincts.  Ihese  and  their 
parents  obtain  their  medicine  from  the  Royal  pharmacy- 
inside  the  Palace  gates,  but  the  horses  have  their  own. 
pharmacy.  In  a  building  marked  "Infirmary"  were  alL 
the  animals  on  the  sick  list.  At  one  end  of  the  building 
was  a  huge  and  handsomely  carved  glass  case,  containing 
the  various  stock  bottles  and  jars.  Hard  by  was  the  dis- 
pensing-room and  surgery,  nicely  fitted  ..up — this  part  of 
the.  'premises  has  recently;''  been  modernised.  Finally,  in 
the  opposite  corner,  was  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory  with 
the  necessary  apparatus  for  preparing  infusions  and 
decoctions.  •■    ,  ,.  :        .    ■  ' 

"  Sugar  in  the  Middle  Ages  "  is  the  title  of  a  recently 
published  and  interesting  brochure  of  forty  pages  written 
by  Dr.  Paul  Dorveaux.  the  erudite  chief  librarian  of  fcha- 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.  The  author  traces  the  history 
of  sugar  from  the  time  of  it's  first  appearance  in  the 
port  of  Venice  in  995  until  the  middle  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  many  interesting  old  works  and  docu- 
ments having  been  consulted  for- the  purpose.  Dr.  Dorveaux 
takes  some  trouble  to  show  that  the  often  expressed  opinion 
that  sugar  was  almost  exclusively  used  for  medicine  during 
many  centuries  is  erroneous,  although  it  may  have  been, 
correct  for  a  fairly  long  period  following  its  introduction 
into  Europe.  He  also  opposes  the  idea  sustained  by  some- 
writers  to  the  effect  that  apothecaries  at  one  time  had  t he- 
monopoly  of  the  sale  of  sugar.  The  French  proverb, 
"  Apothecary  without  sugar."  appears  to  have  applied  tc 
the  fact  that  sugar  was  an  article  of  first  necessity  in  a  a. 
apothercary's  shop  and  consequently  if  it  was  wanting  ;» 
state  approaching  to  misery  was  implied. 

British  Chamber  of  Commerce. — Mr.  R.  Walton  pre- 
sided at  a  Board  meeting  of  the  Chamber  in  Paris  on 
May  12.  In  reply  to  an  application  from  the  Chamber., 
the  French  Postal  Administration  has  consented  to  recog- 
nise the  powers  of  attorney  given  by  British  houses  to  their 
representatives  in  France  for  the  cashing  of  money  orders, 
provided  that  such  powers  of  attorney  are  accompanied, 
by  the  certification  of  a  notary  in  England,  visi  by  the 
French  Consul,  to  the  effect  that  the  person  giving  trie- 
power  is  duly  qualified.  In  view  of  the  present  -uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  obligations  and  the  position  of  British, 
employers  and  employes  under  the  Old  Age  Pension  Law 
which  comes  into  effect  in  July,  the  Chamber  has  written 
to  the  Administration  asking  for  information  on  various 
points.  The  Chamber  will  hold  a  members'  dinner  at  the 
Elvsee  Palace  Hotel  on  May  20,  when  Mr.  V.  Husser 
Walsh  will  open  a  discussion  on  "The  Workmen's  Insur- 
ance Proposals' of  the  British  Government."  The  dinner 
will  be  the  occasion  of  bidding  farewell  to  one  of  the- 
Chamber's  oldest  and  most  popular  directors,  Mr.  T. 
Longhurst,  who  is  leaving  Paris. 

A  Pharmacy  in  the  Basque  Country.— From  a  Basque- 
point  of  view.  M.  Elissamburu,  pharmacist  at  Sare  (Basses- 
Pyrenees),  is  one  of  the  happiest  of  mortals.  Not  because 
he  is  the  only  pharmacist  of  the  village,  or  because  that 
village  is  one'  of  the  most  breezy  and  picturesque  of  all 
this  health-giving  and  verdant  Basque  country,  but  because 
of  the  singularly  favoured  situation  of  the  pharmacy 
itself.  Standing  on  his  front  doorstep— as  I  saw  him  the 
other  morning— he  can  follow,  while  awaiting  the  receipt 
of  custom,  all  the  changes  and  chances  of  the  game  of 
pelota  in  the  "  fronton  "  below— the  famous  fronton  which 
Edward  VII.  never  failed  to  visit,  annually  making  the 
ten-mile  trip  from  Biarritz  to  sit  on  the  granite  degrees- 
and  watch  the  "  pelotare  "  at  this,  the  most  celebrated 
centre  of  the  Basque  national  game.  When  it  is  con- 
sidered that  British  enthusiasm  over  a  cup  final  is  but  a 
dull  reflection  of  Basque  enthusiasm  for  their  national 
game,  the  sight  which  greets  the  eyes  of  the  worthy 
pharmacist  on  these  occasions  will  lie  more  fully- 
appreciated.  The  pharmacy  itself  is,  like  everything  else. 
Basque,  semi-Spanish.  The  absence  of  any  show  window — 
in  fact,  ot  any  window  at  all— the  simple  glass  door  giving 
a  glimpse  of  neat  oak  fittings  well  stocked  with  the 
orthodox  bottles  and  jars,  and  the  equally  simple  inscrip- 
tion of  "  Pharmacie  "  are  refreshing  and  restf id  to  the- 
critic  of  modern  commercial  methods,  like  all  else  in  the??- 
peaceful  villages  yet  unapproached  by.+  he  railway.

Sixteen  medical  practitioners  attend  daily,  and  the 
suites  of  medical  rooms  are  claimed  to  be  the  finest  and  most 
comprehensive  in  Australasia. 

Queensland. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — Two  members  of  Council  have 
Tjeen  co-opted — Mr.  J.  W.  Case  and  Mr.  John  Lunn.  Mr. 
Case  is  in  business  at  Fortitude  Valley.  Brisbane,  and 
.loses  his  business  premises  on  Saturday  afternoons  as  well 
is  Sundays  and  public,  holidays.  Mr.  Lunn  was  born  at 
Upperthorpe.  Sheffield,  and  left  England  shortly  after 
beginning  his  business  career.  He  has  a  business  at 
Sandgate,  Brisbane,  and  for  many  years  acted  as  a  phar- 
maceutical coach. 

South  Australia. 

Friendly  Societies. — A  proposal  of  the  United  Friendly 
-^'Xieties  to  establish  a  central  medical  dispensary  and  pay 
reduced  fees  to  the  medical  officers  of  the  lodges  has  met 
with  a,  refusal  by  the  doctors  to  accept  the  terms  offered. 
The  Friendly  Societies  have  replied  stating  that  the  terms 
offered  by  them  are  l.«.  2d.  per  factor  better  than  is  paid  for 
"the  same  work  in  Victoria,  and  also  point  out  that  the 
stablishment  of  the  dispensary  will  materially  assist  the 
medical  men. 

Tasmania. 

Opticians'  Bill  Wanted. — A  deputation  representing  the 
Society  of  Opticians  waited  on  the  Chief  Secretary  on 
March  15.  The  deputation  asked  that  a  Bill  be  introduced 
~, '  protect  the  qualified  opticians  and  the  public.  Several 
opticians  spoke,  and  pointed  out  the  injustice  done  to  their 
craft  and  to  the  general  public  by  unqualified  persons,  and 
suggested  that  a  Bill  be  introduced  similar  to  that  regu- 
lating the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  dentistry.  The  Chief 
Secretary  gave  the  deputation  a  sympathetic  hearing,  and 
«aid  he  would  do  his  best  to  further  any  action  to  prevent 
quackery.  At  the  same  time  he  pointed  out  the  difficulty 
that  would  arise  in. defining  those  who  styled  themselves 
opticians,  and  were  at  present  trading  as  such. 

Victoria. 

Mr.  O.  A.  Sayce,  well  known  to  the  pharmacists  of  Vic- 
toria, and  lately  assistant  lecturer  on  bacteriology  at  the 
Melbourne  University,  has  been  appointed  senior  bacterio- 
logist in  the  recently  established  Government  Bactererio- 
"logical  Institute  of  Adelaide. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Malyon,  who  died  at  Melbourne  on  March  8. 
had  a  very  adventurous  career.  Some  time  before  his 
death  he  wrot-e-an  outline  of  his  early  life.  He  was  born  in 
London  in  1850.  and  after  entering  as  a  cadet  in  the  East 
India  Company,  landed  at  Sydney.  Xew  South  Wales,  and 
was  apprenticed  to  Ambrose.  Foss  &  Co..  a.  firm  of  apothe- 
caries and  wholesale  druggists.  In  1850  Mr.  Malyon  set 
"tt  for  the  Californian  gold-fields  .and  after  a  year  re- 
"  in.fi  ;  ..Kiig-land.  but  did  nut  stay  ling,  and  returned  to 
the  Australian  gold-fields.  After  a  time  he  gave  up  gold- 
IRMiing;  and  went  back  into  business  as  a  chemists'  assistant 
in  Melbourne.  Mr.  Malyon  removed  to  Ballarat,  and  estab-  , 
lished  a  business,  which  turned  out  very  sucessful.

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — The  Government  ha;;

AbeVdeen  .(M.O.H.  Cftv  of 
Bloemfontein),  Dr.  G.  H.  Usmar,  L.R.C.P.'Edin., 
L.R.C.S.Edin.,  L.Fac.Phys.Surg.  Glasgow,  and  Mr. 
Edward  Whiteside.  Lie. Den. Surg.  Faculty  Phys.Surg. 
Glasgow  (surgeon-dentist).  No  chemist  has  been  nomi- 
nated as  yet,  as  the  resignation  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt  (a\ 
former  Government  nominee  who  has  removed  to  Cape 
Town)  was  not  sent  in  time  to  be  accepted  by  the  late 
Council.  Mr.  Hewitt's  resignation  will  therefore  have  to 
come  before  the  new  Council  at  the  first  meeting,  when 
the  vacancy  will  be  reported  to  the -Government.  Nomi- 
nations are  called  for  three  medical  practitioners  and  one 
chemist  and  druggist  to  fill  the  elective  vacancies  on  the 
Council.  Mr.  W.  B.  Jeffreys  (the  former  elected  chemist 
and  druggist)  has  been  asked  to  stand  again  and  is  pro- 
mised a  large  measure  of  support.  Mr.  J.  Friedman  is 
also  mentioned  as  a  possible  candidate.  Mr.  Fowlie.  of 
Brand  fort,  retains  his  seat  as  a  Government  nominee. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Postal  Payments.— At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on 
May  15,  a  London  merchant  sued  a  Leicester  boot  manufac- 
turer for  6/.  4s.  9d.,  which  defendant  stated  had  been  sent  by 
a  cheque  through  the  post.  Plaintiff  s  counsel  said  the  Post 
Office  could  not  become  plaintiff's  agent  in  law  unless  there 
was  some  request  on  their  part  to  defendant  to  forward  pay- 
ment by  post.  Defendant's  counsel  quoted  from  a  letter  from 
plaintiffs,  which  stated  :  "  Unless  we  receive  your  cheque  by 
return  of  post  proceedings  will  be  taken."  Judge  Bray  said 
it  was  quite  clear  that  there  was  a  request  to  send  the  amount 
by  cheque.  The  cheque  never  having  been  received,  the 
position  now  is,  that  upon  giving  an  indemnity,  plaintiffs  can 
call  upon  defendant  for  a  fresh  cheque. 

Doctor  v.  Druggists.- In  the  City  of  London  Court  last 
week.  Dr.  <S.  J.  Leonard,  140  Denmark  Hill,  sued  Messrs. 
Moore  &  Co.,  druggists,  125  Houndsditch,  for  21/.  damages 
for  breach  of  contract  made  on  March  11  to  employ  him  as 
a  doctor  on  the  Glasgow  steamer  Irisbrook  for  three  months, 
on  a  voyage  from  London  to  Porto  Velho,  at  fifteen  guinea's  a 
month.  The  Irisbrook  was  bound  from  London  to  the 
Amazon  River,  with  general  cargo,  and  she  collided  off 
Beachy  Head  with  the  French  steamer  Ville  de  Bordeaux, 
which  was  going  from  Brest  to  Dunkirk  in  ballast.  Both 
vessels  sank  very  quickly,  the  crews  only  having  just  time 
to  take  to  their  boats,  being  unable  to  save  their  belongings. 
The  plaintiff  had  not  then  joined  the  Irisbrook,  but,  after 
being  engaged  to  go  to  Porto  Velho,  his  engagement  was 
cancelled  because  the  surgeon  whose  place  he  was  to  take  was 
unexpectedly  able  to  rejoin  the  vessel.  Defendants  said  that 
they  were  only  agents  for  the  owners,  the  Madeira  Ma  more 
Railway  Co.  Plaintiff's  engagement  was  never  confirmed  ; 
therefore  he  had  no  claim.  As  the  ship  went  down  two  days 
after  the  voyage  commenced,  plaintiff  could  only  be  entitled 
to  two  days'  pay  at  the  most,  he  being  a  seaman  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act.  Judge  Rentoul, 
K.C.,  found  for  the  plaintiff  for  ten  guineas,  and  costs. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

"Imperial"  Photographic  Plates. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  May  12,  Mr. 
Justice  Eve  had  before  him  a  motion  in  the  action  of  the 
Imperial  Dry  Plate  Co.  v.  Leonhardt,  m  which  the  plain- 
tiffs claimed  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from 
infringing  their  trade-mark  with  respect  to  photographic 
plates.  Mr.  Sebastian  said  it  had  been  agreed  .hat  'lit 
motion  should  stand  over.  Mr.  Colefax.  who  appcarft'l  for 
the  defendants,  undertaking  that  they  wouH  not  use  the 
words  "Imperial"  or  "Imperial  Photographic"  in  con- 
nection with  the  plates. 

Injunction  against  a  Traveller. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  May  V2.  Mr. 
Justice  Eve  had  before  him  a  motion  in  which  Messrs. 
Champion  &  Slee  sued  Bernard  Cooke,  lately  in  their 
employ  as  a  traveller,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
vinegar  and  mustard  salesman,  agent  or  collector,  in  con- 
travention of  an  agreement  for  service  which  he  had 
entered  into  with  them. 

Mr.  Crossfield,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  the  defendant 
desired  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action.  The 
agreement  in  question  was  limited  to  the  three  counties  of 
Bedford,  Northampton,  and  Warwick,  in  which  the 
defendant  had  travelled,  and  also  to  a  period  of  three 
years  after  his  leaving  the  plaintiffs'  service.  Under  those 
circumstances  he  asked  for  an  injunction  against  the 
defendant  until  October  1913. 

The  defendant,  who  appeared  in  person,  made  an  appeal 
to  hi.3  Lordship  not  to  grant  the  injunction,  as  he  had 
obtained  the  customers  in  the  three  counties  mentioned  for 
the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Justice  Eve  :  But  the  plaintiffs  have  paid  you  for 
that. 

In  giving  judgment.  Mr.  Justice  Eve  said  that  an  affi- 
davit put  in  by  the  defendant  raised  the  usual  defences 
in  thi.3  class  of  case.  It  alleged  that  the  covenant  in  the 
agreement  was  harsh,  oppressive,  and  in  restraint  of 
trade,  but  in  his  Lordship's  opinion  the  agreement  in 
question  was  not  open  to  that  criticism,  r,i  it  was  strictly 
limited  to  space  and   time.    The   injunction  would  be 


granted  and  would  remain  in  force  until  October  1913- 
If  the  plaintiffs  insisted  upon  it  the  defendant  would  have 
to  pay  the  costs. 

Mr.  Crossfield  :  We  waive  the  question  of  damages. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Mercury  Ointment. 
At  Grimsby  Police  Court  last  week,  John  Broeklesby. 
Gooseman,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  summoned  for  selling, 
mercury  ointment  which  the  public  analyst  had  certifieet. 
to  contain  16.1  per  cent.,  instead  of  4b.5  per  cent.,  ot 
mercury.  The  defendant's  assistant  explained  that  the 
ointment  sold  was  ung.  hydrarg.  mitius,  which  is  the. 
article  required  by  the  public.  Inspector  Moody,  who- 
prosecuted,  stated  that  samples  of  ointment  were  bought 
at  other  chemists'  shops,  and  the  samples  were  found  to  be- 
of  B.P.  strength.  The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  Is.  and. 
half  a  guinea  costs. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

Evidence  was  heard  in  the  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  on 
May  12  in  a  prosecution  at  the  instance  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  Leith  against  Wm.  K.  Mitchell,  chemist. 
53  Main  Street,  Newhaven,  charging  him  with  having  on 
March  25  last  sold  to  the  complainer  four  fluid  ounces  of 
camphorated  oil  which  contained  not  more  than  18. per 
cent,  of  camphor  by  weight  instead  of  21.45  per  cent.  It 
appeared  from  the  evidence  that  the  complainer  gave  a 
boy  named  Thorn  2s.  to  purchase  the  camphorated-oil,  and 
that  he  and  his  assistant,  Gowans,  stood  at  the  shop-door, 
took  the  bottle  from  the  boy,  entered  the  shop  and  divided 
the  oil  into  three  parts,  and  left  one  of  them  with  the 
respondent.  The  boy  in  evidence  stated  that  when  he  was- 
asked  whom  the  oil  was  for  he  replied  it  was  for  his  mother.. 
Sheriff  Orr  remarked  that  there  was  a  departure  from  the 
truth  in  this  method.  Mr.  R.  H.  Miller,  S  S  C,  agent 
for  the  prosecutor,  said  there  was  great  difficulty  m 
enforcing  the  Act.  Sheriff  Orr  :  It  seems  injurious  to  the. 
morals  oi  the  youth.  Is  it  impossible  to  buy  camphorated 
oil  or  any  other  substance  without  reporting  to  these 
devices?  The  Agent:  it  is  impossible;  the  sanitary 
inspector  and  his  assistant  are  too  well  known.  the- 
Sheriff  :  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  a  trader  is  entitled  to- 
refuse  to  sell  to  them?  The  Agent  :  There  are  two  quali- 
ties as  we  have  found  in  various  cases.  Dr.  Robertson, 
medical  officer  of  health  for  Leith,  and  Mr  Falconer 
Kino  city  analyst  for  Edinburgh,  istated  that  the  stan- 
dard was  the  formula  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  _  Mr 
W  B  Cowie  analytical  chemist,  and  Mr.  Archroaid 
Currie,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  gave  it  as  their  opinion 
that  the  camphor  could  not  have  evaporated  m  the  time, 
stated  The  respondent,  in  his  evidence,  stated  that  lie 
prepared  the  oil  according  to  standard,  and  his  explana  - 
tion of  the  deficiency  was  that  in  preparing  it  might  have 
been  slightly  overheated,  and  a  percentage  would  be  lost 
in  opening  the  bottle  to  supply  customers.  After  hearing 
the  agent's  on  the  evidence,  his  Lordship  adjourned  tin 
case  till  the  26th  inst. 

High  Court  Decisions. 

An  interesting  question  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts,  whether  a  limited  company  or  corporation  can 
be  found  guilty  of  an  offence  by  giving  a  false  warranty, 
was  decided  on  Thursday,  May  18,  by  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  and  Justices  Pickf  ord  and  Lush,  m  a  King  s  Bench 
Divisional  Court.  The  matter  arose  on  the  apneal  ot  an 
inspector  under  the  Act  appointed  by  the  Battersea  Borough 
Council  who  asked  the  Court  to  say  that  the  Stipendiary 
Magistrate  at  the  South-Western  Police  Court  was  wrong 
when  he  dismissed  an  information  against  Messrs.  Freetli 
&  Pocock,  Ltd.  It  appeared,  said  counsel  for  the  appellant, 
that  the  'respondents  sold  a  quantity  of  milk,  giving  a 
warranty  which  it  was  proved  wa,s  false.  The  Magistrate- 
apparently  misdirected  himself,  for  he  decided  that  a 
clause  of  the  Act  implied  the  existence  of  a  mens  rea,  ancl 
the  company  not  being  capable  of  mens  rea  could  not  seor 
up  a  defence,  and  therefore  could  not  be  convicted.  The- 
point  was  an  important  one,  and  he  argued  that  the  Magis- 
trate was  wrong.— The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  delivering 
the  iudgment  of  the  Court,  allowed  the  appeal.  They 
thought  the  Magistrate  had  taken  a  wrcng  view  of  ths- 
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exemption,  and  the  idea  he  had  of  mens  rea  was  too  narrow. 
Where  a  person  was  capable  of  giving  a  warranty  he  could 
foe  fined  for  any  breach  of  it,  and  he  therefore  saw  no 
reason  why  a  limited  company  or  corporation  should  not 
■give  a  warranty  without  also  believing  through  their 
agents  that  the  words  in  the  warranty  were  true.  They 
could  be  fined  for  a  breach  of  that  warranty. 

The  same  Court  on  the  previous  day  dismissed  an  appeal 
from  the  Magistrates'  decision  in  Helliwell  v.  Haskms, 
which  raised  the  question  of  delivery.  The  appellant,  an 
inspector  under  the  Acts,  saw  the  plaintiff  deliver  milk 
(supposed  to  be  "one  cow's"),  bought  some  of  the  same, 
and  took  a  sample  of  the  milk  from  the  woman's  jug, 
which  she  had  not  put  down.  Both  samples  contained 
added  water.  The  Magistrates  held  that  the  woman's 
sample  had  not  been  taken  by  the  appellant  while  the 
milk  was  in  course  of  delivery  within  Section  3  of  the 
1879  Act.  This  decision  the  Court  upheld,  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice  dissenting.  Seeing  the  importance  of  the 
matter  to  poor  people,  he  thought  they  ought  not  to  con- 
strue the  words  narrowly,  and  that  the  appeal  ought  to 
succeed.

The  results 
are  still  more  remarkable  still  bearing  in  mind  the  unfavour- 
able summer  of  1910,  as  in  a  bad  summer  the  sale  of  sanitas 
fluid  is  not  expected  to  be,  say,  66  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
t-old  in  a  hot  summer.  Yet,  notwithstanding  that  circum- 
stance, the  retail  sales  were  larger  in  the  year  under  review 
than  in  any  previous  year  ;  the  bulk  trade  was  larger  than 
ever  before,  and  our  export  trade  also  showed  a  remarkable 
expansion.  The  profits  resulting  from  business  are  also 
greater  than  those  realised  in  any  previous  year,  and  they 
would  have  been  still  more  satisfactory  but  for  the  high 
cost  prices  of  materials.  Turpentine  soared  to  a  figure 
never  before  reached;  rosin,  again,  reached  phenomenally 
high  prices,  and  what  is  true  of  these  is  true  also  of  many 
of  our  other  raw  materials.  The  debenture  capital  will  have 
disappeared  altogether  next  December.  The  directors  con-

Mr.  Keys 
was  thon  further  examined,  and  said  that  he  saw  Mr.  Payne 
on  March  12  at  his  wife's  shop.  He  called  to  see  how  w  itness 
was  getting  on.

The  Official  Receiver  :  Did  you  ask  what  had  become  of 
the  money?  Witness:  He  said  he  was  not  going  to  pay 
money  twice.  He  meant  that  the  petitioning  creditor  had 
not  given  credit  for  three  cheques  which  he  received.  Con- 
tinuing, witness  said  that  he  had  done  his  best  to  induce 
Payne  to  come  to  the  Court.  He  also  asked  him  for  his 
address,  but  he  would  not  give  it  to  him. 

Why? — As  far  as  I  can  say,  he  is  afraid  of  the  Official 
Receiver. 

What  mischief  can  he  do? — Expose  him  the  same  as  he 
lias  done  me. 

Why  did  not  you  send  for  a  policeman  and  have  him 
locked  up.  He  had  money  belonging  to  your  creditors? — 
They  are  not  my  creditors.  I  am  the  secretary.  You  have 
put  me  down  as  managing  director.  It  is  for  you  to  take 
proceedings. 

I  put  it  to  you  that  you  .are  Mr.  Payne? — I  put  it  to  you 
again  and  again  that  I  am  not,  and  it  is  like  your  impudence 

to  sav  so. 

I  don't  mind  you  saying  that.  You  introduced  someone 
to  Mr.  Meadmore,  of  the  Plough  Inn,  as  Mr.  Payne.  I 
^uargest  that  vou  got  hold  of  some  person,  induced  him  to 
call  himself  Payne,  and  took  him  to  Mr.  Meadmore's  inn 
for  that  object? — Witness  denied  this,  and  said  that  the 
Portsmouth  Official  Receiver  sent  his  chief  clerk  to  a  meet- 
ing  at  which  Payne  was  present.  Letters  which  he  had 
addressed  to  Payne  at  Lonsdale  House,  Clapham  Common, 
bad  reached  him.  and  he  could  be  found  at  any  race  meeting 
in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  Official  Receiver  said  that  his  communications  to  that 
add  ress  had  been  returned,  and  his  officer  had  made'  inquiries 
at  Lonsdale  House,  and  had  been  informed  that  no  person  of 
the  name  of  Pavne  had  lived  there  for  ten  years. — Witness 
said  that  he  did  not  know  what  Payne  had  done  with  the 
money. 

The  Official  Receiver:  Now.  reallv,  do  you  ask  the  Court 
to  believe  that  upon  a  vital  matter  of  importance  to  yourself, 
which  may  result  in  further  proceedings  being  taken,  you 
never  asked  him  what  had  become  of  the  money? — Witness 
(indi^n.-ntlv)  :  What  do  you  mean— vital  matter  of  import- 
ance? T  will  prove  it  from  the  skin  of  vour  teeth  to  the  sole 
of  your  foot.  You  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  Payne  exists  and 
ho«  the  money. 

The  Official  Receiver:  No;  I  don't  know.— Witness  said  he 
did  not  know   why  Payne  kept  the  money.    It  was  not 


because  he  wanted  it.  In  the  circumstances  witness  now 
considered  that  he  was  dishonest. 

Yet  you  go  and  have  drinks  with  this  dishonest  fellow?1 — 
Yes,  I  would  not  mind  having  a  bottle  of  Bass  with  i 
either.  (Laughter.) 

The  Official  Receiver  :  You  will  not  though. — After  further 
questions,  the  Official  Receiver  asked  for  another  adjourn- 
ment, as  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the  witness's  statements  ija 
regard  to  Mr.  Payne. — Mr.  Tilley,  solicitor  for  the  witnessl 
objected  to  any  further  adjournment,  and  said  that  upon  thjp 
evidence  of  Mr.  Keys  the  Official  Receiver  woidd  be  justi6  i 
in  applying  for  a  warrant  against  Payne.  His  Honour  said 
that  he  thought  that  the  case  was  one  of  considerable  sus- 
picion, and  he  granted  the  adjournment.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


A  Holidays  Bill. 
Mr.  George  Lansbury,  M.P.  for  Bow  and  Bromley,  pro- 
poses to  introduce  a  Bill  to  secure  one  day's  rest  in  seven 
for  all  workpeople,  to  make  the  first  day  of  May  a  Bank 
Holiday  throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  to  secure  a 
■week's  holiday  for  workpeople,  and  to  secure  the  payment 
of  wages  for  public  holidays. 

Hydrogen  for  Admiralty  Airships. 
Mr.  McKenna,  on  May  11,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Bird.  M.P., 
who  asked  if  the  Admiralty  knew  that  a  Wolverhampton 
company  was  prepared  to  supply  all  their  requirements  with 
British-made  hydrogen  [C.  «t-  D.,  May  13,  index  folio  694], 
said  that  he  should  not  like  to  give  an  undertaking  to  stipu- 
late that  British  manufacturers  should  supply  hydrogen 
until  he  was  fully  acquainted  with  the  existing  possibilities 
of  supply.  It  depends  entirely  on  various  circumstances, 
including  price,  whether  the  Admiralty  would  encourage 
British  production  of  hydrogen. 

The  New  Dutch  Tariff. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  May  15,  in  reply 
-co  Mr.  A.  Fell,  M.P.,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
stated  that  the  proposals  contained  in  the  proposed  new 
'Customs  tariff  of  the  Netherlands  had  been  communicated 
to  all  the  principal  chambers  of  commerce  and  trade  asso- 
ciations in  order  to  elicit  their  views  as  to  its  probable 
•effect  on  the  trades  of  their  district.  When  the  replies 
had  been  received  H.M.  Government  would  be  in  a  position 
to  decide  as  to  what  representations,  if  any,  it  may  be 
desirable  to  make  to  the  Dutch  Government. 

Domestic  Servants  and  the  Shops  Bill. 
The  Bill  which  Mr.  H.  Bottomley.  M.P..  has  introduced 
to  regulate  the  hours  of  work,  meal-times,  and  accommoda- 
tion of  domestic  servants,  and  to  make  provision  for  the 
periodical  inspection  of  their  kitchens  and  sleeping-quar- 
ters, is  described  by  the  hon.  member  as  a  parody  of  the 
Ministerial  Shops  Bill,  from  which  it  may  be  remembered 
that  they  are  excluded.  The  argument  of  the  hon.  mem- 
"ber  is  that  given  the  Shops  Bill,  to  which,  however,  he 
objects,  there  is  no  reason  why  domestic  servants  should  be 
excluded.  He  intends  to  have  his  Bill  printed  in  due 
course,  but  there  is  no  chance  of  any  progress  being  made 
with  it  in  the  course  of  the  present  Session. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs. 
Mr.  William  Pearce  asked  the  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
May  11  whether  the  manufacturers  and  importers  of  fer- 
tilisers and  feeding-stuffs  co-operated  with  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  the  enactment  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feed- 
ing-stuffs Acts  of  1893  and  1906.  on  the  specific  under- 
standing that  no  prosecution  under  the  Act  should  be  in- 
stituted without  the  previous  consent  of  the  Board.  In 
reply,  Sir  E.  Strachey  said  :  "  The  Board  are  aware  that 
xhe  manufacturers  and  importers  of  fertilisers  and  feeding- 
stuffs  regard  as  important  the  provision  that  certain  prose- 
cutions under  the  Act  shall  not  be  instituted  without  the 
Board's  consent.  The  Board  are  considering  what  action 
"they  shall  take  with  regard  to  the  two  Bills  which  have 
been  introduced  containing  clauses  repealing  their  pro- 
vision.'' 

The  Manufacture  of  Nicotine. 
Mr.  Laurence  Hardy,  M.P.,  asked  the  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  May  16, 
how  many  nicotine  factories  are  in  existence  within  the 
United  Kingdom ;  and  how  many  where  the  privilege  of 
manufacturing  sheep-dip,  etc.,  in  bond  is  made  use  of; 
what  is  the  present  formula  now  demanded  by  the  Board  of 
Customs  in  connection  with  denaturing  tobacco ;  and 
whether  the  Board  would  be  willing  to  admit  sulphur  and 
any  other  matter  of  a  curative  property  as  an  efficient  alter- 
native ;  what  quantity  of  offal  tobacco  or  snuff  is  now  sup- 
plied from  the  King's  warehouses,  and  at  what  price  it 
was  sold  at  the  present  time;  and  whether  tobacco  extract 
is  entirely  prohibited  from  importation  into  this  country; 


and,  if  so,  whether,  in  view  of  the  increasing  demand  for 
nicotine  for  manufacturing  purposes,  the  Board  of  Cus- 
toms can  admit  its  introduction  under  proper  regulations. 
The  reply  will  be  given  later. 

"  Empire  Made  "  Goods. 
The  Bill  which  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Wednesday,  May  17,  by  Mr.  Basil  Peto,  M.P.,  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  Evelyn  Cecil,  Mr.  Page  Croft,  Mr.  Norton 
Griffiths,  Mr.  Sanderson,  Mr.  Staveley-Hill,  and  other 
members,  provides  that  goods  manufactured  in  any  part 
of  the  British  Empire  outside  the  British  Islands  shall  be 
marked  "  Empire  Made,"  or  "  Foreign  Made  "  if  they  are 
manufactured  outside  the  British  Empire.  These  marks 
are  to  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  on  the  covering 
label,  reel,  or  other  thing,  and  all  goods  not  complying  with 
this  provision  are  to  be  prohibited  from  importation  into 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  same  prohibition  is  to  applv 
to  all  goods  on  which  the  description  is  of  a  deceptive 
character.  The  provisions  of  the  Act,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  applicable,  are  to  apply  to  all  articles  which  are  in- 
tended to  be  or  are  capable  of  being  sold  separately.  All 
goods  marked  "Empire  Made"  are  to  be  accompanied  by 
a  sworn  declaration  on  the  part  of  the  British  Consul  that 
they  were  manufactured  within  the  British  Empire.  The- 
expression  "goods"  in  the  Bill  is  to  be  interpreted  as 
meaning  anything  which  is  the  subject  of  trade,  manufac- 
ture, or  merchandise.  The  expression  "  covering  "  includes 
any  stopper,  cask,  bottle,  vessel,  box,  cover,  capsule,  case, 
frame,  or  wrapper;  and  the  expression  "  label  "  includes 
any  band  or  ticket.  The  Bill  also  deals  with  offences  as 
to  trade-marks  and  trade  descriptions. 


The  Shops  Bill. 

THE  Grand  Committee  resumed  consideration  of  the 
Shops  Bill  on  Thursday,  May  11,  as  briefly  reported  in 
our  issue  of  May  13,  when  Mr.  Ian  Malcolm  moved  to  extend 
the  holidays  sub-section  to  cases  of  illness,  thus  allowing 
extra  overtime  to  an  employer  who  granted  full  pay  during 
an  assistant's  absence  in  illness.  Mr.  Churchill  resisted 
the  proposal,  which  was  rejected  by  23  votes  to  13. 

The  Committee  discussed  at  length  Mr.  Malcolm's  pro- 
posal to  omit  the  allowance  of  30  hours'  overtime  for  two 
weeks'  holiday,  and  in  its  place  to  insert  a  provision 
permitting  a  further  two  and  a  half  hours  for  every  addi- 
tional day's  holiday  allowed  on  a  working  day  in  the  same 
year.  These  additional  days  would  be  exclusive  of  bank 
holidays.  Mr.  Churchill,  while  objecting  to  such  a  wide 
extension,  expressed  readiness  to  make  a  proportionate 
allowance  of  overtime  in  cases  where  it  was  the  custom  of 
the  trade  to  give  a  ten  days'  holiday  in  one  block. 

The  Committee,  by  27  votes  to  26,  struck  out  of  the 
Bill  the  words  relating  to  overtime  in  return  for  holidays 
(i.e.  Sub-Clause  5  of  Clause  2).  Mr.  Churchill  character- 
ised this  as  "a  disastrous  decision." 

It  was  agreed  by  the  Committee  that  the  overtime  should 
not  exceed  90  hours  in  the  year,  and  that  the  holidays 
should  be  consecutive.  The  Home  Secretary  pointed  out 
that  this  meant  that  for  every  complete  holiday  of  ten 
days  there  should  be  a  period  of,  say.  20£  hours'  overtime. 
It  was  resolved  to  postpone  the  actual  wording  of  the 
amendment  until  the  Report  stage. 

Clause  2  was  added  to  the  Bill,  as  was  also  Clause  3, 
which  is  as  follows  : 

Employment  in  two  or  more  Shops. — (1)  Where  a  shop- 
assistant  is  employed  in  two  or  more  shops,  the  notice  affixed 
in  each  shop  shall  specify  the  times  of  employment  not  only 
in  that  shop,  but  also  in  the  other  shop  or  shops  in  which  he 
is  employed,  and  the  times  of  employment  fixed  shall  be 
such  that  the  employment  in  all  the  shops  taken  together  is 
within  the  limits  allowed  by  this  Act. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  shop-assistant  so  employed 
to  inform  each  of  his  employers  of  the  fact  and  of  the  times 
fixpd  for  his  emplovment  under  his  other  employers. 

Consideration  of  Clause  4  was  then  commenced.  It  is 
as  follows  : 

Sunday  Closinri. 
Closing  of  Shops  on  Sunday.—  (1)  Every  shop  shall,  save 
as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Act,  be  clsscd  for  the  serving 
of  customers  on  Sunday. 
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(2)  Where  the  occupier  of  a  shop  is  a  person  of  the  Jewish 
religion,  and  the  shop  and  all  other  shops  (if  any)  belonging 
to  him  are  closed  for  serving  customers  from  nightfall  on 
Friday  to  nightfall  on  Saturday,  the  shop  may  be  kept  open 
for  serving  customers  of  the  Jewish  religion,  but  no  other 
customers,  until  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  Sunday,  if 
all  the  shop-assistants  employed  for  the  purpose  are  persons 
of  the  Jewish  religion. 

(3)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  by  order  declare  any  area 
in  London  specified  in  the  order  to  be  an  area  in  which  it  is 
customary  to  hold  street  markets  on  Sunday,^  and  in  any  such 
area  it  shall  not,  whilst  the  order  remains  in  force,  be 
obligatory  to  close  any  shops  of  the  classes  specified  in  the 
order  before  such  hour  not  later  than  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon on  Sunday  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order. 

(4)  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  shop  in  which  a 
trade  or  business  of  any  class  mentioned  in  the  second 
schedule  to  this  Act  is  carried  on,  but  where  as  respects  any 
trade  or  business  mentioned  in  that  schedule  any  limitation 
of  time  is  specified  in  that  schedule,  this  exemption  shall  apply 
only  during  such  limited  time,  and  as  respects  the  trades  and 
businesses  mentioned  in  Part  II.  of  that  schedule  the  exemp- 
tion shall  apply  subject  to  any  order  which  may  have  been 
made  in  manner  hereinafter  provided  in  this  section. 

(5)  Orders  made  and  revocable  in  like  manner  and  subject 
to  the  like  procedure  and  confirmation  as  closing  orders  here- 
inafter mentioned  may  be  made  for  prohibiting  altogether 
the  keeping  open  of  shops  on  Sundays  in  any  locality  for  the 
purposes  of  any  particular  trade  or  business  mentioned  in 
Part  II.  of  the  second  schedule  to  this  Act  or  limiting  the 
Jiours  during  which  shops  may  be  kept  open  on  Sundays  in 
that  locality  for  any  such  purpose. 

(6)  Where  a  shop  is  exempted  under  this  section  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  a  shop  in  which  a  trade  or  business  men- 
tioned in  the  second  soedule  to  this  Act  is  carried  on,  and 
other  trades  or  businesses  to  which  the  exemption  does  not 
apply  are  carried  on  in  the  same  shop,  the  exemption  shall 
not  extend  to  such  other  trades  or  businesses,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  imposed  by  regulations 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

(7)  No  proceedings  shall  be  instituted  under  the  Sunday 
Observance  Act,  1677,  against  any  person  for  carrying  on  any 
retail  trade  or  business,  but,  save  as  aforesaid,  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  as  authorising  any  shop  to 
be  kept  open  at  any  time  at  which  under  any  other  enactment 
for  the  time  being  in  force  it  is  required  to  be  closed. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  moved  the  omission  of  Sub-Section  2. 
Mr.  Churchill  defended  the  provision  as  one  which  would 
be  effective  in  the  practice.  After  discussion,  the  amend- 
ment was  withdrawn,  and  the  sub-section  allowed  to  stand, 
Mr.  Churchill  suggesting  that  it  might  be  desirable  to 
modify  its  effect  a  little  at  a  later  stage. 

Committee  adjourned  until  May  18. 

Thursday's  Proceedings. 

The  Committee  resumed  consideration  of  sub-section  2 
of  Clause  4,  which  relates  to  the  closing  of  shops  on  Sunday 
where  the  occupiers  are  Jews. 

Sir  George  Kemp  moved  an  amendment  providing  that 
the  Sunday  closing  hour  should  be  such  as  the  local 
authority  might  appoint,  either  generally  or  in  respect  of 
any  particular  Jewish  trade,  but  not  later  than  2  p.m. 

A  long  discussion  took  place  on  this  amendment.  Many 
members  of  the  Grand  Committee  objected  to  such  power 
being  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authority.  It  was 
contended  that  religious  differences  would  operate  in  a 
suppression  of  the  Jewish  trade,  and  one  member  (Mr. 
Jonathan  Samuels)  suggested  that  the  provision  might 
even  give  rise  to  such  a  cry  of  "  Down  with  the  Jews  !  " 
as  had  never  been  heard  in  this  country  before. 

Mr.  Lawson  strongly  urged  the  Home  Secretary  to  let 
the  whole  clause  go. 

Mr.  Churchill  declined  to  do  this,  and  advised  the 
Committee  to  make  every  effort  they  could  to  arrive  at 
some  solution.  The  question,  he  said,  was  one  which 
had  given  him  many  hours  of  anxious  consideration.  He 
appreciated  that  the  clause  was  one  that  satisfied  none  of 
the  interests  concerned,  and  he  was  prepared  to  accept  the 
amendment  moved  by  Sir  George  Kemp.  There  was  a 
danger,  however,  for  which  he  thought  the  Committee 
c  ught  to  provide,  and  that  was  that  some  provision  ought 
to  be  made  for  Christian  traders.  He  suggested,  there- 
fore, that  if  the  Committee  passed  this  amendment 
(which  ultimately  they  did)  they  should  also  accept  a 
proviso  which  he  would  mc7e;  allowing  the  local  authority, 
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in  special  circumstances,  to  extend  the  exemption  to  par- 
ticular Christian  trades. 

This  course  was  adopted  by  the  Committee. 

Further  amendments  were  submitted  to  make  the  closing, 
not  later  than  10  in  the  morning,  it  being  pointed  out  that 
this  system  worked  very  well  in  Manchester.  These  pro- 
posals were  defeated. 

It  was  next  proposed  that  Sunday  trading  should  be' 
restricted  to  the  summer  months — June,  July,  and  August 
— also  in  accordance  with  the  Manchester  system ;  but  the 
Committee  rejected  this  amendment,  on  the  ground  that 
the  local  authorities  ought  to  be  allowed  to  make  such 
regulations  as  conformed  with  the  peculiar  needs  of  the 
different  localities. 

Definition  of  "  Assistant." 
Mr.  Churchill  has  privately  informed  Mr.  W.  C.  Bridge- 
man,  M.P.,  that  the  Bill  will  apply  to  any  premises  where' 
retail  trade  is  carried  on,  but  only  those  employes  who  are- 
engaged  in  connection  with  the  serving  of  customers,  the 
receipt  of  orders,  and  the  despatch  of  goods  would  be 
regarded  as  assistants.  Whether  any  person  is  so  engagedi 
will  be  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case,  but  generally  Mr- 
Churchill  says  that  the  clerical  stf?ff  engaged  in  the  keep- 
ing of  books  and  similar  work  would  not  come  within  the' 
Bill.

Street,  Ipswich,  has  purchased  the  books,  formulas,  etc., 
pertaining  to  the  business  lately  carried  on  by  the  Pro* 
vincial  Co-operative  Drug  Company,  at  16  Westgate- 
Street,  Ipswich. 


Chartreuse  in  Belgium. — The  Chartreux  monks  have' 
initiated  proceedings  before  the  Brussels  Commercial  Court 
against  a  number  of  Belgian  distillers  who  have  been  pro- 
ducing liquor  labelled  "  Chartreuse."  Senator  Sam; 
Wiener,  who  is  one  of  the  counsel  for  the  defendants, 
contends  that  religious  associations,  being  without  civil: 
personification  (legal  existence),  and  are  not  entitled  to  legal 
action  of  any  kind  on  any  plea  whatsoever.  The  Chartreux 
monks  reply  that  they  are  a  commercial  firm,  vested  with, 
the  powers  of  any  ordinary  traders. 

Potash  Dispute  Settled. — A  despatch  from  Hamburg 
announces  that  the  representatives  of  the  American  and" 
German  potash  interests,  who  are  conferring  there  with 
a  view  to  the  settlement  of  the  long-standing  dispute  with.- 
regard  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  contracts  obtained  by- 
Americans  from  German  firms  outside  the  Potash  Syndi- 
cate before  the  export  tax  was  imposed,  have  reached  a 
complete  agreement,  and  on  May  17  (says  Eeuter's  Berlin- 
correspondent)  prices  and  rebates  for  a  new  contract  were- 
settled. 
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National  Insurance  Bill. 

Dispensing  the  Medicines. 

In  this  article  an  account  is  given  of  the  conditions  under 
which  medicines  arc  dispensed  in  Germany  and  other 
countries.  In  view  of  the  need  for  some  modification  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Bill  as  regards  drugs  these  par- 
ticulars are  of  special  interest. 


OFFICIAL  medicine  tariffs  are  in  existence  in  the  present 
day  in  all  European  countries  in  which  the  exercise  of 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  is  restricted  and  regarded  as 
a  monopoly,  as  well  as  in  Italy  where  there  is  no  monopoly, 
this  showing  that  even  in  a  "  free-trade  "  State  it  is  pos- 
sible to  introduce  a  measure  of  this  nature.  The  present 
tariffs  divide  the  charge  for  making  up  a  prescription  into 
(1)  charges  for  the  ingredients,  (2)  charges  for  the  mani- 
pulations entailed  in  compounding,  and  (3)  a  charge  for 
the  container  of  the  finished  medicine.  The  German 
medicine  tariff,  which  now  applies  throughout  the  whole 
Empire,  may  be  regarded  as  representative.  This  tariff 
is  elaborated  by  a  special  Commission,  and  appears  yearly, 
shortly  before  the  1st  of  January.  Although  it  includes 
charges  for  practically  all  the  drugs  in  ordinary  use,  it  is 
obvious  that  every  remedy  which  may  be  prescribed  cannot 
be  included,  so  the  pharmacist  has  to  be  acquainted  with 
its  fundamental  rules  in  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  cal- 
culate the  charge  for  any  drug  not  mentioned.  In  the  first 
place,  the  retail  price  for  the  unit,  usually  one  kilogram,  is 
reckoned  out,  and  the  charges  for  subdivisions  of  this 
quantity  are  calculated  according  to  a  special  scale.  The 
wholesale  price  forms  the  starting-point  on  the  following 
lines  : 

If  the  price  for  one  kilogram  is  under  30.s. ,  the  retail  price 
will  be  double  the  wholesale  price;  if  between  30s.  and  40s., 
the  retail  price  will  be  60s.  :  if  over  40s.,  the  retail 
price  is  obtained  by  adding  50  per  cent,  to  the  whole- 
sale price.  In  the  case  of  drugs  usually  purchased  by 
the  pharmacist  in  small  quantities  of  10  grams  or  under, 
50  per  cent,  is  added  to  the  wholesale  price.  A  charge  of 
2d.  per  kilogram  is  added  to  cover  freight,  or  6(7.  if  the  con- 
tainers are  charged  to  the  pharmacist.  For  cutting  or  bruis- 
ing drugs  an  extra  amount  of'9c7.  per  kilogram  is  added,  and 
for  reducing  to  a  powder  2s. 

To  calculate  the  prescription-charges  for  galenicals,  the 
ingredients  are  first  charged  according  to  the  rates  indicated 
in  the  prescription  tariff,  to  which  are  added  the  charges 
for  the  manipulations  entailed.  These  charges  are  for  the 
preparation  of  one  kilogram  of  finished  product  : 
For  mixing  liquids,  bd. 

Solutions  of  salts,  gum,  soap,  honey,  oils.  Is.  :  if  they  require 
to  be  heated,  Is.  bd.  ;  and  if  further  work  is  entailed, 
2s.  6<7. 

Preparation  of  plasters  and  soaps,  4s. 
Mixing  fine  powders,  Is. 

Preparation  of  ointments  not  requiring  the  aid  of  heat,  2s.  ; 
if  heat  is  required,  4s. 

In  the  case  of  the  three  latter  galenicals,  an  increase  of 
one-ninth  of  the  total  charge,  is  added  to  cover  loss  of 
material  incurred  in  their  preparation.  In  the  case  of 
extracts  the  following  charges  are  allowed  for  every 
kilogram  of  drug  exhausted  : 

Thin  extracts,  3s. ;  thick  extracts,  6s.  ;  dry  extracts,  12s. ; 
liquid  extracts,  6s. 

When  the  retail  price  for  one  kilogram  has  been  obtained, 
the  charges  for  its  subdivisions  are  calculated  as  follows  : 
To  obtain  the  charge  for  1C0  grams,  divide  the  price  for 
one  kilogram  by  8:  for  10  grams,  divide  the  price  for 
100  grams  by  8;  for  1  gram,  divide  the  price  for  10  grams 
by  8:  for  0.1  gram,  divide  the  price  for  1  gram  by  8:  and  so 
on  for  0  01  and  0.001  gram;  200  grams  =  1J  times  the 
100-gram  price. 

In  the  foregoing  we  have  dealt  with  the  bases  on  which 
the  retail  charges  are  to  be  calculated  ;  we  shall  now  deal 
with  the  actual  procedure  of  reckoning  out  the  charges 
to  be  made  in  dispensing  prescriptions.  The  sum  charged  to 
the  customer  is  represented  by  the  following  items  :  (1) 
Charges  for  the  single  ingredients  employed.  (2)  charge 
for  the  work  entailed  in  compounding  the  prescription, 
and  (3)  charge  for  the  container. 

For  every  manipulation  entailed  in  making  up  a  prescrip- 
tion, the  pharmacist  is  entitled  to  a  fixed  remuneration  for 


his  work.    The  following  extract  from  the  scale  of  charges 
will  show  how  the  pharmacist's  labour  and  time  are  valued  :

It  will  be  seen  that  one's  arithmetic  is  not  allowed  to 
get  rusty,  and  on  every  prescription  this  sum  must  be  made 
out  in  full ;  it  is  usually  written  out  by  the  pharmacist  in 
red  ink.  In  the  case  of  packed  specialities  sold  by  the 
pharmacist  in  their  original  package,  the  sale  price  is 
obtained  by  adding  60  per  cent,  ("unless  a  higher  retail 
price  has  been  fixed  by  the  manufacturer  "  !)  to  the  cost 
price.  If  a  speciality  is  prescribed  in  a  mixture  as  an 
ingredient  (»>.;/..  50  grams  of  Fellows'  syrup),  double  the 
cost  price  is  taken  as  the  basis,  and  the  charge  for  the 
amount  used  is  calculated  from  the  resulting  price. 

The  provisions  of  this  tariff  are  binding  for  the  phar- 
macist, so  that  the  charge  for  a  prescription  is  the  same 
for  rich  and  poor  alike ;  any  overcharge  is  severely 
punished.  Ju  the  case  of  prescriptions  for  members  of 
sick  clubs,  many  of  the  German  States  compel  the  phar- 
macist to  grant  a  fixed  rebate,  usually  10  or  15  per  cent, 
on  the  total  charge  of  the  prescription.  Also  for  veterinary 
prescriptions  in  many  cases  a  fixed  rebate  is  enforced. 

The  Reichstag  is  at  present  engaged  in  considering  a 
Bill  which  will  alter  the  organisation  of  the  insurance 
law,  and  one  of  its  provisions  provides  that  any  contract 
entered  into  between  a  sick  club  and  a  pharmacy  must  be 
laid  before  all  the  other  pharmacists  in  the  district,  and 
that,  if  they  have  no  objection  to  offer,  all  of  them  shall 
be  equally  entitled  to  fill  prescriptions  for  the  members  of 

■  the  sick  club  under  the  same  conditions. 

Opinions  on  the  Bill. 
A  dental  view  is  expressed  in  the  "  Daily  Chronicle  "  by  an 

•  official  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  who  states  that 
dentists  are  prepared  to  take  their  part  in  any  scheme  which 
may  be  drawn  up.  The  fear  is  expressed  that  were  the  nation 
to  wake  up  to  its  needs  as  regards  dental  matters  there  would 
not  bo  nearly  enough  dentists  to  do  the  necessary  work. 
There  are  less  than  5,000  registered  dentists  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  at  present  sur- 

•  charge  local  authorities  that  employ  unqualified  men.  "  It. 
■would  be  a  thousand  pities  from  every  point  of  view  if  the 
unregistered  dentist  were  allowed  to  act  in  this  semi-official 
capacity,"  says  this  official,  but  he  foreshadows  the  institu- 
tion of  a  lower  grade  of  dentists. 

The  Secretary  of  the  North  London  District,  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Oddfellows  (Manchester  Unity)  told  a 
"  Westminster  Gazette  "  interviewer  that  "  for  the  dispensing 
requirements  under  the  Bill  the  Friendly  Societies  will  have 
to  set  up  new  machinery,  and  it  is  quite  possible,  in  thi* 
district  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  for  us  to  have  a  central 
drug-store,  with  local  branches  for  the  supply  of  the  niedi- 
i  ?ine  at  certain  hours  of  the  day.  We  might  even  go  a  step 
further,  and  set  up  a  general  drug-store  by  arrangement  with 
the  Oddfellows,  Hearts  of  Oak.  Foresters,  Shepherds,  and 
other  societies,  for  we  should  thus  be  in  possession  of  a  whole- 
sale warehouse,  and  be  able  to  stock  it  with  the  very  best 

■  drugs  in  the  marb?t." 

In  Ireland  the  objection  to  the  dispensing  provisions  in 
the  Bill  are  stated  by  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson  (Vice-President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  to  be  that  the  distinction  between 
ichemisfcs  in  England  and  Ireland  is  not  allowed  for.  The 
=matter.  ho  adds,  is  being  considered  by  the  Societv.  Dr. 
•J.  A.  Walsh  (Past-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 


states  that  the  Poor-law  system  in  Ireland  makes  it  easy  to 
supply  medicines  through  the  Guardians,  but  that  is'  no 
justification  for  taking  away  the  legitimate  trade  of  Irish 
chemists.  Mr.  John  Smith  (Past-President)  expresses  the 
view  that  the  Bill  will  very  adversely  affect  Irish  chemists 
generally.    It  will  practically  blot  them  out,  he  says.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


Sir  W.  J.  Collins's  Forecast 

of  the  probable  effect  on  the 
medical  profession  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  Insurance  Bill 
goes  far  beyond  my  own  modest  vaticinations.  Not  only 
does  he  prophesy  that  the  sixpenny  doctor  will  disappear 
and  the  apothecary's  function  be  fairly  divided  between 
the  pharmacist  and  the  doctor,  but  he  goes  on  to  say  that 
the  Bill  is  a  long  step  "  in  the  direction  of  nationalising  the 
medical  profession  tor  the  treatment  of  all  kinds  of  disease.  " 
This  is  precisely  what  Mr.  Bernard  Shaw  contends  for  in 
the  treatise  prefixed  to  "  The  Doctor's  Dilemma."  to  which 
I  referred  the  other  week.  Mr.  Shaw,  as  usual,  damages 
his  case  by  a  display  of  unreasonable  prejudice  and  much 
violence  of  language,  but  moderately  stated  it  is  not 
without  plausibility.  His  point  is  that  it  is  as  absurd  to 
give  doctors  a  vested  interest  in  our  ailments  as  it  would  be 
to  give  magistrates  and  judges  a  vested  interest  in  crime. 
While  their  very  living  depends  upon  the  continuance  of 
disease  it  is  almost  impossible  for  them  to  maintain  even 
an  average  human  standard  of  honour  in  their  calling,  and 
the  wonder  is  that  they  so  frequently  do  this.  The  illustra- 
tions he  gives  of  their  occasional  failure  to  do  it  are  not 
very  convincing,  and  his  charges  against  the  profession 
generally  with  regard  to 

Vivisection  and  Vaccination 

are  extravagant  to  the  verge  of 
absurdity.  If.  however,  such  men  as  Sir  W.  J-  Collins 
are  beginning  to  talk  of  the  nationalisation  of  medicine  we 
cannot  dismiss  Mr.  Shaw  as  a  mere  dreamer  or  faddist 
In  this  matter  we  are  virtually  in  the  same  boat  as  the 
doctors,  and  we  may  well  ask  ourselves  what  the  public  are 
likely  to  think  with  regard  to  it.  The  most  obvious 
reflection  is  that  most  of  Mr.  Shaw's  arguments  for  his 
scheme  would  apply  with  equal  force  to  other  professions 
than  that  of  medicine,  and  to  other  trades  than  ours.  Are 
we  to  nationalise  these  too?  And  if,  as  Mr.  Shaw  says, 
every  profession  is  a  conspiracy  against  the  public,  what 
guarantee  have  we  that  the  medical  profession  when 
nationalised  w  ill  not  be  as  mercenary  as,  according  to  this 
dictum,  are  those  which  are  already  nationalised?  May 
we  not  indeed  aggravate  existing  evils,  and  possibly  add 
others  to  them,  by  making  every  doctor  a  publi 
functionary  ?  At  any  rate,  the  assumption  of  infallibility 
and  extravagant  esprit,  de  corps  of  which  Mr.  Shaw  com 
plains  in  the  profession  would  probably  be  considerably 
reinforced  by  "  the  insolence  of  office." 

The  Sale  of  Diachylon, 

said  a  Doncaster  jury  the  other  day, 
ought  to  be  restricted,  and  most  pharmacists  will  agree 
with  this,  since  it  is  evident  that  women  have  learnt  to  use 
the  drug  for  an  unlawful  purpose.  It  is,  however,  rather 
hard  that  a  man  who  has  innocently  sold  it  in  ignorance  of 
this  fact  should  be  liable  to  a  cross-questioning  in  a  publi 
court  as  one  suspected  of  being  accessory  to  a  felony. 
Diachylon  is  in  many  districts  kept  ready  for  sale  in  penny 
packets,  and  is  usually  asked  for  as  "  diaklum,  to  squander 
milk,"  a  perfectly  legitimate  purpose.  Ther  careful 
Northern  housewife  buys  it  in  lump  and  spreads  it  herself 
on  brown  paper,  because  she  thus  gets  more  for  her  money 
I  suppose  nobody,  unless  he  be  a  coroner,  will  deny  that  to 
question  such  a  customer's  good  faith,  to  suggest  that  she 
is  at  least  a  liar  and  possibly  a  prospective  murderess,  with 


the  risk,  moreover,  of  putting  into  a  previously  innocent 
mind  the  feasibility  of  the  act  you  suspect  hei  to  be 
meditating,  might  have  very  unpleasant  consequences, 
however  delicately  done,  and  is  at  the  best  of  more  than 
doubtful  expediency.  The  Doncaster  chemist  denied  that 
he  was  aware  of  this  misuse  of  diachylon,  and  I  confess 
that  I  sold  the  stuff  for  years  myself  without  suspecting  it. 
Even  when  one  is  aware  of  it  in  a  general  way  it  is  very 
easy  in  the  press  of  business,  with  a  shop  full  of  customers, 
to  execute  the  order  w  ithout  thought  ;  the  most  cynical 
pharmacist — for  we  are  said  to  be  a  cynical  race — canno.  | 
always  be  suspecting  his  neighbours.  Clearly  the  proper 
thing  to  be  done  is  to  have  diachylon  put  into  the  Schedule, 
along  with  ergot  and  savin  ;  that  would  strengthen  cm- 
hands  and  hurt  nobody.  There  is  nothing  invidious  in 
discharging  a  legal  obligation,  and  the  mere  fact  of  a 
signature  being  required  would  stop  the  abuse.  But  las  1 
began  by  saying)  it  is  manifestly  unfair,  while  so  many 
comparatively  harmless  things  are  scheduled,  to  allow  an 
ambiguous  article  like  this  to  be  sold  without  restriction, 
and  then  hold  us  responsible  for  its  occasional  misuse: 

The  Use  of  Preservatives 

in  food  will  always  be  £  difficult 
point,  but  there  are  certain  broad  principles  on  which  most 
authorities  are  agreed.    I  observe  that  Mr.  Tankard,  m  his 
lecture  to  the  Hull  Pharmaceutical  Association,  would  in 
certain  cases  allow  the  use  of  ^  per  cent,  of  boric  acid  in 
milk.  My  impression  is  that  it  has  been  proved  both  irs  this 
ountry  and  America  that  the  use  of  boric  acid  as  a  pre- 
servative is  harmful,  and  if  we  are  to  be  guided  by  the 
most  recent  U.S.  decision  benzoate  of"  soda  is  the  only 
chemical  that  is  quite  harmless.    But  why  do  we  worry 
about  preserving  milk  ?    Simply  because  most  people  are 
prejudiced  against  drinking  milk  that  has  soured  naturally, 
though  in  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  population  not  only  willing  but  eager  to- 
drink  milk  that  has  been  soured  in  the  churn  or  by  artificial' 
inoculation  with  the  lactic  acid  bacillus.    If  that  prejudice- 
can  be  dissipated  why  should  we  bother  about  keeping 
the  milk  "  sweet  "  ?    The  usual  bacilli  that  act  on  milk  art- 
non-pathogenic,  they  do  not  produce  disease.    On  the  con- 
trary, the  products  of  the  fermentation  set  up  by  them- 
are  not  only  most  wholesome  to  the  individual,  but  are 
destructive  of  such  pathogenic  bacilli  as  may  have  gained 
admission  to  the  milk.     Prom   which  we  arrive  at  the 
paradox  that  the  best  way  to  preserve  milk  is  to 

Let  it  Sour. 

This  is  in  accordance  with  the  latest  verdict 
of  Science,  but  while  strong-minded  people  may  offer  no 
objection,  there  will  always  be  a  fairly  large  number  who  ■ 
do  object  to  use  milk  that  has  "turned."    For  all  such 
there  is  the  simple  expedient  of  adding  to  the  sour  milk  a 
little  bicarbonate  of  soda,  which  at  once  restores  it  to  its 
normal  condition  and  at  the  same  time  imparts  an  added 
"snap"  by  the  evoluton  of  a  little  CO..    I  have  seen  it 
recommended  to  add  bicarbonate  to  prevent  the  souring, 
but  this  would  not  do,  for  the  reason  that  any  toxic  bacilli 
that  might  be  present  in  the  milk  would  go  on  multiplying. " 
by  the  million  in  the  alkaline  medium,  whereas  their  growth 
is  effectually  inhibited  by  the  presence  of  acid.    My  sugges- 
tion, therefore,  is  to  educate  the  public  in  the  knowledge- 
that  there  is  nothing  harmful  about  naturally  soured  milk, 
and  that  milk  which  has  soured  can  quite  easily  be  agaio 
sweetened  by  the  addition  of  sodium  bicarbonate.  The- 
problem  for  analysts  to-day  is  not  so  much  the  detection  of 
watered  milk  or  of  preservatives,  though  these  will  always 
be  important,  but  a  bacteriological  examination.

National  Insurance  Bill. 

Dispensing  of  Medicines. 

The  position  of  chemists  under  this  measure  does  not 
improve  upon  our  acquaintance  with  it.  While  proposing  to 
disjoin  the  dispensing  of  medicines  from  the  diagnosis 
of  disease  and  prescribing  the  remedy,  the  Bill  does  not 
give  effect  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  statement  on  its  introduc- 
tion that  the  dispensing  of  medicines  will  be  given  to 
chemists.  The  terms  employed  are  general,  and,  as  was 
indicated  last  week,  chemists  are  not  specifically  mentioned 
in  the  Bill.  The  Friendly  Societies  and  Local  Health 
Committees  are  empowered  to  make  provision  for  the  sup- 
ply of  drugs  and  medicines,  but  Sub-clause  3  of  Clause  14 
enables  the  Friendly  Societies  to  delegate  their  share  in 
that  matter  to  Health  Committees.  The  text  of  the  sub- 
section is  as  follows  : 

An  approved  society  may  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  local  Health  Committee  for  the  adminstration  of 
medical  benefit  among  such  of  the  members  of  the  society 
entitled  thereto  as  may  be  resident  in  the  county  or  county 
borough  for  which  the  committee  is  established  :  and  on 
' '  any  such  agreement  being  made  the  committee  shall  take 
over  such  administration,  and  there  shall  in  each  year 
be  paid  out  of  moneys  credited  to  the  society  such  sum  in 
respect  of  every  member  of  the  society  entitled  to  the 
benefit  and  resident  in  the  county  or  county  borough  as 
may  be  agreed  between  the  society  and  the  committee. 

The  tender  mercies  of  the  Health  Committees  are  not 
likely  to  be  an  enviable  alternative  to  the  grinding  methods 
of  Friendly  Societies,  who  want  everything  at  the  cheapest 
possible  rate.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  has  admitted  this  to  be 
bad  in  practice  when  applied  to  doctors,  and  how  far  he 
is  prepared  to  go  as  regards  the  supply  of  medicines  we 
have  yet  to  learn.  There  is  general  dissatisfaction  in  the 
drug-trade  about  the  position  which  seems  inevitable  under 
the  Bill  as  at  present  worded,  because  it  means  perpetuation 
of  the  system  of  tendering  or  the  setting  up  in  Great 
Britain  of  dispensaries  such  as  those  established  under  the 
Poor  Law  in  Ireland — which,  by  the  way,  are  said  to  be 
already  marked  for  the  drug  work  of  the  Bill  in  Ireland. 
Regarded  from  any  point  of  view  Clause  14  of  the  Bill 
brings  little  good  to  the  drug-trade,  but  will  do  a  great  deal 
of  harm.  We  believe  that  is  the  opinion  of  pharmaceutical 
leaders  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  met  as  usual  on 
the  morning  of  the  annual  meeting,  when  the  routine 
business  of  that  meeting  played  a  subordinate  part  in 
the  proceedings,  for  the  members  had  to  consider  the  pre- 
liminary steps  to  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  proposals. 
Seventy  years  ago  Jacob  Bell  said  :  "  The  obvious  tendency 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  be  to  separate  pharmacy 
from  {he  practice  of  medicine  by  placing  it  on  its 
own  basis,  and  upholding  it  on  its  own  merit."  So  far 
this  prophecy  has  not  been  realised,  but  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  provides  an  opportunity  to  once  again  falsify 
the  prophecy,  or  to  realise  it.  No  doubt  the  dispensing 
of  medicines  will  be  done  by  registered  chemists ;  but  the 
probability  is  that  under  the  contract  system  the  work 
would  be  confined  to  a  few,  while  the  many  would  suffer 
loss  of  business  at  present  done  with  the  fifteen  million 
j  73< 
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people  who  will  be  brought  under  the  scheme.  That  is  an 
injustice  to  chemists  which  must  be  guarded  against,  and 
we  suggest  that  the  Government  should  take  further  lessons 
from  Germany,  which  has  contributed  the  framework  of 
the  measure.  For  this  reason  we  give  full  particulars  in 
this  issue  of  the  German  system  of  dispensing  to  tick  clubs, 
and  the  charges  authorised  by  the  State.  The  effect 
of  this  system  is  that  sick-club  patients  may  get  their  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  by  any  chemist,  the  charges  being 
"the  same  by  everyone.  It  may  be  objected  that  the  medi- 
cine tariff  of  Germany  and  the  virtual  monopoly  of  apothe- 
'kers  make  this  possible,  and  that  the  system  would  be  im- 
possible in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  But  experience  in 
Italy,  where  there  is  no  pharmaceutical  monopoly,  en- 
tourages ns  to  put  forward  the  system  as  worthy  of  con- 
sideration here.  Italy  has  a  sickness-insurance  scheme, 
and  has  found  it  necessary  to  formulate  and  enforce  an 
official  medicine  tariff.  We  are  convinced  that  it  is  desir- 
able that  a  scheme  of  this  kind  should  be  considered  by 
Government  or  by  Parliament  at  the  outset,  but  we  do  not 
see  how  this  can  be  done  unless  the  representatives  of 
chemists  are  taken  into  counsel  so  as  to  advise.  An  alter- 
native to  the  proposed  vague  but  potentially  competitive 
■system  of  dispensing  provided  in  the  Bill  is  necessary, 
because  competition  in  tenders  for  the  supply  of  medicines 
ds  bad  business.  Chemists  are  familiar  with  offers  of  dis- 
counts off  current  prices,  which  mean  the  supply  of  the 
anedicines  below  cost.  This  encourages  bad  quality  and 
other  evils,  and  it  would  be  a  thousand  pities  to  extend 
such  a  pernicious  system  now  to  fifteen  million  people, 
when  it  might  be  obviated  by  reasonable  forethought.  We 
trust  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  will  do  something  in  this 
direction.  It  is  also  to  be  noticed  that  medical  prac- 
titioners are  to  have  seats  on  the  local  Health  Committees. 
There  should  be  a  representation  of  pharmacy  on  each 
also.    The  provision  is  made  in  Clause  43,  Sub-clause  5  : 

The  remaining  members  of  the  committee,  not  exceeding 
in  number  one-fourth  of  the  members  appointed  in  manner 
aforesaid,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners, 
but  so  that  at  least,  two  of  the  members  so  appointed  shall  be 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioners. 

It  would  be  an  advantage  if  the  Bill  provided  for  a  pharma- 
ceutical reference  committee  to  fix  a  tariff  and  provide  for 
"the  examination  of  medicines.  In  the  meantime  we 
strongly  advise  chemists  to  consider  well  what  influence 
they  can  bring  to  bear  upon  parliament  for  a  better 
definition  of  their  position.  It  is  still  too  early  to  speak  of 
■opposition,  for  the  resources  of  diplomacy  have  not  yet 
been  tapped,  but  chemists,  like  doctors,  must  look  after 
themselves,  otherwise  their  last  state  will  be  worse  than 
the  first. 

The  Budget. 

The  annual  financial  statement  of  the  revenue  and  expendi- 
ture of  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  was 
made  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  the  House  of 
■Commons  on  Tuesday,  May  16.  The  revenue  for  the 
year  (which  ended  on  March  31,  1911)  amounted,  for  the 
■first  time  in  history,  to  over  200  million  pounds,  but  part 
of  that  was  arrears  from  the  previous  year,  and  a  similar 
remark  applies  to  the  expenditure,  which  left  the  Chan- 
cellor with  a  surplus  of  5.607,000/.  For  1911-12  he  esti- 
mates receipts  amounting  to  131.716,000/.,  of  which 
152,050,000/.  is  tax  revenue,  while  the  expenditure  is  esti- 
mated at  181,284.000/. ,  showing  a  surplus  of  452,000/.  With 
the  larger  surplus,  which  under  normal  conditions  will  recur, 
•the  Chancellor  proposes  to  provide  1,500,000/.  for  sanatoria; 
to  subsidise  railway  extension  in  the  British  East  African 


Protectorate  ;  to  pay  another  1,500,000/.  under  the  Develop- 
ment Act;  and  to  allocate  to  each  member  of  the  Commons 
400/.  a  year.  No  new  taxes  are  to  be  imposed,  or  any  of  the 
old  ones  to  be  materially  altered,  but  with  his  smaller  or 
estimated  surplus  of  about  half  a  million  the  Chancellor 
proposes  to  remit  part  of  the  duty  on  imported  cocoa,  to 
remodel  the  liquor-licence  duties,  and  to  reduce  the  stamp- 
charges  on  short-dated  market  securities.  Cocoa  is  subject 
to  an  import  duty  of  Id.  per  lb.,  and  "  cocoa  or  chocolate, 
ground,  prepared,  or  in  any  way  manufactured,"  pays  2d. 
per  lb.  Obviously  chocolate  containing  a  large  percentage 
of  sugar  and  other  ingredients  is, penalised  by  the  double 
duty,  which  was  based  on  those  cocoas  which  are  made 
soluble  by  removal  of  a  portion  of  the  fat  and  otherwise 
treated  so  that  the  weight  of  the  original  bean  is  reduced. 
Milk-chocolate  and  other  such  preparations  are  quite  the 
opposite;  they  may  contain,  say,  a  third  of  their  weight  of 
cocoa,  so  that  the  import  duty  is  equivalent  to  6d.  per  lb. 
on  the  contained  cocoa.  A  good  deal  of  political  capital 
has  been  made  out  of  this  so-called  "protective"  duty; 
results  have  been  grossly  exaggerated,  but  the  Chancellor 
has  promised  to  charge  the  duty  in  future  on  the  cocoa 
and  sugar  actually  in  the  goods.  This  will  give  more  work 
to  the  Government  laboratories  and  reduce  the  Customs 
duty  by  20,000/.  At  the  same  time  the  Chancellor,  will 
allow  manufacturers  of  the  commodities  in  the  United 
Kingdom  a  drawback  on  cocoa  and  chocolate  which  will 
absorb  25,000/.  a  year.  The  liquor-licence  proposal  is  not 
without  interest  to  the  drug-trade ;  in  fact,  it  may  have  a 
direct  bearing  upon  the  knotty  question  of  the  supply  of 
rectified  spirit  by  wholesale  druggists  to  chemists  and 
doctors,  which  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  Drug 
Club  and  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  some  time.  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  has  taken 
prompt  steps  to  get  from  the  Revenue  authorities  what 
benefit  for  the  drug-trade  there  may  be  in  the  Chancellor's 
proposal  which  he  outlined  as  follows  : 

"  A  further  alteration  which  I  propose  to  make  is  in  the 
liquor-licence  duties.  There  is  a  charge  now  made  in  respect 
to  liquor  licences  on  account  of  areas  which  are  in  no  sense 
of  the  term  part  of  the  premises  in  which  intoxicating  liquor 
is  sold.  It  is  a  case  which  was  raised,  I  think,  repeatedly 
in  this  House,  and  which  is  known  as  the  case  of  '  the  remote 
stable,'  which  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  licensed 
premises.  As  long  as  the  duties  were  low  it  really  did  not 
matter  very  much  one  way  or  the  other.  But  now  that  the 
duties  have  been  increased,  it  may  make  a  very  considerable 
difference,  and  a  licensee  may  be  paying  in  respect  of  pre- 
mises used  by  him  for  a  totally  different  business  which  has 
nothing  to  do  with  his  licence  for  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
We  propose  to  modify  those  conditions.  The  provision  has 
to  be  very  carefully  drafted,  otherwise  it  may  let  out  the 
whole  of  my  revenue.  Therefore  I  hope  the  Committee  will 
not  press  me  to  give  the  actual  terms  at  the  present  moment 
in  which  the  modification  will  be  framed.  It  will  involve  a 
loss  to  the  revenue  of  at  least  50,000/." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  "off"  retail  spirit-licence 
was  raised  two  years  ago,  so  that  it  costs  from  10/.  to  50/., 
according  to  the  value  of  the  premises.  Wholesale  drug- 
gists had  been  accustomed  to  get  dealers'  spirit-licences 
(ten  guineas  a  year),  and  they  had  the  privilege  of  getting 
an  additional  licence  to  retail  for  three  guineas.  That 
privilege  was  stopped,  so  that  the  1909-10  Budget  changes 
meant  to  most  of  them  an  additional  expenditure  of  over 
50/.  a  year,  if  they  desired  to  continue  to  oblige  their  cus- 
tomers with  quantities  of  rectified  spirit  less  than  2  gals, 
at  a  time.  The  Revenue  authorities  (both  at  the  Customs 
and  Treasury)  admit  a  hardship,  and  they  agreed  to  favour 
a  remedy  which  was  provided  in  the  Revenue  BUI,  1911, 
because  it  was  considered  that  there  is  no  statutory  power 
to  restrict  the  licence  duty  to  the  portion  of  wholesale  drue- 
gists'  premises  wnere  the  spirit  is  stored  and  handled  in 
the  way  of  trade.     Mr.  Umney  considers,  and  we  agree 
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-with  him,  that  there  is  in  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  remarks  what 
might  be  regarded  as  a  statement  of  the  wholesale  drug- 
gists' hardship,  whether  it  was  meant  or  not,  and  accord- 
ingly he  on  Wednesday  communicated  with  "  a  friend  in 
court  "  with  a  view  to  having  the  matter  considered,  and, 
if  possible,  acted  upon  by  suitable  wording  of  the  clause  in 
the  Finance  Bill.  Should  that  be  done  there  would  be  no 
need  to  proceed  with  the  Revenue  Bill  Clause  providing  a 
fifteen  guinea  rectified-spirit  licence,  because  under  reason- 
able valuation  no  wholesale  druggist  could  be  called  upon 
to  pay  more  than  10/.  a  year  for  an  "off"  retail  spirit- 
licence.  In  any  case  we  have  an  alternative  which  is  not 
being  neglected. 


South  African  Trade. 

Judging  by  the  figures  published  in  the  fifth  annual 
volume  of  South  African  Trade  Statistics,  which  is  the 
first  annual  issue  since  the  promulgation  of  the  Act  of 
Union,  the  year  1910  marks  an  extraordinary  increase  in 
the  industrial  and  economic  development  of  the  country, 
new  records  being  created  both  in  regard  to  imports  and 
exports.  Practically  all  articles  of  merchandise  show 
expansion,  the  figures,  exclusive  of  articles  for  the  South 
African  Governments,  being  as  follows:

Of  the  above  imports,  the  United  Kingdom  supplied 
20.048,158/.  against  15,206,517/.  in  1909,  but  if  the  total 
for  the  whole  of  the  British  Empire  is  included,  the 
amount  is  25,625,955/.  against  18,509,911?.  in  the  previous 
year.  Germany  is  second  on  the  list  with  5.512,909/.  as 
compared  with  2.567.575/...  and  the  United  States  of 
America  is  third  with  2,665,086/.  or  247,850/.  more.  Of 
the  exports,  the  United  Kingdom  received  49,979.552/., 
or  over  three  millions  sterling  more,  and  including  the 
British  Empire  the  total  is  50,108,951/.  Germany  increased 
her  share  from  1,757,708/.  to  1,825,272/..  and  the  United 
States  rose  from  589,555/.  to  411,446/.  From  the  above 
figures  it  will  be  seen  that  Great  Britain's  share  of  the 
total  South  African  export  and  import  trade  is  steadily 
increasing.  The  United  States,  however,  is  making  but 
slow  progress  as  compared  with  five  years  ago,  when 
9.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  goods  imported  by  South  Africa 
from  abroad  came  from  the  United  States,  whereas  in  1910 
South  Africa  has  only  gone  to  the  United  States  for  7.7  per 
tent,  of  its  imports.  Next  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
country  which  has  the  largest  volume  of  direct  trade 
with  South  Africa  is  Germany,  which  country  is  slowly 
gaining  a  wider  and  wider  hold,  her  exports  to  the  South 
African  market  having  increased  by  1,558.156/.  since  1905. 
whereas  Great  Britain's  increase  in  the  same  period  was 
5,785.000/.  Our  chief  interest  lies  with  South  Africa  as 
a  customer,  and  we  therefore  turn  first  to  her  imports  of 
drugs,  chemicals,  and  medicines,  which  amounted  to 
815.187/.,  or  86.756/.  more  than  in  1909.  Some  of  the 
more  interesting  items  are  as  follows

The  above  are  some  of  the  largest  items,  but  do  not 
include  glycerin  for  manufacturing  purposes,  the  total  of 
which  amounted  to  15.577,645  lb.,  valued  at  404.579/.,  as- 
against  12.867.477  lb.,  or  290,545/.,  in  the  previous  year.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  quantity  imported  from  the 
United  Kingdom  was  practically  stationary  at  6.800.000  lb.„ 
imports  from  Germany  fell  from  2,590,000  lb.  to  564.000  lb.  . 
but  the  amount  credited  to  Holland  rose  from  5.870.000  lb. 
to  6.C60.800  lb.  The  Blue-book  gives  full  particulars  as 
to  the  source  of  origin  of  all  imports,  and  we  also  find 
in  it  full  details  of  how  the  United  Kingdom  stands 
as  compared  with  Germany  and  the  United  States, 
but  here  it  may  be  said  that  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  particular  lines,  such  as  glycerin,  sodium  and  potas- 
sium cyanides,  and  calcium  carbide,  the  position  of  the 
United  Kingdom  remains  unassailable,  the  amounts  credi- 
ted to  Germany  and  the  United  States  being,  with  few- 
exceptions,  unimportant. 

As  regards  exports,  the  year  has  also  been  a  record 
one  to  the  exporter,  the  increased  values  being  due  chiefly, 
of  course,  to  raw  gold  (54.500.000/.),  but  also  to  ostrich 
feathers,  wool,  hides,  maize,  and  a  few  other  less  impor- 
tant commodities.  The  greater  freedom  of  trade  among, 
the  various  Colonies  within  the  Union  has  also  contributed 
largely  to  the  increase,  principally  because  the  old  inter- 
State  competition  is  done  away  with.  The  undivided 
control  of  the  railways,  unified  railway  rates,  and  unified 
and  minimum  port  charges  have  also  materially  improved 
matters.  There  still  remains,  however,  the  old  grievance 
of  "shipping  rings."  a  subject  which  is  to  be  brought 
forward  by  the  Union  at  the  forthcoming  Colonial  Con- 
ference. 


Stamped  Medicines  in  the  Budget. 

In  his  Budget  speech  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  referring  to 
the  estimates  for  1911-12,  mentioned  "patent  medicines 
and  cards.  547.000/.,  a  decrease  of  2,000/."  The  reference 
seems  to  be  to  the  duties  from  patent  medicines  and) 
playing-cards,  which  in  1909-10  were  :

Medicines  alone  yielded  555,527/.  The  figures  given  by 
the  Chancellor  indicate  that  only  549.000/.  was  received 
from  both  sources  in  1910-11.  and  allowing  29.000/.  for 
playing-cards,  we  have  320.000/.  as  the  yield  from  patent 
medicines,  which  is  a  decided  reduction:  but  this  figure 
cannot  be  considered  as  final — in  fact,  we  expect  that 
medicine-licences  may  not  have  been  included  in  the  Chan- 
cellor's remark,  otherwise  the  revenue  from  stamps  alone 
last  year  can  only  have  been  about  278,000/.,  or  a  drop  of 
35.000/.  On  the  other  hand.  320.000/.  approximates  to  the 
figures  of  the  past  decade,  which  have  varied  from  515.114/- 
(1909-10)  to  554.142/.  (1907-8).  If  the  whole  of  the  2,000/. 
of  expected  decrease  represents  medicines  alone,  the 
diminished  business  in  stamped  medicines  (consequent  on 
the  National  Insurance  Bill  ?)  will  be  about  12,000/.  to 
manufacturers— not  a  serious  loss. 

Bottling  in  Bond. 

The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  have  issued 
the  following  revised  text  of  paragraph  589  of  the  regula- 
tions, dealing  with  the  labelling  of  wines  and  spirits 
bottled  in  bond  : 
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Objection  should  be  taken  to  the  us?  on  labels,  capsules, 
cases,  or  printed  matter  contained  in  cases,  of  . 

(1)  Such  expressions  as  "Bottled  in  Bond,'  '  Bottled  in 
Customs  (or  Excise)  Warehouse,"  or  any  other  indication 
implying  official  countenance  or  guarantee  of  the  correctness 
■of  the  description  of  the  goods. 

(2)  Words  claiming  an  exclusively  British  origin  for 
spirits  which  are  shown  by  the  official  accounts  to  bo  of 
exclusively  foreign  origin,  or  vice  versa. 

(3)  Words  claiming  an  exclusively  British  or  an  exclu- 
sively foreign  origin  for  spirits  which  are  shown  by  t } i r- 
official  accounts  to  be  a  mixture  which  is  partly  of  British 
and  partly  of  foreign  origin. 

(4)  Words  implying,  directly  or  indirectly,  that  the  trader 
concerned  is  a  licensed  distiller  when  the  trader  does  not 
hold  >a  distiller's  licence.  In  any  case  of  doubt  whether 
the  trader  is  entitled  to  use  the  words,  the  Board's  directions 
are  to  be  sought. 

Witli  the  exceptions  specified  above,  officers  are  not  to  inter- 
fere on  their  own  responsibility  with  labels,  etc  on  wines 
or  spirits  bottled  in  bond. 

It  is  curious  to  compare  the  practice  in  one  department 
of  the  Crown  printing  a  man's  name  on  a  revenue  stamp 
for  medicine  and  in  another  of  objecting  to  any  words 
which  in  the  slightest  could  be  taken  to  imply  official 
approval. 

Chemists'  Sunday  Duty. 

We  have  been  repeatedly  asked  lately  what  chemists  in 
■Great  Britain  and  Ireland  will  do  as  to  Sunday  duty  of 
assistants  if  the  Shops  Bill  becomes  law.  Some  chemists 
keep  an  assistant  on  duty  all  day  although  the  shop  is 
closed,  and  these  questions  are  asked  :  Will  the  whole  day 
he  counted  in  the  assistants'  sixty  hours  per  week  ?  Will 
such  a  Sunday  once  or  twice  a  month  be  arranged  ?  These 
questions  do  not  really  arise,  for  the  exemption  by  Clause  21 
is  complete.    The  clause  is  as  follows  : 

Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  customers  being  served 
with  medicine  cr  medical  or  surgical  appliances  at  any  time 
when  the  shop  in  which  they  are  sold  is  required  to  be  closed 
under  Part  I.  of  this  Act  or  on  Sunday,  or  shall  prevent  a 
shop-assistant  serving  customers  with  medicines  or  medical 
or  surgical  appliances  at  a  time  when  the  shop  is  dosed, 
notwithstanding  that  he  may  be  emploved  for  the  purpose 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Part  I.  of  this  Act, 

This  fully  covers  night  duty  and  Sunday  duty  for  dis- 
pensing purposes  and  the  supply  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances.  Even  although  the  assistant  may 
be  on  duty  longer  than  the  maximum  provided  by  the 
first  part  of  the  Bill,  provided  the  excess  is  incurred  while 
waiting  to  attend  to,  and  attending  customers,  who  ring  the 
bell  after  the  shop  has  been  closed  for  ordinary  business, 
no  penalty  is  incurred.  But  any  serving  of  customers  or 
dispensing  in  open  shop  which  carries  the  working  hours 
beyond  the  maximum  will  be  illegal. 

Canada's  Imports  and  Reciprocity. 

A  Parliamentary  Paper  has  been  issued  showing  the 
imports  into  Canada  from  the  United  Kingdom  for  the 
past  five  years  of  the  articles  included  in  the  proposed 
Reciprocity  Agreement  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  and  the  general  and  preferential  rates  of  duty,  if 
any,  in  each  year,  and  the  rates  contained  in  the  Agree- 
ment, Some  of  the  items  of  interest  to  the  drug-trade 
include  surgical  dressings,  bandages,  trusses,  etc.,  the 
imports  of  which  from  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
year  ending  March  31.  1910,  amounted  in  value  to  9,651/., 
against  6,302/.  in  1909.  Under  the  British  preferential 
tariff  these  are  dutiable  at  12^  per  cent,,  the  rate  under 
the  proposed  agreement  with  the  U.S.A.  being  17^  per 
cent.  Of  peppermint  oil,  the  imports  from  the  United 
Kingdom  were  valued  at  242/.  in  1910  and  113/.  in  1909, 
"other  kinds"  of  essential  oils  being  valued  at  3,742/., 
or  1,581/.  more  than  in  1909.  The  proposed  rate  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States  on  peppermint  and  other 


essential  oils  is  to  be  an  identical  one  of  7i,  per  cent., 
whereas  under  the  British  preferential  tariff,  imports  of 
peppermint  oil  from  the  United  Kingdom  pay  15  per  cent, 
and  "other  kinds"  of  essential  oils  5  per  cent.,  so  that 
American  peppermint  oil  has  a  distinct  preference  of 
7-^-  per  cent,  over  English  peppermint  oil,  but  the  amount 
involved  last  year,  it  will  be  seen,  was  less  than  250/. 
On  mineral-waters  and  imitations  of  natural  mineral- 
waters  in  bottles  or  jugs  Canada  bought  5.632/.  worth 
from  tha  United  Kingdom,  against  2,667/.  in  1909,  the 
British  preferential  rate  being  15  per  cent,  and  the  im- 
posed rate  in  the  Agreement  17^  per  cent.  The  total 
approximate  value  of  imports  affected  by  the  Agreement 
in  1909  was  1.262.000/.  and  1.495,000/.  in  1910. 

Glycerin  lor  Canada. 
Tha  Tariff  Commission  also  issued  a  report  on  the 
reciprocal  trade  arrangement  between  Canada  and  the 
United  States  of  America,  It  contains  (a)  the  character 
and  origin  of  the  arrangement,  (b)  an  analysis  of  the 
schedules,  (c)  effect  of  the  arrangement  upon  British  food 
supplies  and  British  industry,  (d)  the  bearing  of  the  ar- 
rangement upon  the  trade  and  policy  of  the  British  Em- 
pire, and  (c)  statements  by  British  authorities.  The  last 
section  includes  the  following  observations  on  glycerin  : 

Messrs.  John  Knight,  Ltd..  Royal  Primrose  Soap-works, 
Silvertown,  London,  say:  "If  it  is  intended  that  crude 
glycerin  should  be  allowed  to  enter  Canada  from  this  country 
free,  and  to  the  United  States  from  Canada  free,  I  think 
the  probabilities  are  that  the  arrangement  will  tend  to  in- 
crease the  trade  in  British-made  crude  glycerin  with  the 
United  States  through  Canada,  that  is,  unless  some  very 
stringent  regulation  is  passed  whereby  only  Canadian-made 
glycerin  can  reach  the  United  States  from  Canada.  There 
still  remain,  however,  in  any  case  a  considerable  incentive 
for  Canada  to  export  the  whole  of  her  product  of  crude 
glycerin  to  the  United  States  and  replace  same  for  her  own 
use  by  purchases  from  this  country,  so  that  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  new  arrangement  will  give  any  considerable  impetus 
to  the  erection  of  soap-works  in  Canada." 

Messrs.  Hodgson  &  Simpson,  Ltd.,  Bebington,  near  Bir- 
kenhead, say  :  "  In  our  opinion  the  reciprocity  agreement 
between  Canada  and  the  United  States  cannot  do  other  than 
benefit  Canada,  and  we  do  not  think  it  can  have  any  injurious 
effect  upon  British  trade  with  Canada.  Glycerin  is  a  by- 
product, and  can  only  be  produced  in  Canada  in  proportion 
to  the  soap  and  candles  manufactured  there.  The  removal 
of  the  duty  on  glycerin  from  Canada  to  the  United  States  or 
vice  versa  cannot  in  any  way  affect  the  glycerin  manufac- 
turers in  the  United  Kingdom.  At  present  the  world's  con- 
sumption (jf  glycerin  is  fast  overtaking  the  world's  produc- 
tion. There  is  no  means  of  increasing  the  world's  production, 
as  there  is  no  source  for  glycerin  other  than  the  soanmaker 
and  the  eandlemaker,  who  in  the  course  of  their  manufacture 
recover  glycerin  from  the  fats  they  use  as  a  by-product.  The 
nresent  imports  of  glycerin  into  Canada  from  the  United 
Kingdom  are  of  the  value  of  26,000/.  This  merely  represents 
the  surplus  required  in  Canada  over  and  above  the  Canadian 
production.  If  Canada  supplies  herself  from  the  United 
States,  then  the  LInited  States  will  have  to  draw  additional 
quantity  from  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere.  Soap- 
works  can  only  exist  in  a  protectionist  country  such  as 
Canada  to  the  extent  of  the  consumption  of  soap  in  that 
country.    Canada  is  already  over  supplied  with  soap-works." 

The  Commission's  only  remark  with  reference  to  tha 
subject  is  that  "  in  the  case  of  glycerin  free  trade 
between  the  United  States  and  Canada  is  to  be  established 
in  place  of  a  Canadian  duty  of  17^  per  cent,  on  the  United 
States  product  and  a  United  States  duty  of  ^d.  per  lb.  on 
the  Canadian  product.  The  present  Canadian  duty  on 
British  glycerin  is  15  per  cent.  The  Canadian  importa- 
tion was  in  1909-10  of  the  value  of  36,000/.,  of  which 
26,000/.  came  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  10.000/.  from 
the  United  States.  The  United  States  importation  was 
629.000/..  of  which  149,000/.  came  from  the  United  King- 
dom and  only  13,000/.  from  Canada,  the  remainder  coming 
chiefly  from  France  (274,000/.),  Belgium  (57.000/.),  and 
Holland  (47,000/.)." 
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The  Activity  ol  Digitalis. 

Dr.  Worth  Hale  (Bulletin  74,  Laboratory  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  Washington)  states  that  the 
view  that  digitalis-leaves  of  second  year's  growth  are  more 
potent  than  those  of  the  first  year  (a.  view  adopted  by  the 
Brussels  Conference)  seems  to  be  founded  on  tradition 
only.  Hale  found  that  first-year  leaves  were  from  28  to 
40  per  cent,  more  active  than  the  be,3t  second-year  leaves 
obtainable.  The  impression  that  the  leaves  of  wild-grow- 
ing plants  are  more  potent  than  those  of  the  cultivated 
variety  (a  view  which  finds  expression  in  the  French, 
German,  and  some  other  Pharmacopoeias)  is  also  shown 
not  to  rest  on  a  scientific  basis.  Hale  admits  that  some 
wild-growing  leaves  are  more  potent  than  some  garden- 
grown  leave,;,  but  believes  that  cultivation  ?)er  se  has 
nothing  to  do  with  it,  and  points  out  that  Allen's  English 
leaves,  which  give  high  assay  values,  are  garden-grown. 
He  finds  no  justification  for  the  statements  .sometimes  made 
that  leaves  dried  in  vacuo  or  preparations  made  by  mace- 
rating the  leaves  in  cold  water  have  special  advantages. 
Hale's  experiments  go  to  show  that  physicians  and  phar- 
macists have  for  decades  been  groping  in  the  dark  after 
the  causes  of  the  well-known  variation  in  the  potency  of 
digitalis-leaves,  and  have  often  attributed  it  to  irrelevant 
circumstances.  The  real  cause  is  unknown,  but  seems  to 
be  connected  with  the  nature  of  the  soil,  the  character  of 
the  season,  etc.  It  is  only  by  the  use  of  physiological 
standardisation  that  uniformly  active  leaves  can  be  ob- 
tained at  present 

Arsenic  as  an  Impurity  in  Drugs. 

The  latest  bulletin  (No.  221)  issued  by  the  Laboratory  of 
the  Inland  Revenue  Department,  Ottawa,  Canada,  deals 
with  effervescing  phosphate  of  soda,  a  chemical  which  the 
Laboratory  examined  in  June  1909,  when,  out  of  148 
samples,  twenty-five  were  found  to  contain  less  than  0.5 
ragm.  of  arsenic  per  100  grams,  and  six  contained  less  than 
1  mgm.,  117  being  free  from  contamination.  The  present 
report  deals  with  134  samples  of  the  effervescing  phos- 
phate, and  Mr.  McGill,  the  Chief  Analyst,  states  that  131 
of  these  were  entirely  free  from  arsenic,  or  contained  quite 
negligible  traces.  Of  the  three  contaminated  samples, 
one  contained  less  than  1  part  of  arsenic  in  100,000  and  two 
contained  half  of  this  amount.  It  is  a  curious  fact  regard- 
ing these  contaminated  samples  that  they  were  from  two 
manufacturers,  and  numerous  other  samples  from  the 
same  manufacturers  did  not  contain  arsenic.  Is  it 
possible  that  contamination  occurs  after  the  product  leaves 
the  manufacturers'  warehouses  ?  Mr.  McGill  also  recalls 
the  results  of  an  examination  of  151  samples  of  borax  made 
last  year,  the  result  of  which  was  that  one  sample  was 
found  to  contain  1  mgm.,  three  contained  0.4  mgm.,  one 
contained  0.3  mgm.,  and  four  contained  0.2  mgm. 
"Arsenic"  is  not  defined  in  the  bulletin:  presumably 
As  203  is  meant. 

Biological  Standardisation  by  Pharmacists. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  in  America  that  biological  or 
physiological  standardisation  might  be  carried  out  by  phar- 
macists. The  inception  of  the  idea  belongs  to  Dr.  Hatcher, 
Professor  of  Pharmacology  in  Cornell  University,  New 
York,  who  expounded  his  views  on  the  subject  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy.  His 
method  consists  in  determining  the  lethal  dose  of  digitalis 
by  injecting  the  drug  into  the  femoral  vein  of  a  cat  along 
with  ovabain,  the  toxicity  of  which  is  said  to  be  a  constant 
quantity.  That  the  method  is  practicable  was  shown  by 
the  fact  that  four  senior  students  from  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  were  able  to  carry  out  successfully  the  biological 


standardisation  of  digitalis  preparations  after  four  half- 
days'  laboratory  instruction  and  practice  under  Professor 
Hatcher.  It  is  too  soon  to  say  whether  the  "  cat  unit  " 
will  ever  become  a  recognised  standard  ;  but  whether  it 
be  or  not,  we  are  quite  certain  that  the  test  will  never  be- 
carried  out  by  pharmacists  in  this  country.  The  vivisec- 
tion laws  are  never  likely  to  be  so  relaxed  that  experiments-- 
on  animals  can  be  carried  out  by  pharmacists,  and  he  would! 
be  a  bold  man  who  would  seriously  bring  forward  any 
proposition  along  the  lines  apparently  being  advocated  irt> 
New  York. 


SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Xiipoiodin.  —  This  compound  is  a  new  organic  iodine- 
preparation.  It  is  the  ethyl  ester  of  a  di-iodised  unsaturated 
fatty  acid  (erucic  acid)  of  the  formula  CwHWOI :  CI.COOCsHs. 
It  contains  41  per  cent,  of  iodine,  and  is  soluble  in  the  usuaE 
organic  solvents.  It  is  stated  to  be  very  efficacious  for  thee 
exhibition  of  iodine  combined  with  organic  matter. 

Karambusl  Oil.  —  The  bark  of  the  karambusi-tree- 
[Warburgia  Stuhlmanni)  is  freely  offered  in  the  markets  in 
Zanzibar,  along  with  the  wood  of  the  African  sandal-tree.  Ife 
yields  an  essential  oil  which  is  very  similar  to  ordinary  sandal- 
wood oil,  to  the  extent  of  from  0.5  to  1.0  per  cent.  It  is  ai 
viscous,  yellowish-red  oil,  with  an  odour  typical  of  sandal- 
wood oil  and  having  the  following  characters:  So.  gr.  at  20°, 
0.9864;  optical  rotation,  -418°;  refractive  index  at  20°" 
1.5127  ;  soluble  in  one  volume  of  90-per-cent.  alcohol ;  saponifi- 
cation-value,  11.2:  acetyl-ester  value,  100.3. 

A  New  "  Aniseed "  Oil.  —  The  fruit  of  Pelece 
madagascarica,  a  plant  growing  in  the  island  of  Madagascar, 
has  been  examined  by  Heckel  ("  Comptes  Rendus,"  152,. 
p.  727)  and  found  to  yield  an  essential  oil  very  rich  in  anethol,. 
and  almost  identical  with  staf.'-anise  oil  in  odour  and  taste: 
The  yield  is  4  to  5  per  cent.,  and  the  oil  has  the  following- 
characters  :  Sp.  gr.  at  15°,  0.953;  optical  rotation,  +32°  22'  ; 
refractive  index  at  20°,  1.51469.  It.  is  soluble  in  four  volumes 
of  80-per-cent.  alcohol,  but  does  not  contain  sufficient  anethol' 
to  solidify  except,  at  very  low  temperatures.  It  also  contains 
anisaldehyde. 

The  Determination  of  Cantbaridin.— Gaze  ("  Apo- 
theker  Zeitung,"  1911,  p.  332)  has  published  the  follow- 
ing method  for  the  determination  of  cantharidin  in 
galenical  preparations  of  the  drug :  Fifty  c.e.  of  (for 
example)  the  tincture  is  evaporated  to  dryness  with  25  c.c. 
of  water  and  1  c.c.  of  a  30-per-cent.  solution  of  sodiumi 
carbonate.  The  residue  is  taken  up  with  10  c.c.  of  water 
and  2  c.c.  of  25-per-cent.  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  liquid' 
transferred,  with  the  usual  precautions,  to  a  small  separator 
and  extracted  with  four  separate  portions  of  10,  5,  5,  and' 
5  c.c.  of  chloroform.  The  chloroform  is  evaporated  at  a  low 
temperature,  and  the  residue  allowed  to  stand  at  ordinary 
temperature  for  twelve  hours.  It  is  then  treated  with  two- 
successive  small  portions  of  petroleum  ether,  each  being' 
poured  on  to  a  small  filter,  and  the  residue  and  the  filter 
washed  first  with  water  containing  a  trace  of  ammonium- 
carbonate,  then  with  pure  water,  and  then  dried  at  50°.  The- 
portion  remaining  undissolved  in  the  flask  is  treated  with, 
warm  acetone,  which  is  passed  through  the  filter,  which  is- ! 
further  washed  with  acetone,  and  the  brownish  residue  is' 
dried  on  a  water-bath  to  constant  temperature  and  weighed. 

Angostura  !  Alkaloids.  -  Troger  and  Runne  con-j 
tribute  a  further  paper  ("Arch,  der  Pharmazie,"  1911.  174); 
to  the  chemistry  of  the  angostura  alkaloids.  They  ha  vet 
carefully  examined  the  alkaloid  cusparein,  extracted  fromjj 
the  amorphous  bases  of  the  bark  by  means  of  warm  pot,ro-| 
leum  ether.  They  find  this  to  form  well-defined  crystallinel 
needles  melting  at  55°-56°,  and  to  have  the  formula! 
G.H.sNOi.  It  contains  two  methoxy  groups,  and  yields  well-N 
defined  crystalline  compounds  useful  for  identification-pur-j 
poses.  The  iodo-methvl  derivative  melts  at  156°.  and  the! 
platino-chloride  at  150°.  The  latter  contains  19.1  per  cent.  I 
of  platinum.  Galipoidin  is  an  alkaloid  which  forms  needlesl 
melting  at  233°,  of  the  formula  CsHisNO,.  It  forms  al 
platinum  salt  melting  with  decomposition  at  158°.  and  con-i 
taining  18.51  per  cent,  of  platinum.  Cusparin  has  been  estal 
blished  to  have  the  formula  (!„,Hi,NO„  The  melting-pointl 
of  this  base  has  been  recorded  in  so  divergent  a  manner  thai* 
the  authors  have  paid  special  attention  to  the  point,  ancB 
they  appear  to  have  established  the  fact  that  it  is  dimorphic II 
one  form  of  crystals  melting  at  89°-90°.  and  the  other  ail 
above  110°.  It  vields  an  interesting  nitro  base  of  the  formukB 
C„H,4N20,  +  H.O,  melting  at  143°.  From  this  body  an  amid* 
compound  can  be  produced  by  reduction  as  well  as  a  lonjB 
series  of  other  interesting  derivatives.

A  Semicircular  Window. 

A  fine  display  of  Wright's  Coal  Tar  Soap  recently  filled 
one  of  the  windows  of  the  handsomely  fronted  pharmacy 

of  Mr.  D.  1.  Evans, 
30  Harbour  Street, 
Ramsgate.  The  win- 
dow is  semicircular 
in  shape,  with  mirror 
on  bottom  and  back. 
The  shelves  are  also 
semicircular  and  al- 
most touch  the  win- 
dow front.  At  the 
bottom  Is.  boxes  of 
soap  are  shown,  with 
a  few  loose  tablets. 
The  centre  showcard 
is  a  white  opal,  with 
green  lettering.  This 
forms  a  neat  centre, 
and  it  is  backed  up 
with  the  large  •dum- 
my box  and  two 
small  showcaxds  at 
the  sides.  In  the 
middle  section  is  a 
centrally  placed  alu- 
minium showcard 
with  a  tablet  of  soap 
in  brown,  which 
looks  very  effective. 
Boxes  of  soap  (some 
open),  and  two  show- 
cards  of  the  shaving-sticks  complete  the  shelf.  The  top 
compartment  is  arranged  with  a  relief  showcard  in  the 
centre  with  boxes  of  soap  to  form  the  semicircle,  a  few 
being  stood  on  end.  At  the  back  is  the  most  beautiful  show- 
card  (in  colours)  of  the  child  in  bath,  "Say  Tar."  The 
feature  of  the  window  is  the  big  area  it  exposes  to  the 
public  for  the  amount  of  space  it  occupies. 

Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney  wrote  to  Mr.  D.  T. 
Evans  :  "  It  is  a  most  effective  display,  and  one  in  which 
we  must  say  far  more  taste  is  shown  than  is  usual  in 
window  displays,  and  there  is  a  neatness  in  the  arrange- 
ment which  is  very  much  more  effective  than  the  stacking 
in  the  window  of  the  boxes  of  Wright's  Coal  Tar  Soap 
as  some  of  our  friends  do." 

An  Edinburgh  Pharmacy. 

For  thirty  years  Messrs.  Baildon  &  Son,  Edinburgh, 
had  their  West-end  branch  at  144a  Princes  Street,  almost 
opposite  the  monument  of  the  late  Dean  Ramsay,  of 
"Scottish  Life  and  Character"  fame.  Lately  they  have 
been  compelled  to  move  and  obtained  suitable  premises  at 
26  Shandwick  Place,  next  door  to  the  Albert  Hall.  We 
reproduce  a  photograph  of  the  frontage  of  the  new  phar- 
macy, which,  it  will  be  6een,  is  of  a  simple  but  effective 
design.  The  business  being  of  a  high-class  dispensing  and 
retail  character,  anything  of  the  nature  of  a  show  of  goods 
in  the  windows  is  debarred.  The  effect  of  this  severe 
simplicity  is  more  beneficial  to  the  business  than  one  would 
imagine.  Doctors  like  it.  The  frontage  is  constructed  of 
light  oak,  but  the  pharmacy  fittings  inside  are  of  mahogany.  ' 
The  whole  of  the  work  was  carried  out  by  a  local  contrac- 
tor. The  Baildon  business  was  established  in  Princes 
Street  in  1821  by  Messrs.  Butler  &  Co.,  of  London  and 
Dublin ;  in  the  early  'thirties  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Craven 
Baildon  succeeded  to  it,  and  in  due  course  he  took  into 
}iartnership  his  son,  the  late  Mr.  H.  Bellyse  Baildon.  In 
1887  the  business  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Robert  Aitken. 
the  present  proprietor,  who  had  for  some  years  been  on 
the  staff  of  Messrs.  John  Bell  &  Co.,  Oxford  Street,  Lon- 
don, W.,  and  returned  to  Edinburgh  to  manage  the  Baildon

Campbell  Aitken,  who  is  also  a  "Bell's"  man  and  has 
charge  of  the  West-end  branch.

Pharmacies  ol  Old  Portsmouth. 


LTHOUGH  Portsmouth  has 
figured  so  frequently  in  great 
events  of  national  history,  prob- 
ably no  attempt  has  ever  been 
made  to  regard  its  own  history 
from  a.  pharmaceutical  stand- 
point. The  old  town,  which  till 
recent  memory  was  secure  with- 
in its  moats  and  fortifications, 
prickles  with  souvenirs  and 
associations  for  the  historian 
and  matter  for  the  guide-book. 
The  parish  church  of  St. 
a  Becket  was  built  in  the  twelfth 
century,  and  its  register  records 
the  marriage  of  Charles  the 
Second,  who,  on  his  return  to 
England,  landed  at  the  bottom 
•of  High  Street :  and  there,  out  in  the  harbour,  lies  at  her 
moorings  the  old  Victory,  as  proud  as  when  she  fought 
at  Trafalgar.  It  is  difficult  now  to  imagine  what  were  the 
i'.enes  by  day  and  by  night  in  the  streets  of  Portsmouth

Mary  Street  (now  Highbury  Street).  Exactly  a  hundred 
years  ago  Edwin  Collins  was  serving  an  apprenticeship  at 
Chichester  in  the  shop  now  occupied  by  Timothy  White 
Company,  the  proprietor  at  that  time  being  Captain  Pratt, 
who,  besides  being  a  druggist,  took  an  active  part  in  found- 
ing the  first  local  Volunteer  Corps,  from  which  he  gained 
his  title.  The  rest  of  the  story,  though  true,  reads  like 
fiction.  In  the  rooms  above  the  shop  lived  an  old  French 
lady,  a  Huguenot  refugee,  with  her  maid.  The  maid  stole 
the  heart  of  Edwin  ;  marriage  followed  in  due  course,  and 
the  old  lady  dying,  left  her  small  fortune  to  the  young 
couple.  Collins  then  came  to  Portsmouth ;  that  was  in  the 
year  of  Waterloo,  and  set  up  in  business  in  Saint  Mary 
Street,  a  few  doors  from  where  John  Pounds,  the  cobbler, 
gained  immortality  for  his  name  as  the  founder  of  Ragged 
Schools. 

Local  residents  remember  Collins  as  a  man  of  strong 
personality,  who  used  to  dress  elaborately,  wore  a  lot  of 
jewellery,  and  smoked  ninepenny  cigars.  Certain  it  is 
that  in  the  twenty-five  years  he  occupied  those  unpreten- 
tious premises  he  accumulated  a  fortune  of  thirty  thousand 
pounds.  When  he  came  from  Chichester  he  brought  with 
him  two  orphan  children,  brother  and  sister,  named  Par- 
sons, the  boy  to  assist  in  the  shop  and  the  girl  in  the  house.

a  hundred  years  or  more  ago.  Sailors  and  soldiers  coming 
home  with  more  money  than  discretion,  had  no  lack  of 
•'pportunity  to  indulge  their  desires,  and  as  they  carried 
side  arms,  quarrels  became  serious  affairs,  and  found  occu- 
)  'at ion  for  the  surgeons  and  apothecaries.  The  shopkeepers 
.vho  the  most  promptly  and  effectually  relieved  these  men 

it  their  earnings  were  perhaps  their  greatest  benefactors. 
In  this  way,  no  doubt,  the  apothecary  anxious  for  a  share, 

cept  open  shop  and  introduced  side  lines,  not  the  least 
profitable  being  the  sale  of  tobacco  and  cigars. 

A  notable  establishment  was  Collins'  shop  at  31  Saint 


So  well  did  the  boy  learn  his  trade  that  eventually  he  became 
proprietor,  and  pensioned  off  his  former  master  with  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  a  year.  Parsons  ran  the  business 
for  about  fifty  years,  and  made  a  large  fortune,  but  in  the 
latter  part  of  his  time  important  changes  in  the  locality 
and  the  effects  of  modern  methods  were  severely  felt,  and 
soon  after  his  death  in  1890  the  business  was  finally  closed. 

The  four  existing  pharmacies  of  Old  Portsmouth  are 
all  situated  on  the  north  side  of  High  Street  and  its 
continuation.  Broad  Street,  which  leads  down  to  the 
Harbour  and  the  Gosport  ferry.    The  first  reached  and  the 
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oldest  is  that  of  Mr.  W.  II .  Saunders.  From  within  and 
without  this  shop  has  a  most  pronounced  old-time 
appearance.  Mr.  Saunders  commenced  a  seven  years 
apprenticeship  here  in  1857  to  an  apothecary  named 
Meg-inson;  but  when  half  his  time  was  served  his  master

died,  but  Mr.  Saunders  remains  at  his  post  till  this  clay. 
Mr.  Saunders  is  a  man  of  many  parts,  antiquarian, 
naturalist,  historian,  and  litterateur.  Besides  having 
deservedly  earned  the  name  of  "  The  Portsmouth  His- 
torian," he  is  curator  of  the  Borough  Museum  close  by, 
which  is  a  splendid  collection. 

Further  down  is  Mr.  Moorshead's  establishment,  which 
this  year  celebrates  its  centenary.  In  honour  of  this 
©vent,  Mr.  Moorshead  is  making  some  alterations  to  the 
premises,  including  new  window  screens,  and  finding  him 
personally  busy  with  stain  and  polish  it  was  natural  to 
conclude  that  the  work  would  be  satisfactorily  carried  out. 
A  set  of  twelve-gallon  carboys  temporarily  removed  from 
the  window  were  the  first  made  by  the  York  Glass  Co.  in 
1854.  Several  well-known  chemists,  including  Mr.  T.  H. 
Cruse,  the  first  President  of  the  Portsmouth  Pharmacists' 
Association,  have  gained  experience  in  this  pharmacy,  and 
some  of  them  may  recognise  with  pleasure  the  scene  of 

their  youth,  as  well  as 
Mr.  Moorshead,  hale 
and  hearty,  at  seventy- 
three,  standing  in  the 
doorway. 

At  No.  84  High 
Street  is  the  "Ports- 
mouth Pharmacy," 
established  in  1787,  and 
carried  on  for  many 
years  previous  to  his 
death  in  1908  by  Mr. 
Holttam,  a  chemist 
well  known  and  much 
respected.  It  has  since 
been  formed  into  a  pri- 
vate company,  the 
directors  being  Miss 
Ida  Holttum  and  Mr, 
Sidney  Parker,  the 
latter  coming  as  assis- 
tant in  1904. 

Near  the  end  of 
Broad  Street  Mr.  H.  H.  Bailey  has  his  pharmacy. 
Both  shop  and  window  are  well  stocked,  and  this 
so  varied  that  one  reflects  how  useful  to  society 
some  chemists  really  are.  The  building  is  very  old  and 
the  interior  strikes  you  as  very  quaint  and  curious.  The 
premises  were  first  devoted  to  the  drug  business  in  1880 
by  Mr.  W.  B.  lownley,  who  died  five  years  later,  and 
Mr.  Bailey  took  over  the  business  in  1885,  coming  from 
Buckhurst  Hill,  in  Essex.  This  shop,  with  others 
adjoining,  is  occasionally  subjected  to  incursions  of  high 
tides,  and  the  pharmacy  fittings  include  a  slide  for  the 
doorway  to  keep  a  dry  floor.  When  these  floods  occur 
Broad  Street  resembles  Venice  (or  Paris),  and  boats  are 
requisitioned  to  take  the  children  to  school  and  to  enable 
people  to  do  their  shopping.  "Very  picturesque,  no 
doubt,"  said  Mr.  Bailey,  "  but  terribly'bad  for  business."

MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 

Salicylate  and  Iron  Mixtures. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Medical  Institution 
Dr.  H.  Drinkwater  demonstrated  a  method  of  dispensing 
sodium  salicylate  with  the  tincture  of  the  perchioride  of 
iron.  He  dissolved  1  drachm  of  the  soda  salt  in  2  oz.  of 
water,  and  added  30  or  40  minims  of  the  tincture  of  iron  and 
l^oz.  of  a.  solution  of  potassium  bicarbonate  of  the  strength 
of  1  drachm  to  1  oz..  and  added  chloroform  water  to  8  oz. 
The  result  was  a  clear,  palatable,  claret-coloured  mixture, 
which  he  had  found  useful  in  rheumatic  sore  throats 
combined  with  anaemia. — B.  M.  •/.    (1911  i/1054.) 

Belladonna  Plaster  for  Bee-stings. 

Me,  Frank  H.  Perrycoste.  of  Polperro.  Cornwall, 
writes  to  "  Nature  "  stating  that  he  finds  the  application  of 
belladonna  plaster  remarkably  efficacious  in  the  treatment 
of  bee-stings,  the  swelling  and  irritation  being  much 
reduced.    He  acids  : 

In  the  summer  time  my  children  run  about  the  garden 
barefooted,  and  not  unf requently  they  step  upon  a  bee  and 
get  stung.  At  once  there  is  a  shout  for  •belladonna.'  _  It 
is  put  on,  and  we  never  hear  another  word  about  the  sting. 
I  have  also  found  belladonna  give  groat  relief  from  a  wasp 
sting.  I  should  be  very  glad  to  hear  the  result  if  anyone 
living  in  a  '  mosquito  '-ridden  part  of  the  country  would  try 
the  experiment  of  applying  belladonna  to  mosquito-bites.  It 
might  well  be  quite  useless,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  might 
serve." 

We  should  think  that  a  little  belladonna  liniment  would 
be  as  efficacious',  and,  better  still,  collodion  in  which  the 
spirit  is  replaced  by  linimentum  belladonnas.

The  speaking  from  begin- 
ning to  end  was  exception- 
ally brilliant  and  varied. 
The  Chairman  gave  the  key- 
note in  his  speech  on  "  Ther 
King,"  as  he  recalled  per- 
sonal associations  with  the- 
Sovereign  ;  and  his  remarks 
on  the  second  toast  made- 
an  opening  for  the  wonder- 
ful oratory  of  Mr.  Griffith, 
who  is  famed  in  two  hemi- 
spheres for  his  after-dinner 
speaking.  On  this  occasiois 
he  did  not  disappoint  those- 
who  had  heard  him  before — 
indeed,  he  delighted  all  by 
his  fine  phrasing  of  tho 
higher  feelings  and  the  raciness  of  his  humorous 
passages.  In  giving  the  toast  of  "  The  Guest "  Mr. 
Robinson  mentioned  that  the  American  Ambassador,  Si? 
Thomas  Barclay,  Mr.  David  Howard,  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells, 
Mr.  Hagon,  Mr.  W.  Kirby,  and  Mr.  Boa  would  have  been- 
present  had  not  exceptional  circumstances  kept  them  away, 
and  he  read  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Boa  and  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Kirkby,  the  latter  containing  a  sentiment  which  the 
Chairman  elaborated— the  fraternity  between  the  Britishs 
and  American  peoples.  This.  Mr.  Robinson  said,  had  been- 
materialised  in  pharmaceutical  matters  by  Mr.  Fairchild,. 
to  whose  devotion  to  educational  progress  he  paid  tribute. 
He  also  spoke  of  Mr.  Fairchild's  pharmaceutical  career, 
and  the  high  position  he  now  holds  in  the  finance  and  politico 
of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Fairchild  acknowledged  the 
toast  in  a  few  sentences  which  testified  to  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  honour  done  to  him.  and  stated  that  the 
scholarship  and  prizes  associated  with  his  name  are  merely 
a  slight  recognition  of  his  desire  to  be  identified  with  the 
educational  work  which  is  necessary  if  young  pharmacists 
are  to  do  well  in  the  business.    From  experience  he  knew 
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the  difficulties  of  the  earlier  years,  and  his  connection  with 
the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy  had  proved  to  him 
v  advantageous  it  is  to  students' to  be  well  grounded 
'before  they  enter  upon  regulated  courses  of  training. 

Sir  Edward  Evans  next  gave  "  Pharmacy,  root  and 
■branch;  may  it  flourish  for  ever!"'  a  city  and  Masonic 
phrasing  which  he  turned  to  good  account'  by  telling  the 
•company  that  Mr.  Harrington  wag  to  reply  for  pharmacy, 
while  Mr.  Umney  would  speak  about  the  roots  (otherwise 
The  commercial  side),  and  Professor  Crossley  for  the 
(branches— the  educational  part  without  whose  healthy 
verdure  the  Tree  of  Pharmacy  cannot  flourish.  Sir 
Edward  considered  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
"history  had  demonstrated  the  advantages  of  progressive 
and  thorough  education.  He  added  that  practical  know- 
ledge of  business  methods  must  go  along  with  scientific 
"knowledge  for  success,  whether  it  be  in  the  retail  or  in  the 
wholesale,  and  instanced  the  Vice-Chairman  as  an  example 
of  the  truth  of  his  remark. 

In  his  reply  Mr.  Harrington  thanked  Sir  Edward  Evans 
for  his  remarks  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  work  in 
vche  cause  of  education,  and  conv-ey&tto  Mr.  Fairchild  its 
appreciation  of  the  service  whic'hTjie  has  done  by  the 
scholarship  scheme.  , 

Mr.  U  mney  followed  in  a  sparkling  speech,  testi- 
fying to  the  correctness  of  some  of  Sir  Edward's 
.remarks  regarding  the  relations  between  the  retail 
■and  wholesale  sections  of  pharmacv,  and,  speaking 
lor  the  latter,  called  attention  to  the  i'act  that  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  for  the  revision  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia is  largely  composed  of  men  who  are  identified 
with  the  manufacturing  side  of  the  craft,  who  are  working, 
lly  to  make  the  next  B.P.  worthy  of  British  pharmacy. 
He  was  doubtful  about  the  remunerative  nature  of  pure 
pharmacy;  looking  round  the  table  he  saw  some  who  had 
■to  seek  fortune  in  specialising — in  lime-juice,  maybe,  or 
<in  digestive  ferments  ;  a  luscious  fruit  laxative  had  tempted 
another,  and  he  had  even  heard  of  soap  being  used  to 
supplement  pharmaceutical  endeavours. 

These  sallies  prepared  the  way  for  Dr.  Crossley, 
whose  theme  was  pharmaceutical  education,  and  he 
said  many  interesting.-  things,  but  it  turned  out 
latel-  that  the  peroration  was  the  business  end 
pf  his  speech.  After-sketching  his  ideal  course  of  training 
in  pharmacy  (which  was  W  the  medical  curriculum  lines), 
he  said  that  one  thing  lacking  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
as  a  post-graduate  course  i  for  Major  students.  They 
have  the  privilege  of  staying  on  in  the' laboratory  after 
passing  the  examination,  but  that  is>  not  enough.  He 
.iskcd  manufacturers  to  follow  Mr.  Fairchild's  example  by 
'helping  to  establish  a  course  of,  lectures  in  advanced 
pharmacy  at  the  school  by  some  distinguished  man, 
oi  to  take  the  Major  students  into  their  laboratories  for 
"three  months  or  so  to  let  them  see  what  manufactur- 
ing really  is. 

After  the  dinner  Mr.  Fairchild  had  a  chat  with  Dr. 
Crossley.  and  desired  to  provide  the  means  (507.)  for  a 
■course  of  ten  lectures  in  advanced  pharmacy  to  be  given 
at  the  Square.  We  shall  hear  more  of  this  later  when 
the  details  are  worked  out.  hut  it  is  apparent  that  this 
gift  will  do  for  Major  men  what  the  scholarship  scheme  is 
doing  for  students. 

The  toast  of  "  Chemical  Industry  "  was  given  by  Mr.  Peck 
in  excellent  style,  and  Mr.  Reid,  in  his  reply,  made  a 
fascinating  speech,  in  which  the  romance  of  chemical 
industry  was  told  in  historic  episodes  and  present-day 
instances  of  how  chemists  have  been  called  in  to  solve 
great  national  difficulties.  So  well  was  this  speech  received 
That  when  Mr.  Winfrey  rose  to  propose  the  Chairman's 
health,  he  said  that  it  alone  was  worth  coming  to  listen 
co:  which  was  saying  much,  he  added,  because  he  had 
rarely  since  he  became  connected  with  pharmacy  fcrty 
ye-ars  ago  been  present  at  a  dimier  so  representative  of  all 
sections  of  pharmacy  at  which  the  oratory  was  on  so  high 
a  level  and  so  original.  "  For  all  this  we  have  to  thank 
Mr.  Robinson."  he  concluded,  "who  has  brought  us 
together."  The  Chairman  briefly  acknowledged  the  t^ast, 
■expressing  his  pleasure  that  the  evening  had  been  so 
■  ssful,  and  thanked  the  Vice-Chairman  and  the  Hon. 
Sei  retary  for  their  help  in  making  the  arrangements. 


Chemical  Engineering. 


THE  idea  of  a  Chemical  Engineering  and  Industries  Ex- 
hibition was  conceived  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Bridges,  and  in 
the  first  instance  was  associated  with  a  general  engineering 
exhibition,  but  had  to  be  split  off  from  it,  the  space  of 
Olympia  being  required  last  year  for  exhibits  unconnected 
with  chemical  industry.  The  offshoot  was  then  taken 
charge  of  by  committees  in  London  and  the  provinces, 
Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,  being  Chairman  of  the  Honorary  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, and  Professor  Meldola  is  President  of  the  Exhibition. 
With  such  an  influential  organisation  the  exhibits  brought 
together  in  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  London,  N., 
are  somewhat  disappointing  as  to  number,  but  not  so  as 
regards  interest  and  quality.  The  Exhibition  was  formally 
opened  on  Saturday,  May  13,  by  the  Earl  of  Denbigh. 
M.V.O..  at  12.30  p.m.  A  large  company  of  chemists  and 
others  connected  with  chemical  engineering  and  industry 
met  to  receive  his  Lordship,  including 'Professor  Meldola. 
Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  Sir  David  Gill,  Sir  T.  Edward 
Thorpe,  Sir  Boverton  Redwood,  Sir  Gerard  Muntz,  Pro- 
fessor G.  G.  Henderson,  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  Mr.  T.  Tyrer, 
Dr.  A.  W.  Crosslev,  Professor  Greenish,  Mr.  Edmund 
White,  Mr.  Peter  White,  Mr.  J.  F.  Fuerst,  Mr.  Julian 
Baker,  Dr.  G.  T.  Beilby,  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Keane,  and  Mr. 
Jago.  After  making  the  round  of  the  Exhibition,  the  com- 
pany gathered  at  the  platform  at  the  west  end  of  the  hall, 
and  Lord  Denbigh  declared  the  Exhibition  open.  He 
mentioned  that  it  is  the  first  of  the  kind  to  be  held  in  this 
country,  although  such  exhibitions  have  often  been  held 
in  Germany,  and  have  proved  to  be  beneficial  to  chemical 
industry.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  his  Lordship 
on  the  motion  of  Professor  Meldola,  seconded  by  Mr.  Reid, 
and  after  a  photograph  of  the  company  had  been  taken, 
most  of  those  present  adjourned  to  the  luncheon  hall,  where 
a  cold  collation  was  served.  After  the  toast  of  "The 
King,"  "  Success  to  the  Chemical  Engineering  and  Indus- 
tries Exhibition  "  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Beilby  and  replied 
to  by  Mr.  Reid.  The  next  toast  was  "The  Modern  Stu- 
dent of  Applied  Chemistry,"  given  by  Sir  T.  Edward 
Thorpe,  whose  speech  revealed  the  fact  that  at  the  Imperial 
College  of  Science  and  Technology  they  are  not  yet  quite 
sure  what  the  nature  of  the  future  curriculum  for  technical 
chemists  is  to  be.  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Keane,  Principal  of  the  Sir 
John  Cass  Institute,  replied;  then  "The  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry"  was  given  by  the  Earl  of  Denbigh,, 
who,  in  a  racy  speech,  dealt  with  the  desirability  of  making 
a  start  in  the  production  of  beet  sugar  in  this  country, 
suggesting  that  in  the  first  instance  we  might  attempt 
to  make  beet  syrup.  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  acknowledged 
this  toast,  after  which  "  Allied  Industries  "  was  given  by 
Professor  Henderson,  and  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Alexander 
Siemens  ;  then  the  health  of  the  Chairman  was  drunk  on 
the  proposal  of  Sir  David  Gill. 

The  Exhibits 

are  mostly  of  a  nature  that  appeals  to  manufacturers,  and 
our  notes  in  regard  to  them  are  intended  to  give 
the  points  that  our  readers  may  take  and  follow  up  as 
occasion  requires.

Bailey  &  Co.,  Ltd. — An  exhibit  of  vacuum-pumps, 
acid-pumps,  and  allied  apparatus. 

J.  J.  Beer. — "Buhler's"  quick-drying  apparatus — a  most 
imposing  plant,  reaching  up  to  about  50  ft.,  for  drying  non- 
volatile salts  of  various  kinds  as  they  come  out  of  the  centri- 
fuge. The  material  is  fed  through  a  hopper  and  is  carried 
by  a  current  of  hot  air  to  the  top  of  a  flue  and  down  again, 
being  delivered  within  ten  seconds  perfectly  dry.

E.  Beeffit  &  Co.,  Ltd. — A  case  exhibit  of  bo'ttl^s  and  other 
glass  goods,  comprising  every  kind  of  requisite  for  chemical 
industries  and  chemical  merchants. 

Brown  &  Son. "Copper  apparatus  for  chemical  labora- 
tories. Bird's  spirit-marc  still  is  the  largest  example  ex- 
hibited^   Balances,  and. vyeights  are  also  shown. 

CA&fcic,'  Ltd. — This  company  makes  calcium  carbide  into 
tablets  and  bricks,  which  are  better  for  acetylene  production 
than  the  untreated  carbide,  and  it  leaves  no  nasty  .sludge.

Painless  Extraction. 

To  make  the  first  insertion  of  needle  in  tissue  painless, 
place  the  point  under  the  free  margin  of  the  gum:  pi 
the  finger  on  the  tissue  over  the  needle  to  constrict  it.  and 
force  in  a  small  amount  of  local  anaesthetic.  By  injecting 
both  lingually  and  labially  (or  buccally)  and  massaging 
with  thumb  and  forefinger  toward  the  apex,  then  repeating 
about  twice,  allowing  fifteen  minutes  for  the  above  opera- 
tion, the  tooth  may  be  extracted  by  a  careful  side-to-sid& 
or  rotating  motion  without  pulling  and  absolutely  painless. 
So  says  Mr.  H.  Acton  Roan  in  "  Dental  Review." 

Pyramidon  in  Dental  Pain. 

The  "  Bulletin  General  de  Therapeutique  "  refers  in 
high  terms  to  the  value  of  pyramidon  as  a  dental  medica- 
ment. Pain  due  to  the  introduction  of  arsenical  paste 
into  a  tooth  is  relieved  by  the  administration  of  from 
5  to  8  grains  as  soon  as  pain  is  felt.  The  pain  following 
extraction  of  a  tooth  is  eased  by  8  grains  of  pyramidon 
given  ten  minutes  after  the  operation.  In  periostitis  and 
neuralgia  the  drug  is  equally  useful.  The  patient  should 
lie  down  on  taking  pyramidon  and  remain  in  that  posit:  in 
until  the  pain  is  relieved.  It  is  believed  that  the  drug 
is  perfectly  safe  as  so  far  no  ill  effects  or  idiosyncrasies 
have  been  encountered. 
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A  Wellington  Letter. 

THE  facsimile  letter  given  herewith  from  the  Duke  of 
Wellington    to    the    Secretary    at    War,  Viscount 
Palmerston,  dated  Celorico,  in  Portugal,  June  20,  1810, 
■will  interest  modern  pharmacists.    Wellington  was  a  great 
letter-writer.    Eight  volumes  of  his  letters,  all  expressed 
in  courteous,  manly  language,  exist.    Even  the  one  under 
notice,  dealing  with  commonplace  drugs,  has  a  charm  of 
ats  own.    We  gather  from  the  "  Instructions  to  Regimental 
Surgeons,"  published  some  two  years  prior  to  the  date  of 
this  letter,  some  idea  of  the  drugs  which  were  used  in  the 
British  Army  at  the  time  of  the  Peninsular  War.  Their 
nomenclature  seems  quaint  when  compared  with  that  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  of  to-day.     A  surgeon  attached  to  each 
-regiment  was  supplied  with  a  regimental  medicine-chest 
-containing  drugs  and  dressings  contrasting  curiously  with 
those  supplied  to  field  ambulances  and  units  of  the  modern 
;army.    There  was  no  pack  equipment  corresponding  to  the 
.field    medical  and 
surgical  panniers 
of    to-day.  The 
following  are  some 
examples    of  the 
drugs   contained  in 
Wellington's  medi- 
cine -  chest  :  Acid 
vitriolic,  aerug  aeris 
jp  u  1  v  .  ,  aqua 
lytharg.       acetat. , 
flor.  chamom.  pulv. , 
kali.     ppt. ,  nitri 
.purificat,   succ.  in- 
spissat,  circutse, 
•ung.    psoric,  linen 
(rollers,    a  glyster 
and  pipes,  a  pewter 
"■bleeding  porringer, 
and  horn  cups.  It 
will  be  noticed  that 
chloroform,  ether, 
cocaine,  morphia, 
■  carbolic   acid,  and 
quinine  were  not  in 
the  list ;   they  had 
yet  to  be  added  to 
materia  medica. 
'There     were  no 
serums,    or  hypo- 
dermic syringes,  or 
sterilisers,  or  anti- 
septic dressings  ;  no 
.aseptic  operation- 
tables,  compressed 
drugs,      or  com- 
pressed dressings, 
•or     the  hundred 
and    one  pharma- 
ceutical prepara- 
tions   which  now 
are   sent   to   general  hospitals    in   the  field, 
■one    hundredweight    of    dressings    are  now 
unodern    field   surgery   where   one   pound  was 
Wellington's  day.    X-rays  were,  of  course,  an 
mnknown  quantity,  and  the  long  list  of  ooal-tar  derivatives, 
from  antipyrin  to  hexamethylenetetramine,  were  undis- 
covered.   A  regimental  surgeon  was  "  expected  to  confine 
his  practice  "  to  the  druge  in  the  medicine-chest,  or  to 
"provide   extra  medicines  a.t  his  own   expense."  He, 
further,  was  required  to  purchase  and  keep  up  at  his  own 
•expense  a  surgical-instrument  case  of  regulation  pattern, 
whereas  now  a  liberal  War  Office  supplies  a  perfect  collec- 
•tion  of  elaborate  up-to-date  instruments  for  operations,  as 
•well  as  modern  microscopes  with ^5  in.  objectives,  and  dark- 
ground  illumination  for  bacteriological  diagnosis,  and  appa- 
ratus for  pathological  work  and  sanitary  research  in  the 
field.    The  Army  diet  tables  for  invalids  at  the  beginning 
of  the  last  century  furnish  quaint  reading  :  "  When  wine 
is  indispensably  necessary  it  should  be  given  as  long  as  the 
crrgeney  exists,  but  no  longer,  and  porter  or  good  beer

should,  whenever  the  case  will  admit,  be  substituted  for 
wine.  When  beer  is  judged  necessary,  the  expence  [sic)  is 
not  to  exceed  one  penny  per  man  per  day." 

A  "  full  "  invalid  diet  consisted  of  :  Breakfast — 1  pint 
milk,  porridge,  or  rice  gruel.  Dinner — f  lb.  meat,  1  lb. 
bread.  Supper — 1  pint  broth  made,  from  the  meat.  It 
sounds  a  pretty  "  full  "  diet  for  an  invalid. 

Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  landed  his  troops  in  Portugal  in 
1808,  and  in  August  gained  the  victory  of  Vimeira,  after- 
wards signing  an  armistice  following  the  Convention  of 
Cintra.  Wellesley  came  home  to  defend  his  conduct  in 
approving  of  the  armistice,  Sir  John  Moore  being  in  charge 
of  the  army,  which  at  that  time  was  advancing  into  Spain. 
Things  went  badly  in  the  Peninsula  owing  to  the  masses 
of  French  troops  that  Napoleon  was  able  to  pour  into  the 
country,  and  the  Portuguese  Regency  in  1809  asked  for  a 
British  officer  to  organise  and  command  their  troops. 
Beresford  was  sent  out,  but  was  superseded  by  Wellesley, 
who  landed  at  Lisbon  on  April  22,  1809.  Then  followed 
the  victory  of  Oporto,  the  advance  into  Spain,  and  the  rout 

of      the  French 
Army  at  Talavera. 
<2  *  It  was  for  these 

/<2C^  two  victories  that 
^    ~  Wellesley  was 

raised  to  the  peer- 
age as  Baron 
Douro  of  Wellesley 
and  Viscount  Wel- 
lington of  Tala- 
vera, receiving  an 
annuity  of  2,000/. 
and  the  thanks  of 
Parliament  i  n 
February  1810. 
Then  followed  a 
period  of  despon- 
dency regarding 
the  ability  of  the 
British  troops  to 
retain  its  position 
in  Portugal,  but 
Wellington  never 
despaired,  and,  as 
his  letter  shows, 
he  was  maintain- 
ing the  medical 
supplies  for  his 
army.  The  diffi- 
culties were  caused 
by  the  want  of 
exact  knowledge 
as  to  Napoleon's 
intentions,  but 
although  the 
French  sent  large 
numbers  of  troops, 
;;s  history  shows, 
these  were  un- 
availing. Much 
fighting  took  place 

before  eventually,  on  the  abdication  of  Napoleon,  a  con- 
vention was  signed  on  April  18,  1814,  by  which  hostilities 
ceased.  Wellington  had  granted  to  him  huge  sums  of 
money,  and  further  honours  were  showered  upon  him,  his 
dukedom  being  conferred  at  this  time.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  soon  afterwards  Napoleon  again  became  trouble- 
some, and  his  power  was  only  eventually  broken  by  the 
celebrated  battle  of  Waterloo. 

African  Kola. — The  total  quantity  of  kola  nuts  imported 
in  the  colony  of  Gambia  for  the  year  1910  amounted  to 
1,112,565  lb., 'as  against  798,573  lb.  in  1909.  Syrian  traders 
have  for  the  past  few  years  been  interesting  themselves  largely 
in  the  kola-nut  trade,  and  the  product  has  a  prominent  posi- 
tion in  the  colony.  It  is  an  indispensable  article  in  the  trade 
of  the  colony,  and  among  the  uncivilised  aborigines  of  the 
hinterland  would  appear  to  be  regarded  almost  as  a  fetish. 
It  figures  in  all  their  religious  rites,  ceremonies,  and  festivals. 
It  is  regarded  as  a  sacred  fruit,  and  no  native  would  invoke 
a  blessing  from  his  particular  deity  without  an  offering  of 
kola.

TTHE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
_L     Britain  at  the  meeting  on  May  3  elected  six  dis- 
tinguished scientists  as  honorary  members  of  the  Society, 
.-and  we  have  pleasure  in  giving  portraits  of  them. 


Professor  Walter  Ernest  Dixon  F.R.S.,  M.A.Cantab., 
.M.D.,  B.Sc,  etc.,  is  one  of  the  younger  generation  of 
.British  pharmacologists  who  are  upsetting  old  ideas  in 
regard  to  the  action  of  medicines.  Dr.  Dixon  is  the 
.youngest  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Bland  Dixon  of  Dar- 
lington, and  he  was  educated  in  that  town  and  at  Dulwich 
■College.  He  entered  the  Medical  School  at  St.  Thomas's 
Hospital  with  the  first  Entrance  Scholarship  in  1890,  and 
in  the  following  year  passed  the  B.Sc.  examination  of  the 


Dr.  Prain. 


London  University.  He  took  the  qualifications  of  the 
Royal  Colleges  in  1895,  and  M.B.,  B.S.  of  London  in  1896. 
Two  years  later  he  obtained  his  doctorate  degree.  Dr. 
Dixon  is  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacology 
at  King's  College,  London,  and  University  Lecturer  on 
Pharmacology  at  Cambridge.  He  is  the  author  of  a 
manual  on  pharmacology,  and  was  responsible  for  the 
jpharmacology  observations  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
iCodex. 

Professor  Adolf  Engler,  director  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
'Gardens  and  Museums  at  Dahlem,  Berlin,  was  born  on 
March  25,  1844,  in  Sagan,  Silesia,  and  graduated  as  Doctor 
•of  Philosophy  at  the  University  of  Breslau  in  1866.  After 
'teaching  at  the  Gymnasium  at  Breslau  he  was  in  1871  ap- 
pointed curator  of  the  Botanical  State  Institute  in  Munich, 
and  Professor  of  Botany  at  the  Kiel  University,  and  since 
1889  has  been  Professor  of  Systematic  Botany  at  Berlin 
University,  with  which  his  directorate  is  associated  He 
ds  a  distinguished  botanist,  and  his  position  as  such  has 
heen   recognised    the   world   over,    he  having  received 


honorary  degrees  from  the  leading  Universities  includng 
the  University  of  Cambridge. . 

Professor  Percy  Faraday  Frankland,  Ph.D.,  F.R.S.,  etc., 
was  born  in  London  on  October  3,  1858,  being  the  second 
son  of  the  late  Sir  Edward  Frankland,  K.C.B...  F.R.S.,  and 
was  educated  at  University  College  School,  after  which  he 
proceeded  to  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  and  to  Wurzburg 
University,  where  he  received  his  scientific  education.  He 
returned  to  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  in  1880  as  Demon- 
strator and  Lecturer  on  Chemistry,  and  in  1888  he  was  ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Chemistry  in  University  College, 
Dundee,  which  he  left  in  1894  to  succeed  Sir  William  Tilden 
as  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  Mason  College,  Birmingham. 
Professor  Frankland  was  President  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  in  1906,  and  has  recently  succeeded  Piolessor 
Dixon  as  President  of  the  Chemical  Society.  He  was  at 
one  time  an  examiner  in  Chemistry  to  the  Pharmaceutical

Society.  He  is  one  of  the  foremost  of  British  chemists,  and 
has  made  a  special  study  of  the  bacteriology  of  water 
supplies,  in  which  work  he  has  been  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Frankland,  who  is  a  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  Joseph 
Toynbee,  F.R.S. 

M.  Eugene  Leger,  of  Paris,  is  one  of  France's  most 
distinguished  pharmaciens.  For  many  years  he  was 
chief  Pharmacist  of  the  Beaujon  Hospital,  Paris, 
and  since  January  1,  1911,  has  held  the  same  position  in 
the  St.  Louis  Hospital,  40  rue  Bichat,  Paris.  M.  Leger 
is' a  gifted  investigator,  and  is  a  leading  member  of  the 
Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. 

Lieut.-Col.  David  Prain,  I.M.S.,  CLE.,  F.R.S. ,  M.B., 
etc.,  is  a  native  of  Fettercairn,  and  was  educated  at  the 
parish  school  there,  whence  he  proceeded  to  the  Grammar 
School  of  Aberdeen,  and  the  University,  where  he  duly 
graduated  as  M.A.  He  then  joined  the  staff  of  Ramsgate 
College  in  1878,  and  remained  there  as  a  master  until  1880, 
when  he  returned  to  Aberdeen  in  order  to  study  medicine, 
taking  part  of  the  curriculum  there  and  part  at  the  Edin-

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burgh  University.  In  1882-83  he  was  Demonstrator  in 
Anatomy  at  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh, 
and  held  a  similar  position  at  the  Aberdeen  University  in 
1883-84.  He  graduated  as  M.B.  at  Aberdeen  in  1883, 
and  in  the  same  year  became  a  Licentiate  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh.  He  entered  the  Indian 
Medical  Service  in  1884  and  became  Curator  of  Calcutta 
Herbarium  in  1887,  and  Professor  of  Botany  at  the 
Medical  College  of  that  city  in  1895;  while  in  1898  he  was 
promoted  to  be  Director  of  the  Botanical  Survey  of  India, 
and  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Garden,  Cal- 
cutta, in  succession  to  Sir  George  King.  He  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Sir  W.  Thiselton  Dyer  as  Director 
of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  in  1905.  and  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  in  the  same  year. 
'  The  sixth  gentleman  to  be  elected  is  Dr.  Ludwig  liadl- 
kofer,  who  is  Professor  of  Botany  at  Munich  University. 
Thus  three  distinguished  botanists  are  included  in  the 
six — a  somewhat  unusual  proportion. 


Chemists'  Dental  Society. 


THE  adjourned  inaugural  meeting  was  held  at  the  offices 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  42  Cannon  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  on  May  11.  The  following  were  among 
those  present  :  Mr.  E.  Brownbill  (Leeds),  Mr.  Sidney- 
Davis  (Chesham),  Mr.  J.  F.  Dickenson  (Mansfield),  Mr. 
W.  F.  Fuge  (High  Wycombe),  Mr.  Benson  Harries  (New- 
port, Mon.),  Mr.  A.  Lander  (Canterbury),  Mr.  W.  Meakin 
(Nottingham),  Hon,  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  Miller  (Victoria 
Park  Road,  E.),  Mr.  Kenneth  Nixon  (Hinckley),  Mr.  W. 
Payne  (Hitchin),  Mr.  J.  W.  Roberts  (Tavistock  Square, 
W.C.),  .Mr.  J.  H.  Tasker  (Fulham),  Mr.  S.  H.  Tottle 
(Liscard),  and  Mr.  R.  Wood  (Waltham  Abbey).  Mr. 
Dickenson  proposed  and  Mr.  Brownbill  seconded  that 
Mr.  S.  W.  Woolley,  Hon.  Treasurer  pro  tern,,  be  chair- 
man, which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Statement  by  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

Mr.  Woolley  opened  the  proceedings  by  calling  on  Mr. 
Meakin,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  to  make  a  statement  regarding 
the  progress  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Meakin  recalled  the  meeting  held  last  September,  at 
which  it  was  resolved  to  form  the  Society,  since  when  the 
list  of  members  has  grown  slowly,  and  subscriptions 
amounting  to  751.  12  s.  have  been  received.  The  date  of 
the  adjourned  meeting  was  postponed  for  various  reasons, 
the  principal  one  being  that  owing  to  the  dissolution  of 
Parliament  the  chances  of  dental  legislation  were  remote. 
It  seems  also,  that  on  account  of  the  great  and  far-reaching- 
schemes  before  Parliament,  that  very  little  opportunity  will 
be  afforded  for  the  British  Dental  Association's  Bill  to  be- 
come effective.  This,  however,  affords  chemists  an  oppor- 
tunity of  building  up  a  Dental  Society  ready  for  serious 
work.  There  is  plenty  of  work  before  the  Society,  and  al- 
though the  object  of  that  meeting  was  primarily  the  ap- 
proval of  the  objects  and  rules,  he  would  be  pleased  to 
receive  suggestions  for  the  future  work  of  the  Society.  A 
scheme  of  insurance  against  legal  actions  would  be  wel- 
comed by  chemists.  It  is  important  that  the  membership 
should  be  as  large  as  possible,  and  he  hoped  that  those 
who  have  already  joined  would  act  as  recruiting  offkers 
for  fresh  members. 

Approval  of  Objects  and  Rules. 

The  Chairman  then  submitted  the  objects  and  rules  of 
the  Society  as  finally  passed  by  the  committee  appointed 
at  the  last  meeting.  Type-written  copies  of  the  draft  rules 
had  been  sent  to  the  members  of  the  committee  and  their 
suggestions  noted.  In  this  way  much  valuable  information 
had  been  obtained,  and  many  of  the  suggestions  had  been 
utilised.  Mr.  F.  Butterfield,  of  the  Incorporated  Society 
of  Extractors  and  Adaptors  of  Teeth,  had  also  sent  the 
Secretary  several  suggestions,  which  were  found  of  great 
use  to  the  committee.  The  Chairman  then  explained  the 
rules  seriatim,  noting  the  criticisms  that  had  been  received, 
and  giving  the  reason  for  the  decisions  arrived  at.  The 
principal  changes  in  the  draft  rules  were  in  regard  to  the 
subscription,  which  was  fixed  at  7s.  6i/.  per  annum,  and 
all  chemists  who  perform  dental  operations — even  although 


they  only  extract  teeth — are  eligible  for  membership.  The 
interests  of  such  chemists  are  threatened  quite  as  much 
as  are  those  of  chemists  who  adapt  teeth.  The  members 
who  paid  1?.  Is.  before  April  are  to  be  designated' 
"Founders,"  and  will  not  be  called  upon  for  further  sub- 
scriptions until  1913.  Power  is  given  to  the  Council  t<>. 
open  a.  defence  fund.  The  Chairman  answered  various 
questions  from  those  present,  and  concluded  by  reading  a. 
letter  from  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
calling  attention  to  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  and  the 
possibility  that  chemists  may  find  their  dental  rights 
jeopardised. 

Mr.  Tasker  moved  the  adoption  of  the  objects  and  rules 
as  printed,  and  .Mr.  Payne  seconded,  the  motion  being 
agreed  to  nem.  con. 

Election  of  Council. 

The  Chairman  said  that  a  list  of  fourteen  members  who 
had  signified  their  willingness  to  serve,  if  elected,  had 
been  prepared.  The  names  were  read  out,  and  on  the 
proposition  of  Mr.  Davis,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wood,  the-

Recommendations. 

The  Chairman  then  invited  suggestions  for  the  future 
work  of  the  Society,  which,  it  was  stated,  would  be 
placed  before  the  Council  as  recommendations  from  the 
meeting.  These  had  reference  to  the  institution  of  a. 
legal  insurance  scheme,  methods  of  increasing  the  member- 
ship, the  issue  of  certificates,  formation  of  a  library,  ad- 
mission of  unqualified  assistants,  the  provision  of  clerical 
assistance  for  the  Secretary,  and  methods  of  organising 
defence  in  case  the  rights  of  the  members  are  attacked. 
The  hope  was  expressed  that  the  membership  would 
increase  rapidly,  so  as  to  make  the  Society  representative 
of  all  chemists  who  perform  dental  work. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  votes  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  for  their  services  in 
drafting  the  rules  and  conducting  the  meeting. 


CANADIAN  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Dominion  Medical  Council. — The  Canada  Medical  Act. 
which  establishes  a  Dominion  Medical  Council,  and  pro- 
vides that  a  physician  of  one  province  may  practise  in 
another,  finally  passed  the  Senate  at  Ottawa  on  April  25. 
It  will  not  become  effective  until  adopted  by  the  Provincial 
Legislature. 

Pharmacy  Examinations. — At  the  April  Preliminary 
examination  held  in  Montreal  and  Quebec  twenty-five 
candidates  presented  themselves  and  thirteen  passed.  The* 
Major  and  Minor  examinations  were  held  from  April  24 
tn  28.  Twenty-three  Major  candidates  were  examined  and 
twelve  passed,  Mr.  Jos  M.  Loranger  being  gold-medallist. 
Of  thirty  Minor  candidates,  twenty  passed. 


The  imports  of  drugs,  paints,  and  chemicals  into  Amster- 
dam during  1910  amounted  to  106,867  tons,  against  144.151  ton.- 
in  19C9  and  88,723  tons  in  1908  :  the  exports  of  similar  goods  in 
1910  amounted  to  74,488  tons,  against  82,510  tons  in  1909. 

A  Reviewer  in  an  important  medical  journal  refers  to  "  the

FOR  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  permanent  interests 
and  increasing  the  respectability  of  chemists  and 
•druggists,  an  Association  "  was  formed  at  the  Crown  and 
Anchor  Tavern  in  the  Strand,  London,  on  April  15,  1841, 
and  the  title  given  to  it  was  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain."  In  the  same  tavern  on  May  17,  1842, 
the  first  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held,  Mr. 
William  Allen,  F.R.S.,  the  President,  being  in  the  chair. 
It  is  the  latter  rather  than  the  former  event  which  has  been 
■commemorated  this  week  on  the  occasion  of  the  seventieth 
annual    meeting    of  the 

Society,    and    the    special       ]   —  —  

form  which  the  commemo- 
ration has  taken  was  a  din- 
ner given  in  the  Holborn 
Restaurant  by  the  Phar- 
macy Club.  Last  year  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  and 
their  friends  was  dropped 
because,  it  is  understood, 
so  very  few  retail  pharma- 
cists outside  official  circles 
supported  the  dinner,  the 
company  consisting  chiefly 
of  official  members,  guests, 
and  gentlemen  in  the  City 
connected  with  manufac- 
turing and  wholesale  inter- 
ests.

W  e  have  had  the  curiosity  to  look  back  upon  the  anniver-

T.    N.    R.    Morson),   the   Vice-President,  and  Council

from  May  17  to  19.  The 
Jubilee  year,  1891,  was  a 
great  occasion.  There  still 
lived,  active  in  pharmacy's 
ranks,  men  who  had  pro- 
phesied in  the  early  days  of 
the  "  Association -that  it- 
would  not  live  long;  men, 
too,  who  had  worked 
against  these  false  pro- 
phets. There  was  at  the 
head  of  the  Society  its 
ablest  pi-otagonist  since 
Jacob  Bell's  day — Mr. 
Michael  Carteighe  was  the 
President.  On  Tuesday 
evening,  May  26,  a  recep- 
tion was  held  at  17 
Blocmsbury  Square,  which 
was  attended  by  many 
foreign  and  provincial  dele- 
gates and  by  representa- 
tives of  medical  and  scien- 
tific bodies.  The  Jubilee 
dinner  was  given  in  the 
Criterion  Restaurant  cn  the 
following  evening,  and  was 
notable  for  speeches  in 
French  and  German,  as 
well  as  in  English.  The 
diamond  jubilee  was  cele- 
brated in  the  Hotel  Metro- 
pole  on  Tuesday,  May  21. 
1901,  when  Mr.  C*  B. 
Allen,  the  Vice-President,  gave  a  foretaste  of  his  ability 
as  a  chairman,  of  which  we  may  have  further  evidence  by 
and  by. 

The  alleged  decadence  has  come  since,  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  dining  function  last  year  was  regretted  by 
many.  So  a  few  months  ago  some  City  members  of  the 
Pharmacy  Club  suggested  the  new  departure,  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  with  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  as  chair- 
man, to  make  arrangements  for  a  dinner.  This  was  given  in 
the  Venetian  Chamber  of  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  Tues- 
day evening,  May  16.  The  President  of  the  Society  received 
the  guests  in  the  York  Room  from  6.30  to  7  o'clock.

The  toast  list  was  short.  After  the  two  loyal  toasts  were 
honoured,  an  excellent  programme  of  music  arranged  by 
Mr.  Edwin  Bryant  was  commenced,  and  was  continued 
throughout  the  evening.  The  singers  were  :  Miss  Aimee' 
Parkerson,  Miss  Emily  Shepherd,  Messrs.  Henry  Jeffries, 
Edwin  Bryant,  Frank  Bryant,  and  George  Burgiss — these 
gentlemen  being  the  Alexandra  Part  Singers.  Mr.  Bernard' 
Crook  accompanied  on  the  piano.  The  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  "  was  given  by  Sic 
Edward  Evans  in  a  sympathetic  speech,  in  which  he  referred 
appropriately  to  the  seventieth  anniversary,  recalling  the 
fact  that  his  father,  also  Edward  Evans,  was  in  the  Society 
at  the  start,  and  after  seventy  years  he  was  pleased  to  be 
present  to  express  appreciation  of  the  varied  work  done 
by  the  Society.  Mr.  Harrington  replied.  The  other  toasfc 
was  "  The  Visitors,"  given  by  Mr.  John  C.  Umney,. 
who  had  a  long  list  of  distinguished  guests  to  mention 
(besides  those  whom  the  President  had  referred  to  that 
could  not  come — Sir  W.  A.  Tilden  and  Dr.  Willcox  among, 
them).  Mr.  Umney  coupled  the  toast  with  the  names  of 
Mr.  Winfrey  (who  replied  for  Parliament),  Mr.  Butlini 
(who  spoke  for  the  medical  profession),  Sir.  T.  E.  Thorpe 
(replying  for  science),  and  Mr.  Machin  (who  represented 
commercial  interests).  The  speaking  was  good,  often' 
amusing,  and  always  interesting.  The  National  In? 
surance  Bill  was  prominent  in  several  of  the  speeches, 
as  it  was  in  conversation,  a  desire  being  expressed  that 
medicine  and  pharmacy  should  work  together  if  possible'. 

The  function  was  over  well  before  eleven  o'clock,  and 
there  were  general  expressions  of  opinion  that  the  company 
was  highly  representative  and  the  proceedings  a  complete 


Annual  Meeting. 


The  attendance  at  the  seventieth  annual  meeting,  convened? 
for  Wednesday,  May  17,  at  12  noon,  in  the  lecture-theatre, 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  was  phenomenally 
small.  At  the  stroke  of  12  the  C.  db  D.  representative 
found  himself  with  less  than  half-a-dozen  fellow-mem- 
bers in  a  desert  of  empty  benches,  and  it  was  nearly  12.15 
before  the  President  and  members  of  the  Council  came 
in.  Mr.  Harrington  was  supported  on  the  right  by  the 
Vice-President  and  the  Parliamentary  Secretary ;  on  the 
left  by  the  Secretary  and  the  Solicitor  (Mr.  Quarrell).. 
The  members  of  Council  with  them  were  Messrs.  W.  H.- 
Gibson (Treasurer),  C.  B.  Allen,  A.  S.  Campkin,  W.  G- 
Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  F.  J.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  D.  Gil- 
mour, A.  Hagon,  J.  Harrison,  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  C 
Symes,  R.  Walshaw,  and  J.  R.  Young.  In  the  audience 
were  Miss  S.  J.  Heywood,  Miss  M.  A.  Buchanan,  Miss 
Macalpine,  Miss  Braithwaite,  and  Miss  Bartlett,  Messrs. 
Walter  Hills,  Alfred  Wright,  W.  L.  Howie,  W.  J.  U. 
Woolcock,  Wippell  Gadd,  E.  M.  Holmes,  W.  J.  Camp- 
bell, R.  Feaver  Clarke,  Peter  MacEwan,  G.  J.  Knight,  J.  P.

The  proceeding's  were  quiet  and  almost  formal.  Th< 
President,  in  his  speech  moving  the  adoption  of  th«i 
annual  report  and  accounts  (which  have  already  beer 
printed  in  the  C.  it'  D. — May  6  and  March  4),  eontrastec! 
the  expenditure  in  1841-42  w'ith  that  of  1910-11,  and  men 
tioned  that  Mr.  Giles  Yarde,  who  signed  the  accounts  of 
1841-42,  is  still  to  the  fore.  He  was  rather  emphatic  whei|] 
referring  to  the  curriculum  in  his  remarks  as  to  the  wishejj 
of  the  trade  in  the  matter,  saying  that  the  By-laws  Com' 
mittee  must  not  make  the  provisions  too  strong.  Th'l 
address  was  read  from  a  typewritten  document,  but  as  ai 
addendum  Mr.  Harrington  spoke  of  the  Council's  confl 
sideration  of  the  National  Insurance  P.ill  that  morning 
stating  that  a  special  committee  had  been  appointed  tfl 
consider  it,  but  no  indication  was  given  as  to  what  is  tU 
be  done,  the  tone  of  the  remarks  alone  indicating  thajl 
the  situation  is  regarded  as  serious.    The  meeting,  so  f a II 
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as  speaking  is  concerned,  might  have  ended  here,  for  it 
was  not  until  the  pause  after  the  Vice-President's 
seconding  seemed  prolonged,  and  Mr.  G.  J.  Knight  came 
to  the  rescue  with  one  of  those  amusing  and  critical 
deliverances  which  create  laughter,  stimulate  others  to 
speak,  and  drive  home  a  few  truths  which  are  better  not 
left  unsaid.  Mr.  Finnemore  pleaded  next  for  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  School  of  Pharmacy;  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd 
wanted  a  lead  on  the  National  Insurance  Bill  and  a  special 
private  meeting  of  members  from  the  country  to  consider 
united  action.  Also,  he  asked,  Why  does  not  the  Council 
insist  on  an  apprenticeship  with  a  pharmacist  for  the 
Minor?  Mr.  Walter  Hills  spoke  from  the  front  benches 
for  the  first  time  for  many  years,  chiefly  in  congratula- 
tion of  the  President's  restored  health ;  of  Michael 
Carteighe  and  John  Attfield,  and  warned  the  Council  that 
the  School  should  be  ideal  rather  than  large.  He  also 
spoke  rather  gravely  about  the  curriculum,  the  significance 
of  his  remarks  being  that  the  Council  should  lead  the 
country  rather  than  be  led.  Mr.  Harrington  briefly 
replied  to  all  the  points,  stating  that  the  reason  why 
apprenticeship  is  not  specifically  provided  for  is  that  the 
Society  has  no  power  to  lay  down  what  shall  be  the  con- 
tract between  apprentice  and  master;  hence,  three  years' 
dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions  is  insisted  upon. 
The  rest  of  the  business  was  formal  and  included  the 
election  of  seven  members  of  Council  (there  being  no  poll 
this  year)  and  of  five  auditors.  Our  shorthand-writer's 
report  follows. 


The  President,  at  the  outset  of  the  proceedings, 
apologised  for  his  own  and  the  Council's  lateness,  explaining 
that  they  had  a  very  serious  and  important  meeting,  which 
detained  them  beyond  the  usual  time. 

The  Secretary  and  Registrar  then  read  the  notice 
calling  the  meeting.  It  was  agreed,  on  the  suggestion  of 
the  President,  to  take  the  annual  report  as  read. 

President's  Address. 

The  President,  who  on  rising  was  received  with 
applause,  said  :  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  have  to  move 
that  the  annual  report  and  statement  of  accounts,  as  pub- 
lished, be  received  and  adopted.  Your  Council  during  the 
past  year  has  done  a  very  great  deal  of  work,  and  to-day 
we  have  had  to  do  a  little  extra  work,  but  we  have  met 
here  on  this  occasion,  as  we  have  done  for  many  years 
past,  to  move  our  annual  report,  to  discuss  the  affairs  of 
the  Society  over  the  past  year,  and  to  present  to  you  the 
financial  statement  showing  the  amount  of  money  we  have 
received,  and  also  our  expenditure.  As  I  have  mentioned 
just  now,  your  Society,  your  Council,  has  had  a  very 
great  deal  of  work  to  perform  during  this  last  year,  and  we 
have  felt  it  all  the  more  because  we  have  missed 

Two  of  Our  Stalwart  Leaders. 
We  have  missed  two  of  our  principal  men  who  were  ever 
ready  with  their  matured  advice  to  the  Council,  when 
occasion  required,  at  our  meetings.  I  am  referring  first 
of  all  to  Mr.  Carteighe,  of  whom  I  will  speak  more  fully 
later  on,  whose  counsel  we  very  much  miss,  and  again  to 
our  valued  friend  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  whose  helpful  advice 
was  welcomed  and  appreciated  at  all  times.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Walter  Hills  always  took  a  very  great  deal  of  interest 
in  the  Society's  work,  and,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  let  me  say  that  what  we  have  always  felt  when 
we  heard  his  advice  was  that  it  was  good  and  that  we 
should  act  discreetly  ana  wisely  if  we  acted  upon  it. 
(Hear,  hear.)  We  regret  his  absence  from  our  delibera- 
tions at  the  Council-table,  but  we  feel  encouraged  by  the 
thought  that  he  has  not  altogether  lost  his  practical  and 
sympathetic  interest  in  our  Society  and  its  operations. 
I  am  pleased,  very  pleased,  as  I  am  sure  you  all  are,  to  see 
him  here  to-day.  (Applause.)  And  I  may  mention  to 
you,  as  indicating  that  his  interest  in  us  is  continual,  that 
he  was  with  us  at  our  meeting  yesterday  and  gave  us  a  bit 
of  valuable  advice  in  awarding  the  Hanbury  gold  medal. 
Now,  those  of  you  gentlemen  who  know  your 

Pharmaceutical  History 
—  and  I  expect  nearly  everyone  in  this  room  knows  it 
pretty  well— will  recall  the  fact  that  on  May  17,  1842,  the 


first  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society  was  hela  at 
the  Crown  and  Anchor,  in  the  Strand,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  William  Allen,  the  first  President  of  this 
Society.  It  is  interesting — to  me,  at  any  rate — seventy 
years  afterwards,  it  is  interesting  as  well  as  gratifying 
that  it  should  be  possible  for  me,  as  Chairman  of  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society  held  in  1911,  to  con- 
gratulate you,  as  I  do  now,  upon  the  fact  that  the  Society 
is  in  a  strong  position,  and  after  such  a  long  interval  of 
time  exhibits  a  measure  of  vigour  that  is  not  usually 
associated  with  institutions  that  have  reached  the  allotted 
span  of  three  score  years  and  ten.  (Applause.)  I  need 
hardly  say  that  it  is  a  matter  of  considerable  pride  and 
gratification  to  me  that  I  should  be  filling  the  position  of 
President  during  this  important  and  memorable  year  of 
the  Society's  history.  (Hear,  hear.)  Perhaps  you  will 
bear  with  me  if  I  venture  to  occupy  your  time  for  a  few 
minutes  in  calling  attention  to  one  or  two  significant 
facts  arising  out  of  a  comparison  between  the  first  balance- 
sheet  of  the  Society  issued  so  many  years  ago  and  the 
financial  statement  which  has  just  been  circulated  to  you 
all  through  the  columns  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal." 
The  total  income  of  the  Society  for  the  first  eighteen 
months  of  its  history  was  5,165/.  ;  and  I  must  remind  you 
that  the  subscriptions  from  members  at  that  time  was  two 
guineas — twice  the  amount  now  charged.  Now  comes 
the  contrast.  In  1910  the  subscriptions  from  mem- 
bers and  associates  amounted  to  7,567/.  In  the  one  case 
the  subscribers  numbered  less  than  two  thousand,  and  in 
the  other  case  the  subscribers  represented  the  very  re- 
spectable total  of  7,143.  The  chief  expenditure  in  1841-42, 
I  find,  was  for  the  "  Journal,"  furniture,  and  the  payment 
of  service.  In  fact,  out  of  the  total  expenditure  of  1,147/., 
I  find  no  less  a  sum  than  567/.  incurred  for  these  items. 
The  Society  has  advanced  a  good  deal  since  the  first  bal- 
ance sheet  was  issued,  and  I  am  bold  enough  to  say  that 
the  objects  for  which  it  was  established  have  been  con- 
sistently cultivated  and  furthered  throughout  the  whole 
period  of  seventy  years  which  have  since  passed.  As  you 
know, 

Our  Chief  Aim 

was  to  promote  and  provide,  for  the  education  of  appren- 
tices and  assistants  in  pharmacy,  and  in  that  way  ensure 
for  those  intended  for  the  calling  a  far  better  education, 
a  far  more  efficient  equipment,  and  a  far  more  effectual 
pharmaceutical  training  than  were  possessed  by  those 
already  in  the  trade.  (Applause.)  To  carry  out  that 
object  the  Society  had  to  spend  money,  and  I  suppose 
that  no  one  here  would  like  to  maintain  that  1,000/. 
which,  roughly  speaking,  figures  in  the  financial  state- 
ment as  expenses  incurred  in  the  conduct  of  the  School, 
is  illspent.  There  was  no  expenditure  upon  the  School 
referred  to  in  the  first  annual  report ;  there  wa6  nothing 
for  the  museum,  there  was  no  expenditure  of  a  thousand 
pounds  in  respect  to  the  administration  expenses  of  the 
North  British  Branch  of  the  Society;  there  were  no  law" 
costs,  no  local  organisation  and  Parliamentary  expenses, 
no  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  no  registration,  and 
no  Registrar.  The  Council  have  inherited  from  the 
founders  of  the  Society  a  priceless  heritage  which  has 
involved  and  will  involve  increased  exertions,  and 
heavier  obligations  from  year  to  year.  And  I  sincerely 
hope — I  feel  sure — that  these  legacies,  left  by  the  pioneers 
of  pharmacy,  will  be  willingly  accepted  by  future  Councils 
as  yet  un-elected.  It  may  be  of  interest  just  to  mention 
on  this  occasion  that  one  of  the  five  gentlemen  who 
organised  the  Society  and  appended  their  signatures  to 
the  corporate  balance-sheet  of  the  Society  is  happily  still 
living,  and  still  a  member  of  the  Society.  I  refer  to  Mr. 
Giles  Yarde,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  who  in  the  early 
days  of  the  Society  gave  a  good  deal  of  his  time  and 
ability  to  the  combined  unity  needed  to  start  pharmacy 
in  thi6  country.  (Applause.)  I  will  now  recall  one  fact 
that  has  struck  me  in  reading  the  account  of  the  first 
annual  meeting,  and  that  is  that  the  Council  elected  on 
that  occasion  consisted  wholly  of  members  residing  in 
London:  At  the  present  time,  judging  from  the  present 
conditions,  the  Council,  in  the  near  future,  seems  likely 
to  consist  wholly  of  provincial  members.  However  grati- 
!  fying  this  may  be  from  the  point  of  view  of  widespread 
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interest  in  the  administrative  work  of  the  Society,  I  think 
it  expedient  to  remind  members  of  the  Society  that  the 
administrative  exigencies  of  the  time  require  a  certain 
proportion  of  Metropolitan  Councillors.  Perhaps  the 
position  which  now  obtains  is  due  not  so  much  to  the 
disinclination  of  our  provincial  brethren  to  elect  London 
members  to  the  Council,  but  to  difficulty  in  finding  London 
members  who  are  prepared  to  offer  themselves  for  elec- 
tion. (Applause.)  Perhaps  it  would  not  be  inappropriate 
for  me  to 

Appeal  to  the  Metropolitan  Pharmacists 
present  to  take  a  little  more  live  interest  in  what  the 
Council  are.  doing.  The  work  lies  ready  to  hand,  and 
all  that  is  desired  is  that  some  of  them  should  come  for- 
ward and  help  to  perform  it.  It  is  all  very  well  to  have 
an  executive  body  such  as  the  Council  is,  and  allow  them 
to  do  the  work.  The  fact  that  this  year  there  was  an 
absence  of  anything  in  the  shape  of  dissatisfaction,  as 
shown  by  the  absence  of  a  contest  for  the  vacant  seats, 
is  calculated  to  indicate  to  the  Council  that  there  has 
been  harmonious  acquiescence  with  the  Council's  policy. 
This  is  no  doubt  appreciated,  but  we  nevertheless  cannot 
help  feeling  some  little  regret  that  so  f  e  ,v  members  of  the 
calling  remove  some  of  the  debt  that  they  owe  their  pro- 
fession. (Applause.) 

Referring  to  the  annual  report  now  before  you  and  the 
financial  statement,  I  would  just  like  to  touch  on  one  or 
two  items  which  may  be  dealt  with  in  other  than  official 
words.  This  it  is  not  always  possible  to  do  in  dealing 
with  accounts  such  as  ours.  Taking  the  examination 
account,  you  will  find  the 

Costs  of  Conducting  the  Examinations 

have  been  a  trifle  more.    The  exact  increase  was  29?. 
There  were  33  candidates  examined  and  150?.  less  was 
received  in  examination  fees.    I  do  not,  however,  regard 
this  diminution  of  numbers  as  being  of  very  great  im- 
portance, as  there  are  signs  that  the  temporary  depression 
in  the  number  of  candidates  is  passing.    Perhaps  the  fact 
that  the  higher  percentages  of  successes  which  seem  the 
rule  now  will  influence  those  who  have  still  to  go  through 
the  ordeal  of  examination.    The  expenditure  in  respect 
of  the  production  of  the  "Journal"  is  also  somewhat 
less  than  it  was  in  1909— viz..  1.6831.,  as  against  1,715/. 
This  is  not  a  very  large  economy,  but  it  is  a  fact  which 
shows  that  it  is  still  possible  not  only  to  maintain  the 
standard  of  the  Society's  official  organ,  but  to  invest  it 
with  several  additional  points  of  interest  without  further 
increasing  the  cost  of  its  production,  and  for  this  I  claim 
something  to  the  credit  of  the  Editor  and  staff  of  the 
"Journal" — (applause) — and  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  the 
"Journal"  Committee  who  are  responsible  for  this  de- 
partment.     Dealing  next   with   law   costs,   these  have 
amounted  to  5007.,  which  is  not  so  much  by  320?.  as  the 
amount  expended  in  the  preceding  year.    This,  of  course, 
does  not  mean  that  the  Society  has  been  less  active.  On 
the  contrary,  as  you  will  see  from  the   Annual  Eeport 
under  the  heading  "Legal,"  the  Law  Committee  have  had 
many  more  claims  made  upon  its  machinery.    It  means 
simply  this  :  that  fewer  cases  have  been  seriously  con- 
tested.     But  I  want  you  to  realise  that  it  is  not  alto- 
gether equitable  to  expect  this  Society  to  bear  the  cost, 
which  varies  from  500?.  to  800?.  a  year,  in  performing 
a  valuable  public  duty  in  detecting  and  stopping  irregular 
and  illegal  practices  in  Great  Britain.    We  are  often  met 
with  the  charge  of  rapacity  in  imposing  penalties  and 
fines,  and  we  often  hear  others,  more  or  less  law-breakers, 
speaking  about  our  profit-earning  prosecutions ;  but  we 
can  afford  to  meet  the  charge  with  perfect  equanimity. 
If  the  Government  desires  to  do  this  work  of  administra- 
tion it  will  cost  the  taxpayers  more  than  it  does  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  Society  would  be  able  to 
devote  some  500?.  a  year  to  work  more  congenial  to  it 
than  the  prosecution  of  small  shopkeepers.    There  is  an 
increase  of  18Z.  in  the  cost  of  the  evening  meetings,  and 
I  hope  you  will  not  begrudge  that  expenditure  when  you 
recall  that  during  the  past  session  there  has  been  a  full 
programme  of    meetings   and   a   full  and  useful  series 
of  discussions   on    important    matters    connected  with 
Pharmacy.    I  would  only  like  to  say  in  this  connection 


that  the  Council  will  always  be  very  glad  to  consider 
contributions  from  members  or  from  the  younger  genera- 
tion of  pharmacists  who  may  see  interesting  points  that 
will  bear  investigation,  or  who  may  undertake  on  their 
own  account  some  special  line  of  investigation.  It  is 
sometimes  felt  that  the  Council  too  frequently  has  to  rely 
almost  exclusively  upon  the  officers  of  the  Society  and 
upon  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  such 
scientific  matters  as  are  submitted  for  discussion  at  the 
evening  meetings.  That  is  only  true  in  one  sense.  If  we 
have  not  such  valuable  members  of  the  staff  as  Professor 
Crossley,  Professor  Greenish,  our  Editor,  and  others  who 
place  their  experience  and  services  at  our  disposal,  the 
Council  will  be  sometimes  very  'hardly  pressed  for  material. 
Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  I  would  desire  to  state 
that  we  shall  welcome  the  co-operation  of  young  men,  and 
those  who  are  not  officially  connected  with  the  executive 
body,  for  contributions  to  our  discussions.  Under  the 
heading  of 

Repairs  and  Alterations, 

There  is  one  item  that  concerns  me  somewhat.  There 
is  a  heavy  item  of  562?.  15s.  9rf.,  as  against  388?.  in  1910. 
This,  at  first  sight,  appears  to  be  excessive.    1  have  been 
partly  responsible  for  this  increased  amount,  but  I  think 
I  have  secured  for  you  your  money's  worth.    In  other 
words,  a  good  deal  of  extra  money  in  that  connection 
has  been  incurred  in  the  improvement  and  re-decoration 
of  the  Examination  Hall.    Three  new  windows  have  been 
constructed  in  the  west  wall  with  the  consent  of  the  agent 
of  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  the  result,  as  you  may  have 
seen,  has  been  a  very  much  appreciated  increase  in  the 
light  available  for  the  examinees  and  examiners.  The  whole 
hall  has  been  made  presentable ;  perhaps  I  might  go  a 
little  bit  further  and  say  that  it  is  converted  into  a  hall 
of  which  we  all,  as  members  of  the  Society,  may  well  be 
proud.    You  have  all,  no  doubt,  had  an  opportunity  of 
experiencing  the  effect  of  the  improvements,  and  having 
done  so  I  do  not  think  you  will  begrudge  the  money  which 
I   have  thought  it  necessary  to  lay  out  for  you.  In 
regard  to  our  organisation,  there  is  an  increase  of  the 
expenses  amounting  to  28?.  on  the  year — a  very  trivial 
increase  indeed  when  one  considers  the  vast  amount  of 
extra  effort  that  it  represents.    I  think  it  right  to  point 
out  to  you  that  although  369?.  figures  in  the  accounts  as 
being  the  local  organisation  and  Parliamentary  expenses, 
only  50?.  or  so  of  that  sum  has  been  incurred  for  truly 
organising  purposes,   the  rest  has  been  on  account  of 
Parliamentary  action.    And  I  would  remind  you  that  it 
includes  the  salary  of  our  Parliamentary  Secretary.  On 
the  whole,  I  think  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  upon 
the  position  revealed  by  our  accounts.    Roughly  speaking, 
we  have  received  480?.  less  in  revenue,  but  we  have  spent 
336?.  less  in  ordinary  expenditure,  and  we  are  consequently 
only  143?.  worse  off  than  we  were  a  year  ago.    It  is  not 
every  corporate  body  having  equally  responsible  duties  to 
perform  with  the  restricted  resources  as  this  Society  has 
existed  to  carry  on  its  work  for  the  long  period  of  seventy 
years.    ("Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)    There  are  one  or 
two  points  I  should  like  to  emphasise  in  connection  with  the 
Parliamentary  work  of  the  past  year  and  the  work  that 
lies  before  the  Council  in  the  same  direction. 

The  Shops  Bill. 
The  "  Journal  "  has  kept  you  aware  of  the  resolutions 
of  the  recent  meetings  of  the  Grand  Committee  to  which 
the  Shops  Bill  has  been  referred,  and  you  are  aware  of 
the  splendid  work  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  is  doing 
as  a  member  of  that  body.  (Hear,  hear,  and  applause.) 
The  Council  has  considerable  difficulty  in  dealing  with 
such  questions  as  the  Shops  Bill,  seeing  that  among  the 
seven  or  eight  thousand  members  of  the  Society  who  may 
be  affected  by  that  measure  a  vast  amount  of  diversity 
of  opinion  exists  regarding  the  provisions  it  contains. 
The  expressions  of  opinion  sent  to  headquarters  em- 
phasise these  differences  very  strongly.  There  have  been 
suggestions  that  the  Council  should  secure  the  inclusion 
of  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  measure;  there  have 
been  protests  that  the  Bill  is  an  unwarrantable  interference 
with  their  business  and  ought  to  be  opposed,  and  there 
have  been  suggestions  urged  to  include  chemists  and  drug-

gists  among  those  classed  in  the  Second  Schedule  of 
the  Bill.  Every  one  of  the  opinions  expressed  have  been 
considered,  and  when  I  say  that  on  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  there  are  twenty -three  retail  pharmacists, 
seventeen  of  whom  carry  on  business  in  provincial  centres, 
you  will  realise  that  whatever  decision  is  arrived  at  will 
be  one  that  cannot  be  otherwise  than  representative  of 
the  general  boay  of  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  country. 
(Hear,  hear,  and  applause.)  In  regard  to  the  decision 
of  the  High  Court  in  the  case  of  the  Society  v.  Mercer  I 
should  like  to  supplement  what  already  appears  in  the 
report  by  stating  that  a  Bill  to  remedy  the  legal  defect 
is  now  under  consideration  in  the  Privy  Council  Office. 
I  am  informed  that  there  is  little  chance  of  the  Registra- 
tion of  Firms  Bill,  the  Payment  of  Juries  Bill,  or  the 
Veterinary  Surgeons  Amendment  Bill  becoming  law  this 
Session.  But  the  Perjury  Bill,  being  a  Government 
measure,  has  a  much  better  chance.  Its  main  obje  t  is 
to  prevent  fraud  upon  the  public  by  commercial  offenders 
who  assume  semi-professional  titles  to  which  they  Lave 
no  right.  If  the  measure  passes  it  will  be  a  considerable 
addition  to  the  law  and  a  protection.  It  will  incidentally 
help  to  preserve  to  a  man  who  has  passed  an  examination 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  carry  on  any  particular  calling, 
the  fruits  of  his  expenditure  in  time,  in  intellect,  End 
money.  I  should  also  like  to  add  in  reference  to  the 
sale  of  spirituous  preparations,  ana  the  conditions  that 
cover  their  sale,  that  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  is 
hopeful  that  he  may  induce  the  Chancellor  of  t!ie'  Ex- 
chequer to  deal  with  this  matter  in  the  next  Finance 
Bill. 

The  Curriculum. 
I  expect  you  will  expect  me  to  say  something  on  the 
present  view  of  the  curriculum.  I  am  very  glad  to  do 
this,  as  it  appears  to  me  that  the  difficulties  by  which  the 
Council  were  faced  are  now  past,  and  there  is  nothing  new 
in  the  way  of  making  an  examination  of  the  principles  of 
systematic  training  as  a  precedent  of  entrance  for  the 
qualifying  examination.  The  Council  is  not  disposed  to 
make  the  principle  unpopular  among  pharmacists  by 
imposing  too  stringent  conditions  at  the  commencement. 
The  Sub-Committee  which  has  charge  of  the  work  of 
formulating  a  reasonable  system  of  compulsory  training 
will  no  doubt  bear  in  mind  the  difficulties — and  the  real 
difficulties — in  the  way  of  scientific  training  in  these  dis- 
tricts which,  while  producing  the  best  points  for  pharmacy, 
are  remote  from  educational  centres. 

Obituary. 

Gentlemen,  I  am  sorry  to  call  attention  to  the  loss  by 
death  of  a  number  of  workers  for  pharmacy  whose  places 
it  will  be  extremely  difficult  to  fill.  You  will  observe 
*the  names  of  Dr.  Sidney  Ringer,  Dr.  Attfield,  Michael 
Carteighe,  and  David  McLaren,  among  several  others.  I 
suppose  the  greatest  loss  of  all  has  been  that  of  Michael 
Carteighe,  whose  personality  is  inseparably  interwoven 
with  the  history  of  pharmacy,  and  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  from  the  passing  of  the  first  Pharmacy  Act  in 
1868  until  the  enactment  of  the  last  measure — the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act  of  1908.  It  is  difficult  to  know  how 
to  speak  of  such  a  man,  and  personally  I  feel  that  the 
most  eloquent  language  would  be  utterly  inadequate  to 
convey  any  sense  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  which  British 
pharmacists  owe  to  the  memory  of  Michael  Carteighe. 
(Subdued  applause.)  I  feel  that  I  could  not  allow  this 
opportunity  to  pass  without  paying  my  humble  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  a  "  Good  pharmacist,  a  good  leader,  and  a 
true  friend."  (Applause.)  One  other  notable  person  has 
disappeared  from  the  pharmaceutical  arena.  I  allude  to 
Dr.  John  Attfield,  a  former  professor  of  chemistry  to  the 
Society.  Dr.  John  Attfield  will  always  be  remembered 
with  affection  and  veneration  by  the  two  generations  of 
pharmacists  he  helped  to  train.  (Applause.)  These  two 
-stalwarts  who  have  been  called  hence  were  pharmaceutical 
builders  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  term,  and  to  them  it  is 
due  in  large  measure  that  the  Society  holds  a  high  repute 
in  the  world  of  science  and  an  acknowledged  position 
^tmong  its  institutions  which  represent  technical  educa- 
tion in  this  country.  (Applause.)  It  is  characteristic  of 
TMr.  Carteighe  that  he  left  a  condition  in  his  will  that  a 


payment  of  the  legacy  of  2,00(M.  should  be  made  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  Society,  and  it  is  characteristic  of  his 
breadth  of  mind  that  he  hampered  it  with  no  conditions 
that  might  militate  against  its  usefulness.  It  is  also  a 
common  knowledge  that  had  he  lived  he  would  have  under- 
taken the  cost  of  modernising  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  very  heavy  sense  of  the  loss  the  Society  has  sustained 
is  experienced  by  the  Council  as  by  most  of  you,  but 
there  is  some  compensation  to  those  of  us  who  were  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  his  friendship  in  the  reflection  that  we 
had  the  good  fortune  to  know  him  and  to  work  with  him. 
(Applause.) 

National  Insurance  Bill. 

Before  sitting  down,  there  is  one  other  matter  I  should 
like  to  mention  to  you.  I  hope  you  won't  think  because  it 
is  the  last  it  is  the  least  important.  I  think  it  involves 
the  most  important  matter  that  has  faced  pharmacists  dur- 
ing the  many  past  years.  I  allude  to  the  National  Insur- 
ance Bill.  This  I  regard  as  a  very  great  measure,  one  of 
large  possibilities  and  importance.  It  is  impossible  to 
grapple  in  a  very  short  time  what  it  really  means.  It 
will  require  a  long  time  to  consider  it  with  the  care  its 
merits  deserve,  so  that  we  may  ascertain  with  some  cer- 
tainty what  is  the  best  thing  to  do  regarding  it  in  the 
interests  of  pharmacists.  I  summoned  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Council,  and  having  taken  matters  fully  into  con- 
sideration, the  Council  to-day  appointed  a  special  Com- 
mittee who,  being  in  regular  consultation  with  our  friend 
the  Parliamentary  Secretary,  will  immediately  proceed  to 
consider  this  Bill,  and  decide  which  is  the  best  attitude  the 
Council  can  take  in  connection  with  a  Bill  which  is  likely 
to  affect  the  interests  of  our  craft.  (Applause.) 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  W.  L.  Currie)  remarked  that 
after  the  very  comprehensive  and  lucid  statement  which 
the  President  had  given,  he  did  not  regard  it  as  necessary 
to  enter  into  any  details  which  had  been  commented  upon. 
The  President  had  made  himself  perfectly  plain.  He 
would  content  himself  by  formally  seconding  the  adoption 
of  the  annual  report  and  balance-sheet. 

Discussion. 

Questions  regarding  the  report  and  discussion  thereon 
were  then  invited.  tt 

Mr.  G.  J.  Knight  congratulated  the  "  backwoodsmen 
on  their  return  without  an  election.  (Laughter.)  He 
would  ask  them,  having  assumed  the  lion's  skin,  that  they 
put  their  own  shoulder  to  the  business  and  do  their  best 
for  the  trade,  for  it  certainly  required  it  at  the  present 
time.  They  required  to  maintain  the  mantle  of  Jacob  Bell 
and  others  who  worked  as  well  with  him  in  the  interests  of 
pharmacy.  There  were  many  things  foreshadowed  by  the 
President,  which  it  was  necessary  should  be  speedily 
seen  to.  As  far  as  the  Shops  Bill  was  concerned  he  re- 
garded  it  as  a  measure  which  would  heavily  hit  certain 
individuals.  They  were  aware  that  the  time  worked  in  the 
City  and  in  other  places  were  different  matters.  This 
grandmotherly  legislation  about  which  the  President  was 
most  eulogistic  was  a  thing  that  would  be  irksome  to  many 
people,  though  it  would  not  trouble  those  who  were  more  at 
liberty  (Laughter.)  It  seemed  to  him  that  it  would  have 
to  be  watched  Very  carefully,  otherwise  a  serious  nuisance 
would  be  inflicted  on  some.  It  sometimes  happened  that 
the  tail  wa°'°-ed  the  horse,  and  the  remark  applied  m  a 
great  many  instances  to  so-called  assistants  who  ought  to 
be  masters.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  If  they  wanted  to 
go  to  cricket  on  Saturday  afternoon,  or  wished  to  attend 
whist-drives,  which  the  "  Journal  "  was  used  for  advertis- 
ing at  the  present  time— (laughter)— they  must  recollect 
one  thing.  If  they  wished  to  live  by  pharmacy,  and  were 
very  desirous  of  getting  the  dispensing  from  the  doctors, 
they  must  be  present  when  the  dispensing  was  required, 
and  not  tell  the  person  who  asked  for  it  to  call  the  following- 
evening  when  the  invalid  might  be  dead.  (Laughter.) 
The  person  who  was  to  do  the  business  must.be  on  the 
spot.  It  was  very  essential  to  keep  the  drugging  from  the 
doctor  because  there  were  doctors— and  doctors.  (Laugh- 
ter )  And  when  he  told  them  of  a  "  sheenie  "  who  carried 
on  a  dispensary  on  very  profitable  lines,  the  backwoodsmen 
■would  understand  the  Qualifications  of  some  doctors.  The 
"  sheenie "   made   2.00W.   on   what   cost    him  151.  He 
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supplied  nostrums  of  every  kind  to  private  individuals,  for 
which  he  charged  them  4.s.  6d.  each.  Wonderfully  clever 
man,  that,"  they  would  say.  And  his  one  cure  was — mag. 
sulph.,  sacch.  ust.,  liquor  strych. ,  and — the  tap.  (Loud 
laughter.)  Then  there  was  another  instance  of  the  police 
doctor.  There  was  an  inspector  who  called  at  his  place 
and  was  attended  by  the  boy,  who  told  him  "you  need  not 
wait."  He  saw  that  he  was  a  policeman  and  knew  that 
what  he  wanted  was  "  Policeman's  pills."  (Laughter.) 
The  sooner  Mr.  Lloyd  George  or  some  one  else  knew  the 
importance  of  dispensing  the  better  it  would  be  for  the 
people  at  large.  Concluding,  Mr.  Knight  congratulated 
the  President  on  his  improved  health.  The  majority  of 
the  Council's  constituents  thought  they  had  done  their  busi- 
ness well,  so  it  was  not  for  him  to  call  their  opinion  in  ques- 
tion. He  hoped  his  friend  the  editor  would  not  think  he 
was  pushing  too  far  when  he  suggested  that  besides  adver- 
tising whist  drives,  he  should  have  a  racing  column  or  some- 
thing of  that  kind.  (Laughter.) 

The  School  of  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  Horace  Finnemore  having  described  Mr.  Knight's 
observations  as  "serio-comic  utterances  not  altogether  out 
of  place,"  directed  the  attention  of  the  meeting  to  the 
paragraph  in  the  annual  report  relating  to  the  School  of 
Pharmacy.    He  congratulated  the  Council  on  the  high 
character  they  maintained  for  the  School,  and,  commenting 
on  the  statement  they  made  that  the  accommodation  it 
provides  is  utilised  to  the  utmost  capacity,  remarked  that 
this  was  a  "secret"  which  had  been  known  for  many 
years.    If  they  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  the 
School  they  would  notice  that  many  prospective  students 
had  had  to  be  refused  admission  because  of  the  lack  of 
room.    What  he  urged  upon  the  Council  was  to  consider 
whether  the  accommodation  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  is 
sufficient  for  the  increased  number  of  students  who  might 
request    admission    under    the    prospective  curriculum 
scheme.    They  were  all  aware  that  the  School  has  a 
capacity  for  fifty,  sixty  or  seventy,  who  are  divided  into 
classes.    In  the  future  there  might  be  a  very  large  acces- 
sion to  the  number  who  apply  for  admission,  and  he  sug- 
gested that  either  by  altering  their  arrangements  and 
enlarging  the  School,  thereby  affording  the  best  educa- 
tional facilities  it  is  possible  to  afford,  the  Council  would 
be  investing  capital  in  the  best  possible  way.  (Hear, 
hear,    and   applause.)    They   all  knew    as    family  men 
(laughter  and  applause)  that  to  give  their  children  the 
best  education  they  could  afford  is  the  most  excellent  of 
all  investments,  and  this  equally  applies  to  students  of 
pharmacy.    (Applause.)    The  efforts  of  the  Council  in 
this  direction  would  come  home  to  them  after  many  days. 
The  last  sentence  in  the  paragraph  relating  to  the  School 
made  reference  to  the  loss  the  Society  had  sustained  by 
death.    It   was  quite  obvious  that  the   death  of  Mr. 
Carteighe  was  referred  to.    He  was  sorry  to  see  that  the 
Council  had  decided  that  the  proposals  to  finance  the 
improvements  of  the  School  had  to  be  abandoned  in  con- 
sequence of  the  death  of  that  gentleman.  What  he  desired 
to  emphasise  was  that  if  these  improvements  were  con- 
sidered necessary  by  Mr.  Carteighe  to  the  extent  of  his 
being  ready  to  pay  for  them,  it  was  equally  necessary  for 
the    Council    to    carry    them    out.    (Hear,    hear,  and 
applause.)    It  wa6  not  necessary  to  appeal  to  sentiment 
in  this  matter.    They  were  all  aware  how  Mr.  Carteighe 
was  respected   and  l'evered  in   his  lifetime.    It  would, 
therefore,  be  a  tribute  to  his  memory  if  his  requests — he 
might  describe  them  as  his  last  wishes — were  carried  out 
in  "respect  to  the  School.    If  the  Council,  through  lack 
of  funds,  were  unable  to  do  this,  might  they  not,  seeing 
that  they  were  to  have  2,000?.  without  any  conditions  as 
to  its  expenditure,  appeal  to  the  gene/osity  of  the  late 
Mr.  Carteighe's  friends  and  members  of  the  Society  to 
carry  out  the  work  which  he  considered  necessary  for  the 
good  of  the  School  ?  (Applause.) 

Apprenticeship  and  Insitrance. 
Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  having  joined  with  the  other 
speakers  in  congratulating  the  President  on  the  address 
he  had  delivered,  went  on  to  say  that  one  question  had 
always  puzzled  him — why,  in  the  curriculum  pnnounoed 
and  put  forward  from  time  to  time,  there  was  never  any 
provision  for  proper  apprenticeship.    He  had  been  told 


that  the  official  view  was  that  there  were  no  powers  under 
the  Act  to  provide  an  apprenticeship  being  served.  But, 
as  he  read  the  Act,  he  could  not  help  thinking  that  some- 
one might  find  a  way  of  getting  round  that  difficulty.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  they  had  power,  under  the  1908  Act,, 
to  provide  for  courses  of  study  as  necessary  for  admission 
to  the  examination.    "  Surely,"   Mr.   Gadd  proceeded,, 
"you  might,  if  not  specify  apprenticeship  in  terms,  pro- 
vide for  a  course  of  study  under  a  practising  pharmacist, 
which  would  be  practically  the  same  thing.    I  ask,  Sir, 
for  information.    It  is  the  first  time  I  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  asking  such  a  question  in  public,  although  I  have 
often  asked  it  in  private  and  never  received  an  answer." 
Referring  next  to  that  portion  of  the  President's  address, 
relating  to  the  Insurance  Bill,  which  he  desciibed  as 
being  like  the  postscript  of  a  lady's  letter,  the  most 
interesting,  Mr.  Gadd  remarked  that  a  previous  speaker- 
had  taken  a  most  pessimistic  view  of  the  position  of  the 
pharmacist  under  it.    He  did  not  agree  with  that  gentle- 
man.   "  I  think  it  a  most  critical  state  _n  which  pharmacy 
is  at  present,"  he  said,  "and  yet  that  state  may  be  one 
which,  taken  at  the  flood,  may  lead  on  to  fortune.  It, 
may  be,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  pa.rt  we  take  may- 
lead  on  to  poverty.    It  is  to  be  one  or  other  of  these 
within  the  next  two  or  three  years.    Under  the  Bill,  as  it 
is  at  present  drawn,  one-third,  probably  a  half,  of  the- 
population  are  practically  to  be  supplied  by  the  State  with 
the   drugs   they    may    require.    The    question    comes — 
through  what  channels  are  these  drugs  to  percolate  from 
the  State  to  the  patients  ?    Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill  I  do  not  see  that  there  is  any  provision  for  the  phar- 
macist to  be  concerned  at  all  in  handling  these  drugs.  It 
may  very  well  be  argued  that  the  selling  of  these  comes 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  \ct.    But  I  also 
understand  that  the  doctors  could  also  6upply  the  drugs,, 
only  they  must  charge  an  inclusive  fee  to  cover  the  cost  of 
advice    and    medicine.    Certainly    central  dispensaries 
might  be  set  up,  but  I  am  sure  I  may  say  that  the  whole- 
sale houses  are  most  anxious  that  such  an  insane  thing; 
should  not  occur.    They  would  very  much  prefer  that  the- 
drugs  should  be  supplied  through  the  legitimate  channels- 
— through  the  retail  pharmacists — because  dispensing  as. 
dispensing  is  a  very  professional  act,  and  it  is  not  right, 
that  such  act6  should  be  paid  for  at  a  competitive  price.. 
I  am  glad  to  hear  that  the  Council  are  alive  to  the  situa- 
tion.   I  know  we  shall  have  a  fierce  onslaught  by  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  on  the  Government  to  get  this- 
thing  right ;  such  onslaught,  after  the  events  of  yesterday, 
being  known  as  coming  from  the  charge  of  the  four 
hundred.    (Laughter  and  applause.)    But,  Sir,  even  in 
that  that  gentleman  will  need  support,  and  I  should  like 
to  ask  if  the  Council  will  not  follow  the  example  set 
them  by  the  British  Medical  Association  and  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  members  on  a  very  -:arly  date  to  consider 
this  matter.    It  need  not  be  a  meeting  open  to  the  Press 
— that  would  be  undesirable.    What  I  suggest  is  a  simi- 
lar meeting  of  our  members,  otherwise  we  shall  have  to 
approach  our  members  of  Parliament,  our  local  Chambers 
of  Commerce,  and  so  on,  but  this  may  not  be  concerted 
action. " 

A  Past  President  Speaks. 
Mr.  Walter  Hills,  who  had  a  most  cordial  reception,, 
requested  permission  to  make  a  few  observations  before 
the  President  put  the  resolution  to  the  meeting.  He  had 
felt  on  previous  occasions  that  there  was  just  a  little  lack 
of  warmth  on  the  part  of  those  who  attended  the  annual 
meetings  in  their  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  those  who 
had  been  working  in  their  interests  during  the 
previous  twelve  months.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  ap- 
plause.) "  I  wish  on  this  occasion,  at  least," 
he  continued,  "  heartily  to  congratulate  the  Council 
on  the  general  work  they  have  done  during  the 
past  year,  and  on  the  report  which  has  been  presented  to 
us  to-day.  I  want  also,  if  I  may  do  so  without  appearing 
patronising  in  any  way,  to  congratulate  the  President  on 
the  very  admirable  address  that  he  has  given  us.  It  has 
covered  many  points.  There  is  only  one  little  point  upon 
which  I  would  like  to  put  him  right,  and  that  is  that  in 
referring  to  our  late  dear  friend  Michael  Carteighe  he 
spoke  as  if  the  beginning  of  his  pharmaceutical  career  wa6 
in  1868.    I  would  remind  those  who  are  here  present,  and

who  may  not  be  aware  of  it,  that  Michael  Carteighe  was 
working  for  some  years  previously  under  the  late  Mr. 
Sandford,  and  even  very  much  before  that,  towards  the 
passing  of  the  1868  Act.  Of  course,  we  all  feel  a  tre- 
mendous loss  to-day  in  the  absence  of  our  dear  friend 
Michael  Carteighe,  to  speak  of  him  or  to  write  of  him 
as  he  deserved,  because,  after  all,  his  personality  was  such 
that  only  those  who  knew  him  well  could  really  utter  the 
true  value  of  hi6  individuality.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  ap- 
plause.) I  had  the  privilege  recently  of  writing  a  little 
about  him  in  the  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Society,  and  I 
tried,  but  only  very  vaguely,  to  describe  my  ideas  of  the 
man.  As  you  all  know,  gentlemen,  it  was  that  intense 
virility  and  personality,  the  intense  loyalty  to  his  friends 
and  to  this  Society  in  particular,  that  made  him  a  unique 
person.  It  is  difficult  to  speak  of  him  in  any  sense 
adequately.  I  am  sure  that  we  all  miss  him  very  much 
to-day,  and  we  also  very  much  regret  the  death  of  our 
old  friend  Dr.  John  Attfield.  I  was  one  of  his  students, 
as  I  have  no  doubt  many  of  those  present  were  his 
students.  We  had  a  very  great  regard  for  him.  Although 
he  lived  to  a  fairly  old  age,  we  regret  that  during  the  last 
few  years  of  his  life  he  did  not  enjoy  the  good  health 
which  we  all  wished  for  him.  His  death  has  caused  a 
great  gap.  Having  spoken  of  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe, 
might  1,  in  passing,  refer  to  the  remarks  which  have  been 
made  about  him  and  his  wishes  by  my  friend  on  the  left, 
Mr.  Finnemore  ?  I  would  also  urge  on  the  Council  that 
if  the  alterations  which  he  and  others  considered  advisable 
in  the  interests  of  the  School  shquld  be  made,  some 
offer  either  to  the  Council  or  outside  should  be  made  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  for  perfecting  the 
School.  Here  I  differ  from  my  friend  Mr.  Finnemore.  1 
have,  perhaps,  some  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  work- 
ing of  the  School  from  an  administrative  point  of  view. 
I  am  in  favour  of  making  it  an  absolutely  ideal  school,  but 
I  know  that  we  cannot  very  well  enlarge  it  to  any  very 
great  extent  without  a  very  large  amount  of  expense.  We 
must  recollect  that  in  carrying  out  this  curriculum  scheme 
one  of  the  results — and  a  very  good  one,  too — will  be  that 
there  will  be  a  large  development  of  decentralisation  in 
education.  And  while  we  should  hold  up  this  School 
and  have  what  I  call  an  ideal  system  of  education,  I  do 
not  think  that  it  need  be  a  necessarily  large  one.  I  have 
often  said  I  looked  forward  to  the  time  when  the  notice 
shall  be  at  the  door  '  Standing  room  only,'  and  not  '  House 
quite  full.'  I  am  glad  to  think  that  such  is  the  case  now. 
There  are  many  ups  and  downs,  and  I  think  it  would  be 
very  unwise  at  the  present  time  to  consider  any  scheme  for 
permanently  enlarging  the  School,  but  rather  that  we 
should  devote  our  attention  to  making  it  as  perfect  as 
we  can.  (Applause.)  I  am  glad,  Sir,  that  you  made  the 
remark  over  and  beyond  what  is  in  the  report  that  you 
are  carrying  on  this  curriculum  scheme.  I  would  say  that 
while  it  is  very  wise  for  the  Council  to  act,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  accordance  with  the  general  wishes  of  the 
trade  throughout  the  country,  I  wordd  remind  the  Council 
that,  after  all,  they  are  representative  men,  and  that  they 
must  take  the  authority  with  regard  to  any  scheme  pro- 
pounded in  their  wisdom,  remembering  that  the  time  has 
come  when  some  dicta  should  be  put  forward,  so  that  we 
should  get  to  work,  as  some  few  years  have  now  elapsed 
since  the  1908  Act  was  passed.  Sir,  I  have  detained  the 
meeting  too  long,  but  I  wish  to  say  from  this  side  of  the 
charmed  circle  how  indebted  we  are  to  you  and  your 
colleagues  for  the  admirable  work  you  have  carried  on, 
generally  speaking,  during  the  past  twelve  months." 
Reply  from  the  Chair. 
The  President,  having  called  for  further  observations, 
and  no  response  having  been  made,  said  :  "In  reply  to 
my  friend  Mr.  Knight,  I  would  only  remind  him  that  at 
this  meeting  he  spoke  solely  to  members  of  the  Society 
whom  we  have  here,  and  to  members  of  the  Press  who 
come  here  to  report  the  meeting.  With  regard  to  my 
friend  Mr.  Finnemore,  the  Council  points  out  that  the 
School  is  full.  As  you  know,  it  is  not  perfect  in  all  its 
parts,  but  we  have  spent  during  the  last  two  or  three 
years  something  like  1,600/.  or  1,700/.  on  work  done  in  the 
School.  You  will  quite  imagine  that  there  sometimes 
comes  a  time  when  your  Council  has  to  say  '  We  have  spent 


enough  at  present,  and  we  cannot  afford  any  more. '  At  the 
same  time,  we  are  quite  alive  to  the  need  for  the  improve- 
ments of  which  Mr.  Finnemore  speaks.  As.  soon  as  we  can 
afford  it  I  am  sure  the  Council  will  take  the  whole  matter 
into  consideration.  We  can  only  say  that  the  scheme 
formulated  by  Mr.  Carteighe,  or  any  other  scheme,  will  be 
considered  as  soon  as  the  difficulties  are  removed.  Mr. 
Gadd  mentioned  the  question  of  apprenticeship,  and  asked 
me  to  reply  to  his  query.  Well,  when  we  first  started  to 
consider  this  matter  it  was  one  of  the  first  things  we  said 
should  be  done — that  the  boy  should  be  properly  appren- 
ticed for  three  years  before  he  could  enter  for  his  exami- 
nations. But  we  found  that  such  a  thing  would  be 
impossible,  because  we  had  no  power  to  insist  upon  such  a 
condition.  We  found  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a 
special  Act  of  Parliament  for  this,  and  we  know  very 
well  that  no  Government  would  ever  give  us  a  special  Act 
of  Parliament  to  compel  a  lad  to  be  apprenticed  for  that 
time.  It  is  a  contract  between  a  lad  who  was  brought  into 
the  business  and  with  his  master,  and  it  is  not  for  us  to 
interfere  between  them.  But  we  can  say  before  the  lad 
presents  himself  for  examination  he  must  prove  that  he 
has  gone  through  three  years'  education  in  pharmacy  in  a 
proper  way.  I  think  your  Council  see  that  this  will  be 
enforced,  and  that  is  equal  to  an  apprenticeship."  In 
reply  to  Mr.  Finnemore,  he  said  the  pharmacist  must  be  a 
practising  one.  If  he  is  a  pharmacist  he  must  practise. 
When  the  scheme  is  finished  you  will  find  that  that  point  has 
been  mentioned  and  fully  dealt  with.  With  regard  to  Mr. 
Walter  Hills'  observations,  I  am  obliged  to  him  for  cor- 
recting anything  I  said  about  our  friend  Michael  Carteighe. 
Of  course,  Mr.  Walter  Hills  knew  Mr.  Carteighe  for  many 
years  longer  than  I  knew  him,  and  much  more  intimately, 
and  we  are  very  pleased  to  hear  the  remarks  he  has  made. 

The  resolution  for  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  and 
statement  of  accounts  was  then  put  to  the  meeting  and 
adopted. 

Other  Business. 

The  President  announced  that  only  seven  gentlemen 
had  been  nominated  for  the  seven  vacant  seats  on  the 
Council.  They  were  :  F.  E.  Bilson  (Bournemouth),  J.  H. 
Cuff  (Dover),  J.  F.  Harrington  (Kensington),  J.  Harrison 
(Sunderland),  F.  A.  Rogers  (London),  P.  F.  Rowsell 
(Exeter),  and  John  Rymer  Young  (Warrington). 

A  resolution  was  formally  put  from  the  chair  proposing 
to  appoint  these  gentlemen  to  the  vacancies,  and  thiti  was 
unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  President  announced  the  constitution  of  the  new 
Council,  and  stated  that  the  following  gentlemen  had 
been  nominated  as  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year  : 
Messrs.  Isaiah  Bourdas,  Geo.  B.  Francis,  H.  Hanson  Han- 
bury,  Charles  Hodgkinson,  and  Frank  H.  Lescher.  Their 
election  was  agreed  to. 

It  was  announced  by  the  President  that  the  following 
registers  were  placed  before  the  meeting  in  compliance 
with  the  Act  :  Register  of  Members  and  Student  Asso- 
ciates of  the  Society,  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists, 
Register  of  Assistants,  Register  of  Apprentices  and 
Students  under  the  Act  of  1852,  and  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists  under  the  Act  of  1868. 

Mr.  Gulliver,  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Presi- 
dent, remarked  that  although  that  gentleman  had  not  been 
well  recently,  they  were  all  delighted  that  he  was  able  to 
preside  over  the  meeting  that  day.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Wright,  in  seconding,  assured  the  President  and 
Council  that  the  Society  fully  appreciated  the  immense 
amount  of  work  they  did  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  put  the  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  carried. 

The  President  acknowledged  the  expression  of  approval 
of  the  way  in  which  the  meeting  had  been  conducted,  and 
also  the  kindly  observations  which  had  been  made  regard- 
ing himself.  He  had  not  been  well  of  late,  but  had  rather 
improved  in  health,  although  he  did  not  feel  quite  strong. 
Now  that  his  term  of  office  was  finished,  and  that  that 
probably  would  be  about  the  last  meeting  over  which  he 
would  preside,  he  hoped  to  get  to  the  coast  for  a  holi- 
day. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated.

There 
were  present  Messrs.  F.  W.  Bateman,  G.  C.  Bateman,  G. 
Bennett,  A,  W.  Boatman,  D.  Buchanan,  H.  Coleman,  J.  H. 
Cuff  (Hon.  Secretary),  J.  H.  Davidson  (Solicitor),  J.  C. 
Kidd,  and  H.  0.  Wood. 

Election  of  Officers. — The  first  business  was  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  choice  of  a 
chairman  fell  on  Mr.  E.  K.  Speigelhalter  (Malton),  whilst 
Mr.  F.  W.  Bateman,  Mr.  H.  Coleman,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff 
were  re-elected  Vice-Chairman,  Treasurer,  and  Hon.  Secre- 
tary respectively.  Mr.  Bennett,  referring  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  Mr.  Speigelhalter,  said  he  has  been  chairman  for 
two  years  of  the  National  Association  of  Goldsmiths,  and 
is  an  authority  on  the  new  Shops  Bill.  The  retiring  Chair- 
man (Mr.  Boatman)  was  accorded  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his 
services.  Later  on  in  the  proceedings  Lord  Aldenham  was 
re-elected  President,  and  the  following  were  re-elected 
Vice-Presidents  :  Col.  H.  L.  W.  Lawson,  Dr.  G.  Lindsay 
Johnson,  Dr.  W.  Ettles,  Dr.  H.  G.  Critchley,  and  Mr. 
Lionel  Laurence.  Committees  were  also  appointed.  One 
Fellow  was  elected. 

Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee. — The  report  of 
this  Committee  was  next  taken.  This  was  a  lengthy  docu- 
ment, which  dealt  with  changes  in  the  articles  of  associa- 
tion which  experience  has  shown  to  be  necessary,  and  also 
recommended  the  adoption  of  standing  orders  for  the 
smoother  working  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council.  The 
Hon.  Secretary  explained  the  alterations  that  are  proposed, 
which  mainly  concern  the  methods  of  nominating  and  elect- 
ing members  of  Council.  The  discussion  turned  chiefly 
on  the  point  of  placing  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
nominators  on  the  voting  papers,  the  majority  desiring  this 
to  be  done.  The  Solicitor  reminded  the  Council  that  it 
will  need  two  statutory  meetings  before  the  alterations  in 
the  articles  of  association  can  become  effective.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

Finance  Committee. — The  report  of  this  Committee 
showed  payments  amounting  to  163/.  8.s.  Id.  and  a  balance 
of  45Z.  3s.  5d.  on  the  current  account.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

General  Purposes  Committee. — The  report  of  this  Com- 
mittee recommended  the  appointment  of  district  secre- 
taries as  a  means  of  keeping  the  Institute  in  touch  with 
the  country.  It  was  also  recommended  that  a  grant  be 
made  to  the  defence  fund  in  the  case  of  Markham  v. 
Thomas.  This  was  afterwards  fixed  at  211.  The  report 
also  recommended  the  institution  of  a  Benevolent  Fund, 
and  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Council  to  draw  up 
the  lines  upon  which  the  fund  should  be  administered.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Shops  Bill. — A  supplementary  report  of  the  Law  and 
Parliamentary  Committee  deal  with  the  Shops  Bill,  and 
recommended  a  compulsory  limitation  of  the  hours  which 
a  shop  could  remain  open,  and  a  compulsory  early  closing- 
day.  It  was  suggested  that  seventy  hours  a  week  be  the 
limit  fixed  for  a  shop  to  be  open. 

Councillor  Co-opted. — Mr.  W.  T.  Overstall  having  re- 
signed his  position  of  Councillor,  Mr.  G.  A.  Matthews 
(Brighton)  was  co-opted  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Other  Business. — The  calendar  of  fixtures  for  the  en- 
suing year  was  arranged,  and  the  discussion  of  a  remit 
from  the  annual  meeting  referring  to  membership  conditions 
was  deferred  until  the  next  Council  meeting. 


Chewing-gum  Merger. — A  combination  of  about  thirty 
different  concerns  operating  slot-machines  and  manuf  acturing 
chewing-gum  and  chocolates  is  announced  in  the  United 
States.  The  capital  of  the  concern  will  consist  of  $6,000,000 
stock  and  $3,600,000  6  per  cent,  bonds.

INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Sale  of  Poisons  in  Bengal. — The  total  number  of 
licences  granted  during  1910  in  the  province  were  275  under 
Section  2  and  338  under  Section  4  of  the  Poisons  Act  of 
1904,  as  compared  with  261  and  321  in  the  previous  year. 
As  in  1909,  the  largest  number  of  licences  outside  Calcutta 
were  current  in  the  Burdwan  and  Presidency  Divisions, 
but  in  some  cases  it  is  reported  that  former  vendors  did 
not  renew  their  licences,  but  gave  up  their  business  in 
poisons.  The  total  number  of  prosecutions  instituted 
under  the  Act  was  sixty,  of  which  fifty  ended  in  con- 
viction, a  decrease  on  the  figures  of  the  previous  year. 

Purity  of  Indian  Quinine. — In  order  that  the  standard 
of  purity  of  the  quinine  manufactured  at  the  Government 
cinchona  factories  in  India  may  be  maintained,  it  has  been 
decided  to  prescribe  for  all  quinine  issued  from  such 
factories  a  standard  for  the  minimum  amount  of  quinine 
and  the  maximum  amount  of  cinchonidine.  In  consulta 
tion  with  the  Government*  of  Madras  and  Bengal,  in  which 
provinces  the  factories  are  situated,  it  has  now  been  de- 
cided by  a  resolution  of  the  Indian  Government  that  in 
future  all  sulphate  of  quinine  issued  from  Government 
factories  shall  contain  not  less  than  95  per  cent,  of 
quinine,  equal  to  crystallised  quinine  sulphate  containing 
15.7  per  cent,  of  water  and  not  more  than  5  per  cent,  of 
cinchonidine. 

Octroi  in  the  Punjab.— The  anti-octroi  agitation  in 
the  United  Provinces  which  has  been  going  on  for  the 
past  six  years  is  about  to  show  some  definite  result.  Sir 
John  Hewett  has  issued  a  resolution  abolishing  octroi  in 
municipalities  in  the  United  Provinces.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  agrees  with  the  Municipal  Taxation  Committee 
that  octroi  is  not  at  all  a  suitable  tax,  and  that  it  should 
be  got  rid  of  by  any  means.  The  case  of  municipalities 
where  the  levy  of  a  terminal  tax  was  suggested  has  been 
reserved  pending  orders  from  the  Government  of  India, 
but  others  numbering  forty- four  are  told  that  before  the 
end  of  September  they  must  submit  proposals  for  replac- 
ing octroi  by  other  taxes.  The  Boards  have  been  warned 
that  failure  to  carry  out  this  mandate  will  be  followed  by 
Government  taking  the  matter  into  its  own  hands. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 

By  a  Pharmaceutical  Camerist. 


Lantern=slide  Intensification. 

The  secret  of  successful  intensification  of  lantern-slides 
is  to  use  a  very  weak  ammonia  solution  as  the  darkening 
solution.  One  should  only  be  just  able  to  smell  the  am- 
monia in  the  solution  used.  The  plate  should  be  bleached 
in  mercuric  chloride  solution  containing  free  hydrochloride 
acid,  washed  and  immersed  in  the  weak  ammonia  for 
some  hours.  Bleaching  should  not  be  carried  too  far,  and 
except  in  rare  cases  should  not  go  right  through  to  the 
film.  It  is  doubtful  whether  in  ordinary  circumstances 
the  work  is  worth  while,  but  it  is  just  as  well  to  know 
how  to  do  it  successfully  when  occasion  arises. 

Conversion  of  Plate  Speeds. 

In  looking  through  an  old  note-book  belonging  to  a  friend 
of  mine  I  recently  came  across  the  following  rules  for 
converting  speed  numbers  of  one  denomination  into  their 
equivalents  of  another.  Thinking  they  would  be  useful 
to  other  pharmaceutical  camerists  I  made  a  note  of  them 
for  this  column  : 

To  convert  Watkins  into  H.  &  D.,  multiply  by  lg. 

To  convert  H.  &  D.  into  Watkins,  multiply  by  §. 

To  convert  Wynne  into  H.  &  D.,  square  Wynne  no.  anJ 
divide  by  32. 

To  convert  H.  &  D.  into  Wynne,  multiply  by  32  and  take 
the  square  root. 

To  convert  Wynne  into  Watkins,  square  Wynne  no.  and 
divide  by  45. 

To  convert  Watkins  into  Wynne,  multiply  by  45  and  take 
the  square  root. 

A  View-finoer  Adjunct. 

A  Customer  recently  showed  me  a  very  neat  little 
dodge  he  had  arranged  to  facilitate  "finding"  with  a 
hand-camera.  The  camera  was  one  in  which  the  ground- 
glass  of  the  view-finder  is  about  g  inch  below  the 
level  of  the  camera  body.  Into  the  cavity  over  the  glass 
he  had  fitted  a  neatly  made  wooden  tube  carrying  on  the  top 
a  simple  lens  of,  I  suppose,  about  two-  or  three-inch  focus. 
The  effect  was  really  wonderful,  the  view-finder  and  the 
image  on  it  appearing  very  much  larger  and  altogether  more 
distinct,  and  the  progress  across  the  plate  of  objects  in 
motion  was  much  more  easily  watched.  There  ought  to 
be  room  on  the  market  for  a  simple  device  of  this  kind, 
and  I  should  think,  judging  by  the  difficulty  most  people 
experience  in  using  the  finder  on  box  hand-cameras,  an 
arrangement  at  a  moderate  price  would  sell. 

Portraits  in  Relief. 

For  making  relief  portraits  it  is  necessary  to  start  with 
a  rather  hard  negative,  and  for  this  reason  the  sitter 
should  be  posed  in  profile  and  the  hair  and  eyebrows 
whitened  with  dusting  powder.  The  exposure  should  be 
short  and  development  full ;  detail  is  not  wanted  but 
density  is.  To  make  the  relief,  thoroughly  clean  a  piece 
of  glass  larger  than  the  negative  (say,  a  half-plate  glass 
for  a  quarter-plate  print),  warm  it  and  lay  it  in  the 
bottom  of  a  plate  box.  Pour  in  a  hot  thick  solution  of 
gelatin  (about  one  in  three)  to  a  depth  of  about  a 
quarter  of  an  inch.  See  that  the  box  is  quite  level,  and 
when  the  gelatin  is  firm  cut  round  the  edges  with  a  knife 
and  take  the  glass  and  coating  bodily  out.  Allow  to  get 
quite  dry,  and  then  sensitise  in 

Potassium  bichromate    1  oz. 

Ammonia  solution  (.880°)         ...    2  minims 

Water   4  oz. 

Immerse  in  this  for  three  minutes  and  dry  in  the  dark. 
Mask  the  negative  with  black  paper  and  print  on  to  the 
bichromated  gelatin  by  exposing  to  bright  sunshine  for 
about  fifteen  minutes.  Wash  the  print  (in  the  dark)  in 
running  water  for  two  hours  or  until  the  bichromate  is 
thoroughly  eliminated,  when  the  image  will  be  found  in 
strong  relief,  and  is  to  be  immersed  in  a  mixture  of 
glycerin  and  water  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  six.  A 
plaster  cast  is  now  made  by  pouring  liquid- plaster  of  Paris 
on  the  gelatin  image  in  a  platebox.  When  quite  dry  the 
sides  of  the  box  are  torn  away  and  the  relief  and  cast 
separated.  I  he  cast  can  then  be  used  for  making  the 
final  impression  in  metal. 
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REVIEWS. 

A  Text-book  of  Botany  and  Pharmacognosy.  Intended 
for  the  Use  of  Students  of  Pharmacy,  as  a  Reference- 
book  for  Pharmacists,  and  as  a  Handbook  for  Food 
and  Drug  Analysts.  By  Henry  Kraemer,  Ph.B., 
Ph.D.  Fourth  edition.  °4  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.888.  21s. 
net.  (J.  B.  Lippincott  Co.) 

The  new  edition  of  this  work  differs  from  the  last 
edition  in  containing  an  entirely  new  part  on  micro- 
analysis, otherwise  the  text  and  illustrations  show  changes 
connected  with  improvement  or  condensation.  On  p.  42 
a  short  note  on  bacteriological  technique  has  been  added, 
while  line  drawings  or  photographs  of  crystals  have  re- 
placed a  number  of  half-tone  blocks.  These  additional 
figures  are,  on  the  whole,  well  chosen,  except  the  new  one 
of  a  "  fossil  fern,"  as  the  species  given  is  probably  a  seed- 
bearing  plant.  The  best  feature  of  the  work  is  still  the 
combination  of  botany  with  materia  mediea,  medicinal 
plants  being  as  far  as  possible  used  as  examples.  The 
key  system  of  identification  in  pharmacognosy  is  highly 
elaborated,  and  the  idea  of  making  the  book  a  reference- 
work  accounts  for  much  information  being  included  that  is 
not  found  usually  in  the  ordinary  text-books.  These 
special  features  make  it  a  useful  addendum  to  the  ad- 
vanced British  student  of  pharmacy,  but  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  technical  terms  are  used  so  often.  The 
amount  of  condensation  rendered  necessary  by  the  book's 
large  scope  is,  no  doubt,  mainly  responsible  for  this,  but 
such  terms  as  "an  adorsed  fore-leaf"  and  "  petiolules " 
appear  to  be  unnecessary  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 
The  section  on  micro-analysis  is  plentifully  illustrated, 
thus  allowing  of  comparison.  Full  particulars  are  given 
of  crystal  forms,  their  interfacial  angles,  and  angles  of 
inclination  of  their  axes  also  being  given  for  those  con- 
versant with  crystallographic  work. 

Green's  Encyclopedia  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  By  the 
most  Eminent  Authorities.  Parts  I.  to  VII.  10§  in.  by  7^ 
in.  Edinburgh  and  London  :  William  Green  &  Sons. 
5s.  net  per  part. 

This  promises  to  be  a  monumental  work.  Each 
part  consists  of  about  208  pages  and  parts  are 
so  paged  that  between  500  and  600  pages  will 
go  to  make  a  volume.  The  seven  parts  carry 
the  Encyclopedia  from  "Aachen"  to  "  Gastroin- 
testinal." The  work  is  well  done  on  the  whole,  as  may 
be  judged  from  the  fact  that  amongst  the  contributors  are 
such  eminent  men  as  Dr.  Judson  Bury  (Manchester),  Pro- 
fessor Dreschfeld  (Manchester),  Sir  Alexander  Simpson 
(Edinburgh),  Professor  Sheridan  Delepine  (Manchester), 
Dr.  T.  S.  Clouston  (Edinburgh),  Sir  Patrick  Manson, 
K.C.M.G.,  Professor  C.  Hunter  Stewart  (Edinburgh), 
Dr.  James  Galloway  (London),  Professor  John 
Chiene  (Edinburgh),  Dr.  Dudley  Buxton  (London), 
Sir  T.  Lauder  Brunton,  Bart.  (London),  and  Dr. 
James  Taylor  (London),  to  name  only  a  few  who 
are  eminent  in  the  consulting  world  as  specialists 
in  specific  ailments.  Most  of  the  subjects  are  treated  under 
such  headings  as  Definition,  Nomenclature  and  History, 
Etiology,  Pathology,  Diagnosis  and  Treatment.  A  large 
number  of  the  articles  are  illustrated,  and  in  some  cases 
coloured  plates  are  inserted,  particularly  when  skin-diseases 
are  treated.  The  Encyclopedia  also  includes  paragraphs 
and  monographs  on  medicinal  remedies.  These  are  usually 
comparatively  short,  but  when  groups  of  remedies,  such  as 
alkaloids,  can  be  treated  comprehensively,  that  is  done.  In 
the  case  of  Alkaloids,  the  article  fills  three  pages,  while 
Aloes  and  Aloin  are  compressed  into  half  a  column,  and  still 
we  notice  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  said.  The  notes  on 
treatment  are  in  most  cases  very  suggestive  and  include 
numerous  prescriptions.  No  part  of  the  art  of  healing 
appears  to  be  neglected.  Balneology  is  the  subject  of  an 
exhaustive  article  by  Dr.  Fortescue  Fox  ;  Criminal  Respon- 
sibility is  dealt  with  by  Mr.  John  Chisholm,  K.C.  ;  Diet,  by 
Dr.  Robert  Hutchinson  ;  seven  distinguished  aurists  deal 
with  the  examination  and  disorders  of  the  Ear ;  Electricity 
is  the  subject  of  a  monograph  by  Dr.  Wilfrid  Harris,  and 
First  Aid  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Dowden.    The  Edinburgh  school 


is  well  represented  among  the  contributors,  but  there  is 
a  catholicity  as  to  the  origin  of  the  articles  which  will  com- 
mend the  Encyclopedia  to  practitioners  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Chemistry  of  Synthetic  Drugs.  By  Percy  May, 
B.Sc.Lond.  9  in.  by  5|  in.  Pp.  xii+229.  7s.  6d.  net. 
(London  :  Longmans,  Green  &  Co.) 

This  book  inaugurates  a  new  type  of  work  in  the  English 
language,  being  devoted  to  synthetic  substances  used  in 
medicine,  viewed  primarily  from  their  chemical  standpoint. 
A  perusal  of  the  volume  shows  that  much  is  to  be  gained 
by  this  mode  of  reviewing  the  pharmacology  of  synthetic 
and  natural  active,  principles.  The  author  begins  by 
warning  his  readers  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  rela- 
tionship between  chemical  constitution  and  physiological 
action  is  extremely  obscure,  also  stating  that  "it  is  im- 
possible to  foi'ecast  the  action  of  any  new  substance  with 
accuracy."  A  small  change  in  chemical  constitution,  as  in 
cocaine  and  a  -cocaine,  is  often  accompanied  by  a  complete 
change  in  physiological  properties.  Marked  differences 
may  also  result  from  slight  differences  in  spatial  configura- 
tion, as  strikingly  exemplified  by  i-adrenaline,  which  is 
twelve  times  as  active  as  the  dextro  form.  The  author 
is  decidedly  candid  in  his  statements.  Thus,  alkaloids 
pass  out  of  the  body  for  the  most  part  unchanged,  and 
hence  it  has  been  assumed  that  their  action  is  "  catalytic," 
"  an  assumption  which  explains  nothing."  Although  it  is 
stated  that  wide  generalities  cannot  be  made,  authorities 
are  quoted  showing  that  in  closely  related  compounds  a 
connection  between  physiological  effect  and  chemical  con- 
stitution can  be  found,  and  in  some  cases,  like  the  alkyl 
quaternary  ammonium  derivatives  ot  various  alkaloids 
(nearly  all  of  which  act  like  curare  in  paralysing  the  motor 
nerve  endings),  a  definite  structural  relationship  confers  a 
specific  action.  Having  inculcated  the  virtue  of  keeping  an 
open  mind,  basic  facts  and  principles  are  set  forth. 
Drugs,  as  compared  with  foodstuffs,  are  with  diffi- 
culty destroyed  by  the  organism,  their  activity 
being  due  to  this  property,  but  if  they  are  absolutely 
resistant  they  are  quite  inactive.  The  conferring  of  arti- 
ficial resistance  is  utilised  in  synthetising  drugs.  Another 
guide  used  is  the  transformation  of  drugs  in  the  body, 
usually  into  less  active  substances — for  instance,  the  oxida- 
tion of  aniline  in  the  organism  to  the  less  toxic  para-amino- 
phenol  led  to  the  introduction  into  medicine  of  many 
derivatives  of  the  latter,  including  phenacetin.  The  in- 
troduction of  acidic  groups  usually  results  in  loss  of 
activity,  and  accordingly  the  attempts  often  made  to  intro- 
duce sulphonic  groups  into  drugs  (to  increa*  3  their  solu- 
bility) are  almost  bound  to  result  in  uselev,  compounds. 
Other  facts  of  primary  importance  are  that  reduced  rings 
are  more  physiologically  active  than  those  containing 
pyridine  or  quinoline  rings,  yet  the  activity  is  often  ap- 
parently dependent  upon  the  cyclic  structure,  while  un- 
saturated compounds  are  more  toxic  than  the  correspond- 
ing saturated  substances.  Among  the  interesting  theories 
ventilated  is  that  of  Ehrlich,  in  which  an  analogy  is  drawn 
between  a  drug  and  a  dye,  the  "  pharmacophore  "  group 
of  the  active  principle  corresponding  to  the  "  chromo- 
phore  "  of  the  dye,  while  the  anchoring  group  essential 
for  the  drug's  successful  action  in  the  cell  corresponds  to 
the  salt-forming  group  of  the  dye.  Another  suggestive 
view  by  Loew  is  that  the  reactivity  of  a  substance  for 
aldehyde  or  amino  groups  is  a  measure  of  its  physiological 
effect.  A  purely  physical  theory  of  narcosis  by  Overton 
and  Mayer,  depending  on  the  solubility  of  hypnotics  in 
"  lipoid  "  substances,  is  found  to  be  superior  to  any  chemi- 
cal theory.  The  work  brings  together  and  systematises  a 
large  number  of  researches,  placing  at  the  pharmacist's 
disposal  reliable  information  concerning  almost  any  synthe- 
tic remedy  he  is  likely  to  meet.  As  examples,  we  may 
point  out  that  ergot  therapy  is  summarised  in  a  sentence 
on  page  137  ;  the  grouping  common  to  such  chemically 
distinct  but  physiologically  allied  substances  as  cocaine , 
stovaine,  alypin,  and  novocaine  is  graphically  brought 
out  on  page  99  ;  the  relationship  between  the  atropine 
and  cocaine  group  of  alkaloids  is  given  in  the  statement 
that  the  tropeines  from  tropine  itself  are  mydriatic  and 
their  stereo-isomers  from  pseudo-tropine  are  powerful  local 
anaesthetics.  The  chapters  on  isoquinoline  alkaloids,  or- 
ganic arsenic  compounds,  adrenaline  and  allied  compounds 
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are  noteworthy  in  correlating  much  scattered  knowledge. 
The  book  illustrates  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  natural 
products  for  ideas  concerning  the  production  of  new  drugs. 
The  reasons  for  the  superiority  of  natural  purgatives,  such 
as  rhubarb  and  senna,  over  the  allied  synthetic  substances, 
such  as  anthrapurpurin,  are  interesting.  There  are  a  few 
printer's  errors,  such  as  "  ethylemine  "  (p.  135),  "anti- 
helminthic" (p.  152).  "  antispetic  "  (p.  176),  wrong 
formula  for  the  di -acetyl  derivative  of  hydrazine  (p.  67). 
The  syntheses  throughout  the  book  are  given  very  fully, 
the  relationships  between  different  groups  being  also  indi- 
cated. The  work  provides  a  judicious  blending  of  chemis- 
try with  pharmacology.  The  author  has  succeeded  in  in- 
vesting a  difficult  and  complicated  subject  with  absorbing 
interest. 

POISONING  FATALITIES. 

Tex  deaths  from  poisoning,  of  which  three  were  by  mis- 
adventure, have  been  reported  since  our  last  issue. 
,  Arsenic. — At  the  inquest  held  on  the  body  of  G.  R.  Wright, 
railwayman,  Hull,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  drinking  from 
a  bottle  that  had  been  left  on  an  engine,  it  was  stated  that 
the  fireman  of  the  engine  had  seen  some  liquid  dripping  from 
a  truck  and  had  caught  a  quantity  in  his  tea  bottle.  Wright 
took  a  sip  of  this,  though  the  fireman  had  said  he  did  not 
know  what,  the  liquor  was.  Arsenic  was  subsequently  found 
in  his  body,  apparently  derived  from  arsenical  sheep-dip. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "Death  from  misadventure." 

Carbolic  Acid. — At  Bognor,  Angelo  Bellatti  (65).  railway 
pensioner,  took  carbolic  acid  in  mistake  for  medicine,  with 
fatal  results. 

A  "  Carbolic  "  Compound,  according  to  Dr.  J.  Close,  caused 
the  suicidal  death  of  Alice  Bolter  at  Islington.  At  the  inquest 
deceased's  husband  stated  that  his  wife  drank  some  of  the 
contents  of  a  bottle  which  she  produced  from  under  her 
apron  in  order,  he  believed,  to  frighten  him.  The  bottle 
contained  Jeyes'  fluid,  which  his  wife  used  a  great  deal 
for  cleansing  purposes,  and  which  she  had  an  idea  was 
non-poisonous. 

Corrosive  Sublimate  was  the  suicidal  agent  used  at  Ketter- 
ing by  Frederica  Cramer,  a  Dutch  lady,  who  acted  as  dis- 
trict nurse.  At  the  inquest  Elizabeth  Pepper,  senior  nurse 
at  the  Nursing  Home  where  deceased  stayed,  said  that  she 
found  deceased  had  taken  the  poison  produced,  which  was 
labelled  "  Poison.  Soloid  corrosive  sublimate."  Thev  were 
used  for  disinfectant-purposes,  being  carried  about  by  the 
nurses  in  their  pockets  and  in  bags.  There  was  no  occasion 
to  lock  up  the  poison,  which  was  in  the  form  of  tablets. 

Laudanum  taken  in  accidental  overdose  killed  Benjamin 
Joseph  Davis  (75),  commission  agent,  Bayswater. 

Oxalic-acid  poisoning  was  responsible  for  the  death  of  a 
Manor  Park  milkman  named  Thomas  Henry  Burton  (34). 

Oxalic  Acid  and  Am  mania  were  taken  with  suicidal  intent 
by  Charles  Arthur  Monkhouse  (30),  shipyard  labourer,  who 
died  in  a  Blyth  lodging-house. 

Potassium  Bichromate. — Sarah  Key.  widow,  of  Longton, 
died  last  week  from  potassium-bichromate  poisoning  due  to 
intentionally  drinking  the  contents  of  a  galvanic-battery  cell 
three  months  ago. 

Salt  of  Lemon,  self-administered,  caused  the  death  of  Annie 
Hill  (17) ,  domestic  servant,  at  Birkenhead. 

Kind  not  Stated. — At  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  John 
Watson  (45),  of  Newea.stle-on-Tyne,  it  was  stated  that  poison 
was  the  cause  of  death,  but  there  was  no  evidence  as  to  the 
state  of  mind. 

JAPANESE  JOTTINGS.

The  Tuyol  Co.,  of  Tokyo,  is  building  a  large  factory 
near  Omori. 

Dr.  Miyajima,  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  and 
Dr.  Ishizu,  of  the  Imperial  Sanitary  Laboratory,  will 
represent  Japan  at  the  International  Sanitary  Conference 
to  be  held  in  Paris  in  September  next. 

Korean  Ginseng  Cultivation. — In  order  to  stimulate 
the  cultivation  of  ginseng  in  Korea,  the  Governor- 
( General  has  issued  a  notification,  under  which  planters  of 
the  drug  will  receive  a  subsidy  of  from  10  yen  (1/.)  to 
50  yen  (5Z. )  annually. 

Messrs.  Sankyo  &  Co..  drug  and  chemical  importers,  of 
Tokyo,  intend  to  increase  their  capital  to  one  million  yen. 
Mr,  S.  Furuta,  of  their  firm,  will  visit  the  Dresden  Inter- 
national Hygienic  Exposition  in  May.  On  his  way  home 
he  will  call  on  the  leading  American  drug-houses. 


A  Sick  Business. 

ME.  A.  W.  ROLKER,  writing  to  the  "  Saturday  Evening 
Post"  of  Philadelphia,  tells  how  to  doctor  busi- 
nesses when  they  become  sick.  He  illustrates  what  he  has 
to  say  by  examples,  one  of  which  pertains  to  a  druggist, 
and  although  it  was  written  for  an  American  clientele,  the 
advice  enshrined  in  it  is  good  for  the  chemists  and  drug- 
gists of  the  British  Empire  who  are  troubled  with  sick 
businesses.    The  author  says  : 

To  the  president  of  a  wholesale  drug  concern  came  a 
druggist,  a  former  classmate  in  a  school  of  pharmacy.  He 
had  come  on  the  bitter  errand  of  confessing  his  inability  to 
meet  payments  and  to  make  arrangements  of  some  sort  tor 
a  settlement.  For  old  times'  sake  the  president  took  him 
out  to  lunch  and  gave  advice,  but  it  seemed  as  if  this  were 
too  late.  ,  ,      ,  ...  -n 

"  It's  no  use,"  said  the  hard-luck  man.  It  s  a  bitter  pill 
to  swallow  at  my  time  of  life,  but  the  best  thing  I  can  do  is 
to  quit  my  store'  and  go  back  to  clerking.  I'm  a  failure  as  a 
business  man."  .  ,  .  , 

The  president  took  a  long  pull  at  his  cigar.  D  you  drinK 
or  gambler"  he  asked.  "What  makes  you  think  you  re  a 
failure  as  a  business  man?  "  . 

"  I'm  hoodooed.  For  twenty  years  I  ve  been  in  the  drug 
business.  Four  times  I  went  to  a  section  of  the  city  that 
was  rapidly  building  up,  and  was  first  on  the  spot  and  built 
up  a  paying  business.  Goodness  knows  I  didn  t  ask  much. 
T  didn't' expect  any  marble  counters  and  crystal  shelves.  ± 
was  perfectlv  willing  to  pull  along  on  the  old  black-walnut 
counters  I  got  at  a  sheriff's  sale  the  time  I  first  started  in 
business  And  I  didn't  expect  to  wear  a  broadcloth  frock 
coat  with  a  white  ascot  when  behind  the  counter.  A  linen 
duster  was  good  enough  for  me.  Bless  you.  all  I  asked  was 
to  be  let  alone.  But  no  sooner  had  I  saved  so  that  1  had 
seven  or  eight  hundred  dollars  in  the  bank  when  along  comes 
some  fellow,  rents  the  big  store  at  the  next  corner,  puts  in 
green-mar  ble  soda  fountains  and  plate-glass  showcases,  and 
inside  of  six  months  everv  customer  I  had  is  m  the  new 
shop,  and  I  draw  a  balance  out  of  my  bank  just  big  enough 
to  let  me  move  and  start  again.  Can  you  beat  that  for  hard 
luck?"  . 

On  the  face  of  the  listener  there  sat  an  expression  part 
amusement,  part  impatience.  The  druggist  had  not  ap- 
pealed to  him  for  financial  aid,  but  he  had  quite  decided  to 
offer  this.  Just  once,  however,  for  the  good  of  a  quaking 
soul,  he  had  made  up  his  mind  to  voice  a  few  things. 

"  Do  you  mean  to  tell  me  vou  call  that  hard  luck  ?  he 
asked.  '"I  call  that  stupidity!  For  twenty  years  you've 
been  tripping  over  your  own  shoestrings,  and  each  time  you 
picked  yourself  up  vou  hadn't  sense  enough  to  tie  them 
For  twenty  vears  you've  played  sucker  to  the  brotherhood  of 
druggists.'  You  blazed  a  trail  and  said,  'Here,  you  fellows, 
is  a  good  place  for  vour  shops.  I  grew  up  with  this  trade, 
but  you  can  come  right  in  and  take  it  from  me— everything 
is  ready  and  the  bed  is  warmed.'  Why,  a  man  like  you  has 
no  excuse  for  being  in  business.  You  ought  to  be  a  pro- 
fessor or  a  church  tenor.  What  right  had  you  to  seven  or 
eight  hundred  dollars  in  a  bank  when  your  shop  is  dark  and 
dingy  and  ancient  and  behind  the  times?  With  that  same 
money  properly  invested  in  your  shop  you  would  have  had 
a  store  so  big  and  bright  and  up  to  date  that  no  man  would 
have  dared  locate  within  ten  blocks  of  you.  You  would  have 
built  up  a  big  trade  at  your  first  stand,  and  by  this  time 
would  have  been  proprietor  of  a  small  fortune  and  a  little 
gold  mine. 

"I'll  tell  vou  what  I'll  do.  When  it  comes  to  retail  drug 
work  I  don;t,  know  the  difference  between  a  rubber  nipple 
and  a  castor-oil  pill,  but  I'm  going  into  partnership  with 
you.  We're  going  to  open  a  drug  store  that  is  a  drug-store. 
Not  the  kind  run  by  the  missionaries  in  the  Fiji  Islands,  but 
a  real  one  with  mahogany  counters  and  fixtures,  and  a  two- 
thousand-dollar  soda  fountain,  and  showcases  with  glass  clear 
as  crystal  and  tough  enough  to  dance  a  jig  on.  And  when  we 
have'  these  things  we'll  send  that  duster  of  yours  to  the 
Society  for  Orphaned  Chinese  Children,  and  we'll  tog  you 
up  in  a  business  suit,  with  a  crease  down  the  front  of  your 
breeches  and  a  coat  snuggling  as  close  as  it  should  at  the 
collar.  It  may  take  us  six  or  twelve  months  to  come  out 
even  as  to  expenses — maybe  longer.  That's  all  right.  But 
for  a  hundred  years  no  one'll  have  nerve  to  open  a  pill-shop 
within  a  quarter-mile  radius  of  a  drug-shop  like  ours." 

All  of  this  happened  more  than  ten  vears  ago.  The  chronic 
failure  has  long  since  bought  out  the  silent  partner  who  showed 
him  the  mistake  that  was  keeping  his  nose  to  the  grindstone. 
He  owns  one  of  the  best-paying  drug  businesses  in  one  of 
the  biggest  cities  in  the  East.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  01 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  pur- 
chase at  the  prices  auoted  here.

THE  week  under  review  has  presented  few  features  of 
interest,  prices  changes  being  mostly  unimportant ; 
there  is,  however,  a  fair  undercurrent  of  business  going 
on.  The  most  important  alteration  in  alkaloids  is  an  ad- 
vance of  5d.  per  oz.  in  codeine,  and  a  firmer  feeling  in 
morphine  salts,  due  to  the  firmness  of  opium.  Cod-liver 
oil  is  lower  on  very  favourable  Finmarken  fishing,,  but 
naturally  the  demand  is  lacking  at  this  season.  Lemon  oil 
is  a  shade  weaker  for  shipment,  but  bergamot  oil  is  still 
tending  upwards.  Copper  sulphate  has  further  advanced 
under  a,  good  export  inquiry.  Tartaric  acid  is  firmer.  Re- 
fined Japanese  camphor  is  dull  and  weak  ;  ergot  continues 
at  famine  rates ;  menthol  is  quiet ;  the  otto  of  rose  crop 
reports  are  somewhat  conflicting.  The  principal  changes 
have  been  as  under  :

c.i.f.

The  yield  at  Finmarken  for  the  week  was  6,000.000  cod  and 
4,186  hect.  of  cod-liver  oil,  figures  which  show  a  very  pro- 
ductive fishing  favoured  by  fine  weather. 

In  the  course  of  a  report  on  the  Lofoten  cod-fishing  by 
H.M.  Consul  at  Christiania,  it  is  stated  that  this  season  has 
witnessed  a  remarkable  extension  of  the  use  of  the  two-men 
boat  or  dory,  working  from  a  large  vessel,  either  motor- 
cutter  or  steamer.  The  number  of  dories  used  in  the  past 
season  is  given  as  2,370,  as  compared  with  some.  1,500  in 
previous  years,  while  the  number  of  motor -cutters  has  in- 
creased from  three  in  1906  to  150  in  1909,  and  757  in  1911. 
There  were  18,088  fishermen  engaged  in  the  Lofoten  fishing 
this  year,  as  compared  with  19,133  in  1910  and  20,346  in  1909  ; 
the  'quantity  caught  was  10.500,000  (322,200/.),  against 
13.900.000  in'1910  and  16,800.000  in  1909. 

Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on  May  15  that  the  Fin- 
marken cod-fishing  gave  splendid  results  for  last  week  also, 
more  than  one  million  cod  being  caught  every  day,  and  there 
■are  still  no  signs  of  a  decrease  in  the  fishing.  The  official 
report  gives  the  following  figures  :

8c?.,  and  70  oz.  lots  for  delivery  within  six 
months  12s.  5c?.  net,  with  reduction  clause. 

Copper  Sulphate  has  advanced  about  25s.  per  ton,  up 
to  221.  15s.  per  ton  having  been  paid  for  prompt  delivery, 
and  for  the  first  half  of  June  201.  15s.  is  quoted  for  ordi- 
nary Liverpool  brands. 

Coriander-seed  is  firm  at  17s.  per  cwt.  for  Eussian,  and 
20s.  for  Tunis.  The  stock  of  Morocco  is  exhausted,  but 
the  new  crop  should  be  ready  for  shipment  next  month. 

Cubebs. — The  Perseus  has  brought  56  bags  from 
Singapore. 

Cumin- seed  is  in  small  request,  and  prices  are  nominally 
unchanged  at  30s.  per  cwt.  for  Morocco  and  35s.  for  Malta. 

Ergot. — Nothing  is  to  be  had  on  the  spot,  and  from 
Hamburg  business  is  reported  to  have  been  done  to  New 
York  at  the  equivalent  of  4s.  2d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  for  Russian. 

Fenugreek-seed. — Good  quality  is  quoted  10s.  6d.  per 
cwt. 

Galls  are  quiet,  with  ordinary  Chinese  offered  at 
43s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  and  plum-shaped  at  48s.  6d. 

Gambier. — Cubes  are  slow  of  sale  at  39s.  per  cwt.  spot. 

Gentian. — The  spot  price  is  22s.  per  cwt.,  but  for  July 
shipment  one  seller  asks  a  premium  of  9c?.,  viz.,  22s.  9d. 

Geranium  Oil. — During  1910  the  exports  of  geranium 
oil  from  Reunion  amounted  to  64  tons,  against  57  tons  in 
1909,  34  tons  in  1908,  and  31  tons  in  1907.  The  average 
net  price  was  27fr.  50c.  (1/.  2s.)  per  kilo.  (2.20  lb.) 
There  is  every  prospect  that  the  quantity  distilled  will 
increase  as  new  plantations  have  been  started,  says  the 
British  Consul  at  Reunion.

An  advice  from  Palermo  dated  May  13  states  that  the 
market  remained  quiet,  with  small  sales  on  the  part  of  weak 
holders  at  last  quoted  prices,  the  more  important  holders 
maintaining  their  reserve.

The  Falcon, 
via  Havre,  has  brought  55  cases. 

Morphine — The  tendency  is  firmer,  and  in  second-hands 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  buy  below  7s.  9c/.  to  7s.  10c?. 
for  hydrochlor  cryst.  Makers'  price  for  small  lots  is 
8s.  2c?.,  but  in  view  of  the  firmness  of  opium,  they  are 
unwilling  sellers. 

Olive  Oil. — The  trade  demand  is  generally  quiet  on 
this  side  as  well  as  in  the  chief  exporting  countries.  Spot 
oil  has  been  fairly  well  held,  but  the  tendency  for  for- 
ward contracts  has  been  rather  easier,  which  more  especi- 
ally applies  to  the  Spanish  market,  where  there  is  a  dis- 
position to  discount  crop  possibilities  The  Italian  official 
returns  of  exports  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
amounted  to  11,484  tons  compared  with  11,358  tons  last 
year,  and  only  6,536  tons  in  1909.  Of  this  year's  quanti- 
ties the  United  States  took  3,458  tons,  the  Argentine 
2,284  tons,  and  France  1,855  tons.  Stocks  in  Malaga  are 
almost  exhausted,  but  with  excellent  crop  prospects  prices 
may  give  way  further.  Owing  to  severe  cold  the  crop 
in  Smyrna  has  suffered  seriously,  and  reports  from  Crete 
are  none  too  good.

and  4  tons  in  1909.  As  was  expected,  the  prices  obtained 
by  producers  fell  during  the  year  owing  to  over-production, 
the  figures  for  the  last  five  years  being  as  follows  :  1906, 
fr.  650;  1907,  fr.  500;  1908*  fr.  450;  1909,  fr.  500;  and 
1910,  fr.  200  per  kilo.  There  seems  to  be  no  prospect  of 
any  advance  in  price,  says  the  British  Consul  at  Reunion ; 
on  the  contrary,  a  further  fall  is  generally  anticipated  in 
1911. 

London  Drug-auctions. 

At  the  auction  of  first-hand  drugs  a  fair  quantity  of  goods 
changed  hands,  but  the  prices  of  some  of  the  principal  pro- 
ducts favoured  buyers.  Cape  aloes  -met  with  a  dull  market, 
and  various  bids  are  to  be  submitted  at  generally  easier 
rates.  Round  buchu  was  quiet,  but  firmly  held,  and  benzoin 
attracted  no  attention.  Japanese  refined  camphor  was  forced 
off  at  a  decline,  and  for  cardamoms,  which  were  offered  in 
moderate  quantity,  an  average  decline  of  2d.  to  3(7.  per  lb. 
was  paid,  especially  for  the  bold  sizes.  Ceylon  coca-leaves 
were  flat,  and  tended  easier.  Dragon's-blood  was  neglected. 
Gamboge  is  arriving  in  quantity,  but  prioes  so  _  far  are 
unaltered.  A  feature  of  the  sale  was  the  competition  for 
honey  of  various  descriptions,  which  sold  at  very  irregular  to 
generally  higher  rates.  Ipecacuanha  had  an  easier  tendency 
owing  to  a  shipment  of  East  Indian  being  near  at  hand. 
Nux  vomica  sold  at  steady  rates,  .and  is  somewhat  scarce. 
Rhubarb  remains  easy,  the  principal  sales  applying  to 
"  without  reserve  "  lots.  Grey  Jamaica  sarsaparilla  was  full 
up  to  rather  dearer,  and  for  native  red  higher  rates  were 
paid  in  a  retail  way.  West  Indian  tamarinds  sold  at  a 
substantial  advance.  Abyssinian  beeswax  was  easier,  but 
Madagascar  was  firmly  held  and  Jamaica  steady.  The 
following  table  shows  the  amount  of  goods  offered  and  sold  :

Argol. — Four  bags  greyish  Cape,  no  test,  sold  at  from 
52s.  6d.  to  53s.  per  cwt.

Manchester  Chemical  Market.

There  is  again  but  little  change  to  note  either  in  prices  or 
demand  for  heavy  chemicals,  the  feeling  being  quietly  steady 
in  all  departments.  In  sulphate  of  copper  the  movement 
is  still  in  an  upward  direction,  though  the  raw  metal  is 
easier.  The  advance  in  price  for  shipment  has  been  some- 
what remarkable,  being  practically  about  21.  per  ton ;  for 
forward  or  even  near  positions  there  is  considerable  dis- 
count allowed.  To-day's  figures  are  about  20/.  15s.  to  21/.  per 
ton  for  best  brands  delivered  Manchester.  White  powdered 
arsenic  is  still  slow  at  10/.  15s.  per  ton  Manchester.  Borax  is 
quietly  steady  at  16/.  per  ton  for  lump.  Montreal  pot  and 
pearl  ashes  are  still  in  small  supply,  and  quoted  38s.  and 
41s.  per  cwt.  respectively.  Canadian  ashes  in  moderate 
demand  at  33s.  6c?.  per  cwt.  Cream  of  tartar  is  rather  easier, 
but  tartaric  acid  is  firm  at  the  advance.  Oxalic  acid  very 
quiet.  Coal-tar  products  are  steady.  Sulphate  of  ammonia, 
13/.  2s.  6c?.  to  13/.  5s.  per  ton  f.o.r.  Manchester.  In  miscel- 
laneous products,  greases  are  steady;  brown  bone  is  28s.  to 
29s.  ;  white  bone,  29s.  6c?.  to  30s.  ;  marrowfat,  30s.  6c?.  to 
31s.  6c?.  :  brown  and  white  skin  not  offering — all  at  makers' 
works  or  landing  port,  less  2j  per  cent.  Castor  oil  is  a 
trifle  lower  for  distant  delivery,  but  remains  scarce  for  early 
positions,  and  until  the  seed-market  weakens  we  are  not 
likely  to  experience  a  serious  decline.  Not  much  interest 
has  been  displayed  in  farina  as  yet  in  new  season's  deliveries, 
and  superior  Dutch  still  offers  at  9/.  17s.  6c/.  to  10/.  f.a.s. 
Delfzyl,  but  for  shipment  up  to  October  next  there  is  very 
little  offering  either  from  Holland  or  Germany.  Spot 
demand  has  been  good  for  carbonate  of  potash,  but  offers  of 
narcels  for  shipment  failed  to  attract  attention  of  consumers. 
In  paraffin  wax  business  for  new  season  is  passing  in  American 
scale,  both  white  and  yellow,  on  private  terms :  refined  and 
S.R.  qualities  are  also  moving  in  a  quiet  way.  Italian  green 
olive  oil  soap,  56-58  per  cent.,  in  bars,  for  prompt  and  for- 
ward shipment  is  21s.  6cZ.  to  21s.  9c?.  c.i.f.  U.K.  ports,  net  cash. 
Stocks  are  low,  and  higher  prices  are  being  paid  by  needy  users 
for  spot  parcels.  Crude  glycerin  is  easier  and  more  freely 
offered,  but  there  is  no  great  quantity  pressing  for  sale,  and 
65c.  to  66/.  is  the  nearest  value  of  good  80  per  cent.  Refined 
continues  quietly  steady,  and  sp.  gr.  1.260  pale  sells  at  95/. 
to  96/.  per  ton  f.o.r.  makers'  works,  net  cash. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

At  all  centres  of  the  heavy-chemical  industry  a  very  satis- 
factory and  steady  demand  for  both  main  and  miscellaneous 
products  is  being  experienced.  The  Tyne  centre  particularly 
is  more  active  with  heavier  export  demand  to  northern 
ports.  Values,  generally  speaking,  rule  steady  at  mostly 
unaltered  rates. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — Parcels  offering  for  prompt  are 
being  fairly  well  taken  up,  but  values  have  scarcely  been 
fully  maintained.  Business  on  forward  account  is  not  very 
brisk,  as  sellers  are  not  inclined  to  make  more  than  nominal 
reductions.  Present  nearest  figures :  Beckton,  25-per-cent. 
ammonia,  guaranteed,  May-June,  13c.  ;  London  terms, 
prompt,  12/.  12s.  6cZ. ;  Leith,  13/.  12s.  6c?.  ;  Liverpool, 
13/.  7s.  6c?.  to  13/.  8s.  9c?. ;  and  Hull,  13/.  7s.  6c?. 

Alkali  Produce. — Bleaching-powder  continues  to  move 
steadily  at  41.  15s.  to  5/.  prompt,  and  4c\  2s.  6c?.  to  4/.  7s.  6cZ. 
on  contract  account  for  softwood  casks  free  on  rails.  Caustic 
soda  has  been  moving  better,  and  is  steady;  export.  76  to 
77  per  cent.,  10/.  :  70  per  cent.,  9/.  5s.  ;  and  60  per  cent.,  8/.  5s., 
with  home  trade  figures  7s.  6c/.  to  10s.  per  ton  more.  Ammonia 
alkali  is  in  fair  request  at  4/.  to  4/.  5s.  per  ton  free  on  rails  in 
bags.  Soda  crystals  are  meeting  with  a  brisker  demand  on 
the  basis  of  50s.  to  52s.  6c/.  per  ton  free  on  rails  in  bags.  Salt- 
cake  steady  at  42s.  M.  Bicarbonate  of  soda  more  active  at 
5/.  to  6/.  per  ton  f.o.b.,  according  to  packages,  etc.  Chlorates 
of  potash  and  soda  show  a  shade  of  improvement  in  demand, 
but  are  without  quotable  change  at  3jc?.  to  3Jc?.  per  lb. 
Yellow  prussiat&s  of  potash  and  soda  on  the  quiet  side  at 
about  4Ac?.  and  3c/.  per  lb.  respectively.  Hyposulphite  of 
soda  is  fairly  firm  in  tone,  since  all-round  demand  is  better 
and  makers  are  mostly  well  sold.  Ordinary  crystals  in  casks, 
5/.  to  5/.  10s.  per  ton,  and  1-cwt.  kegs,  5/.  15s.  to  7/.  15s., 
according  to  qualitv  and  quantity.  Silicates  of  soda  in 
normal  demand:  140°  Tw.,  4/.  5s.  to  4/.  15s.  ;  100°  Tw,  3/.  15s. 
to  4?.  5s.  ;  and  75°  Tw..  3/.  7s.  6c?.  to  3/.  17s.  6c?.,  according  to 
quality,  quantity,  and  destination. 

The  Turpentine  Market. 

Since  reference  was  made  to  the  position  of  turpentine  in 
our  issue  of  March  25  the  price  of  spot- delivery  rose. as  high 
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as  75s.  per  owt.,  but  within  the  last  month  or  so  the  market 
has  swayed  from  one  extreme  to  the  other.  The  collapse  in 
prices,  indeed,  was  as  sensational  as  the  rise,  the  value  of 
spot  having  dwindled  as  much  as  23s.  to  52s.  ere  any  signs 
of  returning  confidence  became  perceptible.  Bull  manipula- 
tion to  the  record  figure  ever  reached  was,  of  course,  facili- 
tated by  the  abnormally  reduced  London  stock  and  the  quick 
advance  in  America,  which  frightened  operators  short  on  near 
contracts  and  prompted  consumers  to  cover  urgent  require- 
ments; but  the  market  subsequently  received  a  shock  from 
the  unexpected  shipment  of  a  large  quantity  from  America 
even  greater  than  that  held  in  London  warehouses.  Con- 
sumers then  entirely  withdrew  from  the  market,  and  the 
demand  came  to  a  standstill.  This  coupled  with  the  sharp 
break  in  prices  across  the  Atlantic  led  to  hurried  "  bull  " 
liquidations,  which  came  to  an  end  a  few  days  ago,  and  the 
tendency  is  once  again  upward.  Supplies,  though  limited 
across  the  Atlantic,  were  temporarily  withheld  for  export, 
but  were  eventually  attracted  by  the  tempting  prices.  One  can 
easily  imagine  the  dramatic  change  of  feeling  at  seeing  the 
London  visible  supply  practically  doubling  itself  in  the  space 
of  a  few  weeks  owing  to  the  shipment  of  over  12,000  barrels. 
There  was  thus  a  palpable  increase  in  the  arrivals  last  month, 
though  the  aggregate  receipts  for  the  last  four  months  are 
still  comparatively  small  at  4,198  tons,  compared  with 
4,957  tons  in  1910  and  5,370  tons  in  1909  for  the  same  period. 
During  the  reign  of  extravagant  prices  a  large  business 
has  been  done  in  all  kinds  of  substitutes  at  comparatively 
low  prices,  ranging  from  Is.  to  2s.  id.  per  gallon,  thus  curtail- 
ing the  demand  for  American  spirit.  The  Russian  product 
has  not  given  way  much  in  value,  having  eased  off  from 
35/.  10s.  to  about  351.  per  ton,  in  spite  of  the  enormous  fall  in 
American.  The  London  visible  supply  is  now  over  24,000 
barrels,  or  some  10,000  barrels  more  than  at  this  time  last 
year,  when  the  price  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  44/.  per 
ton  ;  but  new-crop  supplies  will  be  belated  this  year,  and  the 
yield  may  fall  again  considerably  short  of  expectations. 
Meanwhile  contracts  can  be  placed  for  September-December 
.delivery  at  about  61.  per  ton  discount  compared  with  spot. 
The  trade  in  French  and  Spanish  spirit,  the  supply  of  which 
is  restricted  on  this  side,  has  been  largely  regulated  by  the 
■movements  in  American. 

Synthelic  Rubber  and  Nitrate. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  Elberfeld, 
the  Chairman  said  that  there  was  little  new  to  report  regard- 
ing the  synthetic  production  of  rubber.  The  scientific  pro- 
blem has  been  solved,  but  the  matter  is  still  far  removed 
from  a  commercial  proposition.  The  question  is,  however, 
not  being  allowed  to  rest,  and  hopes  are  entertained  that 
the  manufacture  will  be  placed  on  a  technical  footing.  With 
regard  to  the  Norwegian  power  scheme,  actual  running  will 
begin  during  the  next  few  months.  It  is  intended  to  start 
a  15,000-h.p.  turbine,  and  then  to  erect  and  start  seven  other 
similar  turbines.  When  it  is  definitely  proved  that  smooth 
working  has  been  achieved  a  further  portion  of  the  water- 
power  of  the  Rjukan  Falls  will  be  electrified,  and  the  com- 
pany should  then  have  240,000  h.p.  at  their  disposal.  Pro- 
gress has  been  slower  than  was  originally  anticipated,  for 
the  difficulties  have  been  very  formidable,  with  the  result 
that  actual  running  has  been  quite  twelve  months  later  than 
was  intended.  The  works  are  being  erected  in  a  very  barren 
district,  far  removed  from  any  human  habitation,  and  it  has 
been  necessary  to  import  all  the  labour  from  outside  dis- 
tricts. Confidence  is  expressed  in  the  financial  results  of  the 
Norwegian  enterprise,  but  everything  depends  on  the  course 
of  prices  for  natural  nitrate  and  sulphate  of  ammonia. 

Synthetic  Indigc. 

Speaking  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  Farbwerke  vorm. 
Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining,  Hochst,  the  Chairman,  in  answer 
to  a  question,  stated  that  they  were  aware  of  the  large  exten- 
sions to  the  synthetic-indigo  plant  now  being  made  by  the 
Von  Heyden  Chemical  Works,  Radebeul.  They  had  no 
reason  to  think  that  the  Heyden  process  could  produce  more 
cheaply,  if  as  cheaply,  as  their  own.  They  auite  expected 
that  still  other  concerns  would  take  up  the'  manufacture  of 
this  product,  for  the  master  patents  would  lapse  in  a  few 
vears.  A  Swiss  firm  had  already  begun  to  make  it  at 
Werden.  The  commercial  production  of  synthetic  indigo  was 
not,  however,  a  simple  matter,  and  competitors  would  have 
to  make  very  considerable  progress  before  reaching  the  state 
of  development  already  attained  by  the  Hochst  undertaking. 
"They  were  themselves  taking  all  steps  necessary  to  maintain 
their  market  against  the  new  competition,  and  if  the  struggle 
should  adversely  affect  their  profits  thev  would  doubtless 
find  some  other  means  of  making  good  the  loss.

Drugs  for  India. 

Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  the  article  in  your 
issue  of  May  6  on  "  Drugs  for  India."  We  have,  as  you 
are  perhaps  aware,  a  very  great  experience  of  the  drug- 
trade  of  the  Indian  Empire,  and  know  from  this  experience 
that  the  fact  that  there  is  no  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in 
India  favours  the  importation  of  impure  and  sophisticated 
drugs  and  medicines  into  the  country  ;  and  although  we  have 
in  the  past  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Indian  authorities 
to  the  subject,  it  appears  that  they  are  unable  in  many 
cases  under  the  present  laws  to  prevent  such  importation. 
We  should  heartily  welcome  legislation  which  will  tend 
to  restrict  the  wholesale  dissemination  of  impure  drugs  and 
medicines  in  the  Indian  Empire.

Sir, — Having  a  fairly  long  experience  of  the  Indian 
market,  and  having  just  returned  from  a  three  months' 
tour  in  the  East,  during  which  I  visited  most  of  the  im- 
portant cities  in  India,  and  with  a  few  exceptions  the 
native  as  well  as  the  English  chemists  in  them,  I  should 
like  just  to  say  that  I  consider  the  charges  made  against  the 
bazaar  dealers  in  the  correspondence  appearing  in  the  last 
two  numbers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  are  greatly 
'exaggerated.  No  doubt  there  are  unscrupulous  men 
among  them,  but  in  my  opinion  they  are  in  a  decided 
minority,  and  I  may  say  that  notwithstanding  the  close 
personal  touch  I  got  into  with  the  native  chemists  on  my 
visit,  when  they  did  not  neglect  the  opportunity  of  having 
the  "  Sahib  "  himself  to  deal  with,  to  try  for  every  pos- 
sible (and  impossible)  concession,  yet  never  once  was  an 
improper  suggestion  made  to  me,  either  in  regard  to  quality 
or  quantity  of  our  supplies.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  all  whom  I  sounded  on  the  subject  that  a  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  for  India  is  just  as  desirable  as  it  has 
proved  to  be  for  England.

Pharmacists  as  Licensed  State  Dispensers. 

Sir, — I  should  like  to  endorse  your  remarks  in  relation 
to  the  Government  Insurance  Bill,  especially  that  re  arriv- 
ing at  some  basis  of  understanding,  "or  we  shall  see  an 
era  of  insane  cut-throat  competition  which  may  result  in 
the  scheme  bringing  more  harm  than  good  to  the  craft 
generally."  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  pharmacists  are 
now  called  to  boldly  face  their  position ;  it  may  have  suited 
some  to  feel  themselves  isolated  from  their  confreres,  but 
united  action  now  is  imperative.  In  rural  districts  there 
may  be  little  or  no  difficulty,  as  pharmacists  may  arrange 
between  themselves  as  to  prices,  but  in  large  centres  there 
will,  no  doubt,  be  the  "  insane  competition"  you  mention, 
While  this  opportunity  presents  itself,  why  not  concen- 
trate our  energies  upon  obtaining  from  the  Government 
protection  in  regard  to  charges,  and  at  the  same  time  in 
relation  to  the  number  of  pharmacists  (who  keep  open 
shop)  per  1,000  of  inhabitants,  thus  securing  our  position 
and  to  a  very  large  extent  retrieving  the  mistakes  of  the 
past  ?  This  seems  to  me  the  only  solution  of  the  difficulty.

Sir, — The  revolutionary  nature  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George's 
invalidity  scheme,  with  its  possible  effect  on  medicine  and 
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pharmacy,  affoTds  an  excellent  opportunity  for  consider- 
ing the  present  position  of  pharmacy  and  the  efficiency  or 
otherwise  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  the  governing 
body.  There  are  several  distinct  functions  which  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  exercises  : 

1.  Educational. — It  has  carried  on  a  School  of  Pharmacy, 
which,  while  it  may  be  regarded  as  supplying  the  most 
thorough  system  of  pharmaceutical  education,  is  also  the 
most  expensive,  is  out  of  the  reach  of  the  pockets  of  a  large 
majority  of  pharmacy  students,  and  is  only  run  as  a  charge 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  is  not  a  financial  success. 
It  also  acts  as  examining  body,  and  this  may  be  regarded  as 
the  only  unreservedly  useful  purpose  the  Society  fills. 

2.  The  Society  is  the  ruling  body  of  the  trade  or  profession. 
In  this  capacity  very  little  can  be  placed  to  its  credit.  It 
has  clone  nothing  to  adjust  the  relation  between  pharmacy 
and  the  medical  profession.  It  has  not  prevented  the  growth 
of  the  stores  and  company  pharmacy  generally.  It  has  done 
nothing  in  adjusting  the  cutting  of  prices;  that  has  been  left 
to  the  P.A.T.A.  It  has  talked  much  of  linking-up  the  local 
Associations,  and  has  sent  members^  of  the  Council  up  and 
down  the  country  speech-making  with  very  little  practical 
result.  It  has  now  copied  the  enterprise  of  a  well-known 
trade  paper  in  organising  a  London  reception  of  chemists. 

3.  It  is  a  scientific  Society.  In  this  capacity  it  has  held 
evening  meetings  inaccessible  to  all  but  London  members. 
It  publishes  a  journal  which  is  certainly  good,  but  appeals 
almost  entirely  to  the  professional  pharmacist,  ignoring  the 
trade  side.  It  has  published  a  Codex— a  good  idea  too  hur- 
riedly worked  out.  The  purely  scientific  side  could  be  alto- 
gether catered  for  in  the  future  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference. 

Reviewing  the  whole,  it  embraces  in  its  ranks  a  small 
proportion  of  the  total  number  of  qualified  men.  If,  as 
seems  probable,  medicine  become  a  State  department,  has 
pharmacy  any  possible  chance  but  to  do  the  same  ?  The 
functions  of  an  examining  body  would  be  equally  effectually 
carried  out  by  the  Universities  of  London  and  Edinburgh ; 
pharmaceutical  education  by  recognised  universities  and 
technical  schools.  Prosecutions  could  all  be  transferred 
to  the  Food  and  Drugs  inspectors.  Pharmacists,  as  State 
servants,  might  have  prices  regulated  ;  dispensing  restricted 
to  chemists  and  prescribing  to  doctors.  One  pharmacy  in 
each  district  would  do  the  "late"  work  for  a  week  at  a 
time  ;  in  short,  pharmacy  might  become  a  dignified  success- 
ful branch  of  civil  occupation.  The  much  overrated  objec- 
tion of  the  remote  country  district  would  adjust  itself  when 
the  position  of  pharmacist  as  dispenser  became  certain ; 
the  possible  exception  of  the  West  Highlands  of  Scotland 
might  be  met  by  the  medical  profession.  A  chemist, 
licensed  to  practise  pharmacy  by  the  State,  might  pay,  say, 
51.  for  his  examination-fee  and  10s.  a  year  for  his  registra- 
tion. Finally,  a  licence  granted  as  pharmacist  would  be 
an  individual  licence;  stationery,  pictures,  fancy  goods, 
etc.,  might  then  be  left  to  their  legitimate  purveyors — the 
fancy-goods  store.      Yours  truly, 

Zabastes  the  Critic.  (39/44.)

I  hasten,  therefore,  to  contradict  any 
misunderstanding  which  may  have  arisen  on  this  point,  and 
to  inform  you  and  the  public  that  the  preparation  sold 
under  the  company's  trade-mark  "Vaseline"  is  a  pure 
drug,  and  consequently  exempt  from  duty — in  fact,  being 
no  more  liable  to  stamp-duty  than  the  well-known  article 
"  glycerin."  Tins  containing  the  company's  said  prepara- 
tion can  be  sold  by  anyone  without  any  restriction  so  long  as 
they  are  not  labelled  with  any  recommendations  as  beneficial 
for  the  prevention  or  cure  of  any  ailment,  or  disorder 
incident  to  the  human  body.  Packages,  however,  labelled 
with  any  such  recommendations  can  be  sold  only  by  dealers 
holding  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  stamped  medicines.  It  is 
hardly  necessary  for  me  to  add  that  the  word  "  Vaseline  " 
is  the  Chesebrough  Manufacturing  Co.'s  registered  trade- 
mark, under  which  all  their  preparations  are  sold.

"  26.  Poisons — Poison  Book — Police  have  no  right  of  in- 
spection. 

"  A  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1865  to  1908,  keeps  the  usual  poison- 
book  under  section  17  of  the  first-named  Act.  Are  the  police 
or  any  other  persons,  and  if  so,  whom,  entitled  to  inspect  this 
book,  and  if  so,  by  virtue  of  what  authority? — Inquirer. 

"  Answer. — The  sale  of  poisons  is  regulated  by  31  and  32 
Vict.  c.  121.  Section  17  thereof  imposes  a  penalty  upon  any 
person  who  sells  any  of  the  poisons  mentioned  in  the  Act 
without  entering  the  sale  in  the  book  required  to  be  kept  by 
the  seetion.  The  police  may  proceed  against  any  person  in- 
fringing; but  no  power  is  given  to  the  police  to  inspect  such 
books."

[There  is  only  one  "calcii  carbonas  "  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia— precipitated  chalk — and  it  should  be  dispensed 
if  no  more  definite  information  is  available.  Prepared  chalk 
appears  as  creta  prseparata.] 

Zinc-chloride  Solution. 

A.  B.  (37/69)  writes,  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  pre- 
cipitate in  solutions  of  zinc  chloride  (C.  <£•  P.,  April  1,  index 
folio  483,  and  following  issues),  that  he  does  not  think  there 
is  an.y  doubt  that  the  action  is  simply  hydrolysis,  and  that  the 
resulting  solid  matter  is  a  hydroxy-chloride.  Perrot  ("  Bull. 
Soc.  Chim.,"  Paris,  vol.  13  [1895],  p.  976),  on  treating  an- 
hydrous-zinc chloride  (5-6  grams)  with  water  (100  c.c.)  at 
10°  C,  and  filtering  after  some  hours,  then  washing  and 
drying  the  precipitate,  found  on  analysis  that  it  corresponded 
to  the  formula  5ZnO,ZnCL,6HjO.  The  product  yields  more 
than  enough  water  to  entitle  one  to  conclude  that  the  sub- 
stance is  a  hydroxy-ehloride.  5Zn(OH)2,ZnCl2,ILO.  Hence 
he  believes  that  Mr.  Duncan's  view  was  quite  correct;  any 
real  difference  between  oxychloride,  hydroxyehloride.  and 
oxy-hydroxvchloride  scarcely  requiring,  under  the  circum- 
[  stances,  to  be  considered. 

Borax  and  Zine  T.otion 
Sir,— In  rer.lv  to  "  W.  J.  P."  (19/18)  re  this  lotion  (C.  <t  D., 
April  22  and  29),  neutralising  the  borax  with  dilute  acid, 
etc.,  as  described  by  your  correspondent  is  exactly  the  wrong 
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way  to  dispense  this  prescription,  according  to  the  prescriber's 
idea  (who  is  a  specialist).  I  dispensed  the  script  as  it  is 
written,  putting  a  "Shake  the  bottle"  label  on.  This  is 
what  was  required.  "  W.  J.  P."  would  have  turned  out  a 
lotion  which  would  certainly  be  acid  and  must  have  caused 
trouble.

[This  bleaching  is  due  to  the  iodine  being  changed  into 
hydriodic  acid,  a  change  which  is  always  going  on  in  tincture 
of  iodine  and  other  solutions  containing  alcohol.  In  this 
case  where  there  is  high  dilution  the  change  is  expedited, 
glycerin  also  favouring  it.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  Legal  Advice  Section  of  "  The  Chemists'  and  Druggistf 
Diary,"  ign,  p.  43s,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 


Marchment  (38/32). — An  unqualified,  chemist  who  describes 
himself  as  "cat's  chemist"  is  liable  to  prosecution  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts. 

S.  V.  M.  (35/15). — Application  for  a  methylated-spirit 
licence  may  be  made  in  your  case  direct  to  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  Lower  Thames  Street,  London,  E.C. 

Canine  Specialist  (32/45). — Your  nom  de  plume  if  used  us 
a  trade  description  by  you,  a  compounder  and  vendor  of  dog 
medicines,  not  registered  under  the  Veterinary  Surgeons 
Act.  is  an  offence  against  that  Act.  See  G.  cfc  D.  Diary, 
p.  464. 

Lux  (29/5). — There  is  no  amendment  to  the  Shops  Bill  for 
the  purpose  of  restricting  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  after  closing  hours  to  registered 
chemists.  The  Bill  can  be  obtained  from  Wyman  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Fetter  Lane,  London,  E.C. 

FitzJohn.  (38/30). — (1)  When  a  surname  is  added  to  the  name 
of  a  medicine,  e.g.,  Mistura  Rhei  Co.  (Smith),  it  is  regarded 
by  the  Revenue  authorities  as  being  liable  to  duty,  but  they 
appear  not  to  enforce  this  ruling  strictly  when  the  sale  is 
confined  to  chemists  and  doctors,  who  do  not  retail  the  medi- 
cines to  the  public  labelled  in  that  manner.  (2)  The  circula- 
tion of  descriptive  and  recommendatory  literature  regarding 
such  preparations  to  medical  practitioners  only  does  not  make 
them  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty. 

A.  C.  (36/68)  advertises  his  stomach  mixture  thus: 
"  Sufferers  from  stomach  ailments  should  try  our  specially 
prepared  stomach  and  digestive  mixture."  The  preparation 
is  labelled  "  Stomach  Mixture;  a  teaspoonful  in  water  three 
times  in  the  day  after  meals."  Is  it  liable  to  medicine-stamp 
duty?  [Yes;  the  words  which  we  have  italicised  make 
it  so.]  He  also  sells  a  preparation  labelled  "  Compound 
Extract  of  Cascara  Sagrada.  For  Constipation:  Dose,  a 
teaspoonful  in  half  a  cupful  of  warm  water,  every  morn- 
ing."   Is  this  liable?    [Yes,  owing  to  the  italicised  words, 


but  it  is  subject  to  exemption  as  a  known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedy  if  it  be  brought  within  the  exemption  in 
the  manner  explained  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  Diary.] 

Label  (40/54). — Tooth-powder  is  a  toilet-preparation,  and 
not  a  medicine  unless  it  be  held  out  or  recommended  for  the 
cure  of  any  ailment;  consequently  such  a  name  as  "  Smith's 
Tooth-powder  "  does  not  make  a  preparation  liable  to  duty. 

Aspirin  (40/50)  wants  to  know  if  a  person  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  use  the  letters 
M.R.Ph.S.  He  has  been  told  that  they  mean  Member  of 
the  Royal  Photographic  Society.  Some  chemists  make  out 
it  is  Member  of  the  Royal  Pharmaceutical  Society.  [The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  could  not  interfere  in  such  a  case, 
but  the  Royal  Photographic  Society  might  if  the  user  is 
not  a  member  of  it.] 

Ajax  (39/68)  puts  the  following  questions:  Can  a 
M.R.C.V.S.  act  as  locum  for  a  chemist  and  sell  poisons  and 
conduct  the  business  in  the  same  manner  as  a  registered 
chemist?  Can  a  M.R.C.S.  or  ordinary  medical  man  do  it? 
[Whatever  the  privileges  of  veterinary  surgeons  and 
registered  medical  practitioners  may  be  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  1868  and  1869.  the  1908  makes' it  clear  that  they  cannot 
act  as  managers  of  the  businesses  of  pharmaceutical  chemists 
and  chemists  and  druggists.  Such  managers  must  be  phar- 
maceutical chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  who  are 
certified  to  be  so,  and  their  certificates  must  be  exhibited  in 
the  premises.  It  is  therefore  impossible  for  an  M.R.C.V.S. 
or  M.R.C.S.  as  such  to  conform  with  the  Act.]

— A  fair  number  of  women  are  employed  as 
dispensers  in  hospitals  in  England,  somewhere  between  fifty 
and  a  hundred,  but  women  with  the  Irish  qualification  would 
not  be  recognised  by  some  hospitals,  which  want  either  the 
Assistant's  certificate  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of 
London  or  the  Minor  examination  certificate  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain.  There  are  more  qualified 
women  dispensers  in  Great  Britain  than  situations  for  them 
to  fill. 

J.  E.  (26/70). — The  treatment  of  neuritis  depends  upon  the 
patient  and  the  origin  of  the  trouble,  so  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  advise  you  on  a  case  as  to  which  we  have  no  particulars. 
Drugs  are  a  small  part  of  the  treatment  nowadays.  Our 
"  Diseases  and  Remedies  "  is  the  book  that  you  require.  It 
is  specially  written  for  chemists. 

R.  (41/2). — (1)  Catnip  has  various  properties  and  effects, 
principally  as  an  aphrodisiac.  A  pamphlet  on  the  subject  is 
issued  by  Messrs.  Chas.  Zimmermann  &  Co.  (2)  Cat  Medi- 
cines :

This  can  be  used  as  a  powder  to  apply  directly  to  the  affected 
part,  can  be  made  into  an  ointment  with  lanolin,  or  into  a 
cone  with  cocoa-butter.

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Edina  (31/28). — Horse-colic  Draught. — Our  examination 
of  your  sample  does  not  lead  us  to  any  definite  conclusion 
as  to  its  composition.  It  appears  to  be  aloetic,  but  free  from 
opiates  or  chloral  hydrate. 

F.  H.  B.  (34/72).— (1)  We  are  unable  to  advise  you  as  to  the 
methods  employed  for  compressing  copper  oxide  for  elec- 
trical purposes.  (2)  The  prevailing  odour  of  the  toilet-cream 
is  terpineol,  but  doubtless  the  perfume  is  a  mixture  of  several 
ingredients. 

Difficult//  (17/22). — Furniture-cream. — The  addition  of  ung. 
resinse  would  probably  give  the  required  density  to  the  thin 
furniture-cream. 

W.  D.  S.  (24/43). — Your  experience  should  enable  you 
quickly  to  match  the  ulcerated-leg  ointment.  It  has  a  basis 
of  ung.  zinci,  to  which  you  might  add  a  small  proportion  of 
ung.  ac.  carbol.  and  lanolin. 

Ego  (39/19). — Egg-preserving. — We  are  unable  to  say  what 
ingredient  is  added  to  water-glass  to  prevent  that  sub- 
stance, when  used  as  an  egg-preserver,  exerting  a  thinning 
effect  on  the  white  of  the  egg. 

IF.  T,  K.  (34/53). — Inebriety-cure. — The  cure  you  send  is 
new  to  us,  but  we  think  that  it  contains  small  doses  of  tartar 
emetic  in  a  diluent  of  sugar  of  milk. 

H.  W.  J.  (35/34). — Vesuvian  White. — We  cannot  find  any 
reference  to  this  substance.  Perhaps  some  of  our  readers  can 
tell  us  what  it  is  ?    It  is  employed  in  the  rubber  trade. 

It.  G.  N.  (34/38). — Worms  in  Sheep  and  Lambs. — There  are 
two  good  recipes  for  hoose  or  husk  in  "  Veterinary  Counter 
Practice,"  pp.  220  and  390.  The  following  are  useful,  and 
the  latter  can  also  be  administered  in  cases  of  diarrhoea  : 

1.  Turpentine  ... 
Powdered  areea-nut 
Extract  of  male  fern 
Linseed  oil  ... 
Water   

Mix  as  a  dose  for  a  calf  or  sheep. 

2.  Ammonia  carbonate,

Salol  (33/54). — Horse-blister. — Samples  of  this  ointment, 
which  is  evidently  a  proprietary  article,  have  reached  us 
from  various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  but  it  is  against  our 
rules  to  assist  in  imitating  what  is  evidently  a  very  effective 
veterinary  proprietary. 

Ferret  (32/20). — Roup-powder. — This  consists  of  copper 
sulphate  disguised  by  triturating  it  with  a  red  aniline  dye. 
As  much  of  the  powder  as  will  lie  on  a  shilling  is  added 
to  a  gallon  of  the  fowls'  drinking-water. 

J.  D.  C.  (Brisbane). — Ice-cream  Powder. — The  most  suit- 
able ingredients  which  cause  the  powder  to  thicken  without 
the  application  of  heat  are  powdered  gelatin,  dextrin,  and 
tragacanth.  These  are  diluted  with  starch,  and  we  think 
you  will  find  the  first-mentioned  ingredient  the  best  to 
employ. 

A.  B.  (39/10). — Flea-pest. — As  insecticide-powders  have 
failed  the  next  sten  is  fumigation  of  the  rooms  with  sulphur. 
This  is  convenientlv  managed  by  means  of  sulphur  candles, 
but  another  method  is  to  burn  carbon  bisulphide  in  a  spirit- 
lamp. 

C.  J.  A.  T.  (19/54). — Flash-light  Powders. — Magnesium 
powder  aJone  or  mixed  with  an  equal  amount  of  potassium 
nitrate  is  mostly  employed.  Compounds  have  been  patented 
upon  the  claim  that  they  yield  a  minimum  of  smoke  on 
combustion.  Krebs,  for  instance  (27.267/04),  mixes  the  mag- 
nesium with  an  equal  weight  of  alum,  copper  sulphate,  the 
sulnhate  of  an  alkali  or  alkaline  earth,  or  of  oerium,  thorium, 
iridium,  or  caesium;  while  one  of  the  Bayer  patents 
(24,987/04)  adds  to  the  magnesium  or  aluminium  powder  a 
salt  of  perboric  acid  or  tungstic  acid  or  a  tungstate. 

A.  B.  ((37/42).— Pul vis  Lapidis  Smiridis  occurring  as  an 
ingredient  in  a  nail-polish  is  powdered  emery.

The  New  American  Tariff. 

Our  last  impression  contained  an  interesting  letter  on  the 
above  topic.  The  analysis  forwarded  by  our  correspondent 
was  withheld,  for  reasons  given  at  the  time.  Circumstances 
are  still  altered,  the  "  Morrill  Bill"  having  actually  come 
into  operation.  We  therefore  publish  that  analysis,_  which 
will,  no  doubt,  be  interesting  to  our  readers,  and  will  give 
shippers  all  the  information  required,  in  a  condensed  and 
tabulated  form.  The  Southern  Tariff  is  also  in  our  posses- 
sion, but  as  it  takes  up  so  much  space,  and  has  not  yet 
come  into  operation — the  old  States  duties  being  adhered  to — 
we  abstain  from  publishing  it  at  present.  All  the  predic- 
tions with  regard  to  the  smuggling  that  would  ensue  seem 
destined  to  even  a  more  rapid  realisation  than  was  antici- 
pated. The  "  alarming  discovery  "  is  announced  to  have 
been  made  that  certain  importers  are  promptly  availing 
themselves  of  the  existing  opportunity  to  introduce  their 
merchandise  into  the  New  York  market  via  New  Orleans 
and  Mobile.  It  is  added  as  a  notorious  fact  "  that  at  least  a 
million  dollars  in  foreign  orders,  which  have  gone  forward, 
have  been  countermanded  and  ordered  from  New  York  to 
these  two  southern  ports."

OUR  GERMAN  LETTER.

In  the  Prussian  Budget  for  the  present  year  a  sum  of

if  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  from- April  20  to  29  in  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Institute  at  Dahlem. 

Pharmacists'  Trading-  Associations.— At  a  meeting 
>f  the  German  Apothekers'  Co.  (Handelsgesellschaft 
)eutscher  Apotheker),  in  Berlin,  on  April  29,  a  proposal  by 
)r.  Salzmann  for  an  increase  of  the  capital  from  m. 3, 065, 000 
o  m. 5,600, 000  was  unanimously  adopted.  The  directors 
proposed  the  establishment  of  branches  in  Breslau  and  Ham- 
burg, which  was  also  adopted,  and  a  dividend  of  6  per  cent. 
>n  the  capital  and  5  per  cent,  on  the  goods  purchased  by 
nembers  was  declared. 

•  Saccharin  Smuggling.— The  increase  in  saccharin  smug- 
gling from  Switzerland  into  Germany  and  Austria  is  assum- 
ing such  proportions  as  to  attract  considerable  attention  in 
;he  German  Press.  Statistics  recently  compiled  in  Lindau 
[Lake  of  Constance),  covering  the  period  between  1904  and 
!  1910,  give  the  number  of  smugglers  arrested  during  that 
lltLme  as  eighty-eight,  and  2,275  kilos,  of  saccharin  was  con- 
Sscated.  In  Feldkirch  and  Bregenz  between  the  same  dates 
556  smugglers  were  arrested,  the  saccharin  confiscated  in 
these  cases  amounting  to  8,751  kilos.  The  Lindau  autho- 
rities have  information  showing  that  129  persons  in  Zurich 
|  live  entirely  on  the  proceeds  of  saccharin  smuggling.  In 
Bodenbach,  Austria,  the  accidental  discovery  that  the  bottoms 
of  a  number  of  casks  in  a  van-load  of  herrings  warehoused 
there,  and  addressed  to  a  local  firm,  were  removable  led  to 
the  discovery  and  confiscation  of  a  considerable  quantity  of 
saccharin,  a  case  containing  25  kilos,  being  found  to  every 
thirty  tons  of  herrings. 


British  Optical  Association. 


A  COMMEMORATIVE  dinner  of  this  Association  was 
LX  held  on  May  17  at  the  New  Gallery  Restaurant, 
Regent  Street,  London?  W.  The  chair  was  occupied  by 
the  President  (Mr.  A.  Cowan),  and  he  was  supported  by 
the  following,  among  others  :  Dr.  W.  Ettles,  Mr  C  Wray ' 
F.R.C.S.,  Mr.  Gait,  F.R.C.S.,  Dr.  Muilineux  Walmesley' 
Dr.  McQueen,  Mr.  S.  P.  Leighton  (Vice-President),  Mr. 
R.  G.  Orr  (Treasurer),  Mr.  R.  Thomas  (Liverpool),  Mr. 
M.  W.  Dunscombe  (Bristol),  Mr.  H.  S.  Rylands,  Mr.  J. 
Raphael,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Sutcliffe  (Secretary).  After  a  well- 
served  dinner  the  President  read  a  long  list  of  doctors  and 
others  from  whom  letters  of  regret  had  been  received,  and 
then  called  upon  Captain  Pulman  to  propose  the  toast  of 
"  The  British  Optical  Association,"  to  which  the  President 
replied.  In  the  course  of  his  speech  the  President  em- 
phasised the  desire  of  opticians  to  work  in  entire  harmony 
with  the  medical  profession,  and  regretted  that  consider- 
able misunderstanding  as  to  the  aims  and  objects  of  opto- 
logists  had  existed  right  from  the  founding  of  the  Asso- 
ciation sixteen  years  ago.  He  also  mentioned  that  rimless 
glasses  had  done  much  to  popularise  the  wearing  of 
spectacles,  as  they  produced  no  alteration  in  the  facial 
characteristics.  He  deprecated  the  advertising  methods 
of  some  opticians,  which  are  bringing  discredit  on  the 
work  of  opticians  and  rendering  progress  more  difficult. 
Mr.  R.  W.  Oxbrow  proposed  the  toast  of  "  Kindred 
Optical  Societies,"  to  which  Dr.  Walmesley,  Principal  of 
the  Northampton  Institute,  replied.  Dr.  Walmesley  spe- 
cially referred  to  the  fruition  of  the  scheme  of  optical  in- 
struction which  he  first  outlined  nine  years  ago.  The 
Finance  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council  are  at 
present  considering  the  recommendations  of  the  Education 
Committee  to  spend  50,000.'.  on  the  building  and  equipv 
ment  of  an  optical  institute,  and  in  addition  to  grant 
5.000?.  annually  for  maintenance.  Mr.  Dunscombe  pro- 
posed the  toast  of  "The  Secretary,"  and  took  the  oppor- 
tunity of  presenting  Mr.  J.  H.  Sutcliffe  with  an  illu- 
minated address  and  cheque  for  165/..  subscribed  for  by 
members  of  the  Association  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  in 
recognition  of  the  Secretary's  work  during  the  sixteen 
years  h:»  has  been  connected  with  the  organisation.  Mr. 
Sutcliffe.  in  his  reply,  suggested  that  opticians  should 
address  themselves  to  the  question  of  clearing  away  the 
misunderstandings  which  exist  with  the  medical-  profes- 
sion. He  thought  some  good  would  come  of  a  deputation 
to  the  General' Medical  Council,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
Royal  Commission  might  do  much  by  defining  the  limita- 
tions of  optologists'  work.  Mr.  Lei&hton  proposed  "  The 
Medical  Profession,"  to  which  Dr.  Ettles  and  Mr.  Wray 
replied.  Dr.  Ettles,  in  a  pleasantly  worded  speech,  in 
the  course  of  which  he  referred  to  the  "  lambs  and  lions  " 
dining  together  in  harmony,  said  that  the  real  solution  of 
the  present  problem  is  education.  This  would  enable 
opticians  to  recognise  their  limitations  and  enable  them  to 
meet  with  oculists  to  discuss  a  modus  vivendi.  Mr.  Wray 
spoke  of  the  evolutionary  movement  which  is  in  progress 
in  the  optical  world.  Despite  all  the  sight-testing  op- 
ticians that  have  sprung  jip  within  the  last  few  years,  he 
had  not  found  they  had  damaged  his  practice  in  the 
slightest  degree.  He  referred  to  the  case  of  "  Markham  v. 
Thomas."  and  said  the  moral  of  that  case  is  that  when 
one  receives  a  letter  from  a  client  he  should  not  rush  off 
to  a  lawyer  but  endeavour  to  settle  the  matter  in  a 
common-6ense  way  without  calling  in  the  assistance  of 
the  law.  Mr.  Wray  also  referred  to  the  National  Insurance 
Bill,  and  said  that  if  doctors  do  not  receive  proper 
remuneration  they  will  ask  all  consultants  connected  with, 
hospitals  to  withhold  their  services,  and  so  paralyse  the 
hospital  service.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  to  bring  home 
to  the  public  the  claims  which  medical  men  have  for 
proper  recognition.
